Society  (p.  646). 

Mr.  John  Smith,  President  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  makes  a  strorjg  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  Local  Associations  (p.  667). 

An  Irish  correspondent  complains  of  the  manner  in  which 
certain  persons,  which  he  assumes  to  be  Poarmacy  Act 
inspectors,  try  to  get  druggists  to  compound  prescriptions 
(p.  648). 

Mr.  Justice  Kekewich,  deciding  a  case  regarding  a 
powder-puff,  of  registered  design,  holds  that  if  a  retailer 
does  not  know  when  an  article  is  an  infringement  of  such  a, 
design,  he  is  not  liable  in  regard  to  it  (p.  660). 

The  formation  of  a  company  to  carry  out  commercially 
in  this  connti y  an  electrolytic  alkali  process  has  had  Ihn 
effect  of  icfh  ending  the  market  position  of  United  Alkali 
shares.    We  comment  on  the  subject  on  p.  632. 

The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
has  brought  the  question  of  company  pharmacy  before  th<> 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Conference  on  the  amendment  ot 
company  law  which  has  been  held  in  London  during  this 
week  (p.  671). 

Three  chemists  have  been  prosecuted  at  the  North 
London  Police  Court  respecting  the  sale  of  mercurial  oint- 
ment. The  complications  involved  in  the  defences  were  suffi- 
cient to  confnse  the  Magistrate,  who  took  time  to  consider  Lis 
decision  (p.  655). 

The  Dundee  Sheriff  has  had  to  give  judgment  in  another 
case  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  This  time  chlorodyne  was 
sold  by  an  unregistered  person,  and  the  Sheriff  consideiet 
the  case  a  more  serious  o"°  than  that  which  came  before  him 
in  the  previous  week  (p.  650). 

Mr.  A.  C.  Abraham  has  succeeded  in  finding  some  fresh 
pbarmacopceial  topics  for  criticism  and  suggestion,  and  his 
paper  on  the  subject,  read  before  the  Liverpool  Association, 
wa3  favourably  commented  on  (p.  666).  Plymouth  chemists 
also  put  forward  suggestions  (p.  668). 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  prosecuted  a  mak-r 
of  pine-tar  soap,  at  Margate,  for  not  stamping  it,  seeing 
that  he  recommended  it  for  the  relief  of  certain  diseases. 
The  defendant's  solicitor,  reljing  largely  on  "  Alpe,"  con- 
tended that  a  soap  could  not  be  a  medicament,  and  the 
Magistrates  took  his  view  (p  659). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  appeals  in  the  cases  agairst 
dealers  in  photographic  apparatus  in  Edinburgh  have  beeji 
heard  before  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary.  Judgment  is 
reserved.  The  principal  question  involved  is  the  light  of 
such  dealers  to  sell  poisons  and  to  describe  themselves  as 
technical  or  photographic  chemists  (p.  651). 

The  Northampton  chemist  who  is  being  prosecuted  by  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  on  a  charge  of  mutilating  medicin»  - 
stamps  and  defrauding  the  Government  has  been  committed 
for  trial.  Witnesses  for  the  prosecution  alleged  that  the 
defendant  had  stated  that  he  had  taken  this  advantage 
because  he  had  been  overcharged  for  income-tax  (p.  657). 

Mr  Justice  Stirling  has  given  judgment  ia  the  case 
of  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co  v.  The  Birmingham  Vinegar 
Brewery  Company.  He  holds  that,  although  the  title 
"  Yorkshire  Relish  "  is  not,  and  cannot  be,  a  registered  trade- 
mark, and  is  therefore  open  to  the  world  to  use,  yet  the 
defendants,  in  u-ing  it,  have  not  sufficiently  ohviated  the 
risk  that  customers  in  buying  their  Yorkshire  Relish  may 
not  do  so  in  the  belief  that  they  are  get'ing  that  manufac- 
tured by  t,h<»  plaintiffs,  and  he  grants  an  injunciion  Eccoid- 
ingly  (p  654).

The  Party  to  Sue. 

Mr.  Noith,  a  wholesale  chemist  at  Nottingham,  suDplied 
some  cigars  arid  nitrate  of  soda  to  William  Goodwin,  an 
innkeeper  at  Bingham,  in  April,  1894.  Goodwin  subsequently 
requested  that  the  account  should  be  made  out  against  the 
Glazebrook  Brewery  Company,  and  Mr.  North  did  so.  At  the 
NotliDgham  County  Court  on  October  23  he  sued  Goodwin 
for  the  amount,  but  only  recovered  10s  Qd  ,  which  the  latter 
admitted  was  his  portion  of  the  account. 

Robbing  the  Till. 

At  Hanley  Police  Court  on  October  25,  Ephraim  Barker 
(17)  was  charged  wilh  stealing  4s.  6d.  and  52.  16s.  3d.,  the 
moneys  of  Edward  Samuel  Insull,  chemist,  of  Hanley.  Mr. 
Insull  had  missed  money  for  some  months,  and  the  lad  was 
detected  as  the  thief  by  means  of  marked  money.  He  was 
remanded  some  time  ago,  and  since  then  he  had  made  a 
confession  to  the  police  involving  certain  other  persons  as 
receivers  of  stamps  which  he  had  stolen,  they  knowing  them 
to  have  been  stolen.  In  defence  of  the  other  parties,  it  was 
contended  that  the  detective  officer  had  induced  them  to 
make  certain  statements,  and,  consequently,  according  to  the 
ruling  of  the  High  Court,  the  evidence  could  cot  be  taken. 
The  Magistrates  upheld  this  contention,  and  the  other 
defendants  were  discharged.  Barker  was  fined  51.  and  costs, 
his  employer  saying  he  did  not  wish  to  press  the  case. 

Visit  to  Soap  works. 

About  sixty  students  of  the  Sanitary  Institute  at  the 
Parkes  Institute,  Margaret  Street,  W.,  visited  the  East 
London  Soap-woiks  at  Bow  on  October  23,  and  were 
conducted  over  the  works  by  Mr.  Edward  Kider  Cook,  Mr. 
Henry  Cook,  and  Mr.  Hall,  the  chemist.  The  process  of 
scapmaking  in  all  its  details  was  fully  explained  to  the 
students,  who,  before  leaving,  passed  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
to  tha  gentlemen  who  had  made  their  visit  so  interesting  and 
instructive. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisoning. 

An  elderly  widow  named  Fanny  Lariance,  residing  at 
Willesden,  was  found  dead  in  bed  on  October  23.  A  bottle 
of  carbolic  acid  was  found  on  the  dressing-table.  At  the 
inquest  the  jury  found  that  she  had  committed  suicide  while  of 
unsound  mind,  and  the  Coroner  (Dr.  Gordon  Hogg)  remarked 
that  he  was  constantly  having  cases  of  suicide  with  carbolic 
and  it  was  astonishing  what  quantities  were  taken  —some- 
times as  much  as  }  pint — and  he  strongly  condemned  the 
readiness  with  which  it  could  be  bought  by  children  or 
anyone  from  the  oilman  in  any  sort  of  bottle. 

Brighton  Junior  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

A  music il  and  social  evening  was  held  by  this  Associa- 
tion on  October  23.  There  was  a  large  attendance.  Mr. 
Grindley  (the  President)  was  in  the  chair,  in  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  Mr  W.  H.  Gibson  (President,  Senior  Association), 
who  it  had  bem  announced  would  preside.  The  following 
gentlemei  assisted  : — -Mr.  Biffia,  piano  solo;  Mr.  Price, 
Mr.  T.  F  G.-iudley,  Mr.  A.  E.  Colman,  Mr.  Sharp,  Mr.

Students  of  Nicotina. 

The  young  men  attending  the  North  of  England  School  of 
Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  held  their  second  annual  smoker 
at  the  Crown  Hotel,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  October  23,  Mr.. 
George  F.  Merson,  Principal  of  the  School,  presiding.  The 
toast  of  the  evening,  ''Success  to  the  Students  of  the 
School,"  coupled  with  Mr.  Merson's  name,  was  neatly  pro- 
posed by  Baillie  John  Sharp  (late  of  Musselburgh),  and  most 
heartily  responded  to  by  the  large  company  present. 
Harmony  was  provided  by  the  following  gentlemen  : — Piano,. 
Messrs.  Broadbank,  Scott,  Dickson,  Marshall,  Maxwell  and 
Harry  Park  ;  violin,  Mr.  Swales  (Leeds)  ;  and  songs,  Messrs.

Poor-law  Dispensing. 

At  the  usual  fortnightly  meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the- 
City  of  London  Union,  held  at  61  Bartholomew  Close,  E.C., 
on  October  29,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  approving,  the  appointment  of  a  dispenser  for  the- 
infirmary  at  Bow,  at  a  salary  of  100Z  per  annum,  with 
dinner  and  tea  daily.  The  Workhouse  Committee  also  brought 
up  a  report  upon  a  reference  to  them  as  to  what  steps,  if 
any,  were  necessary  to  be  taken  in  reference  to  the  regula- 
tions for  the  prescription  and  administration  of  medicines 
at  the  Workhouse.  The  committee  reported  that,  a^fter 
inquiry,  they  found  that  "  brandy  mixture"  had  for  some- 
time been  used  by  the  late  nurses  in  a  somewhat  extravagant 
manner,  which  should  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  medical  officer  by  his  dispenser.  The  medical  officer 
informed  the  committee  that  be  had  instituted  a  weekly 
return  of  drugs  used,  and  this  he  carefully  examined  eacb 
week,  so  that  such  irregularity  could  not  occur  again. 

Chemists  at  Football. 
A  match  was  played  at  Liverpool  on  October  28  between 
teams  of  the  employes  of  Messrs.  R.  Sumner  &  Co.  and) 
Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.   The  Evans  team  won  by  eleven 
goals  to  nil. 

Jersey  Items. 

A  Jersey  Operatic  and  Dramatic  Society  has  been  formed, 
the  hon.  secretary  of  which  is  Mr.  H.  C.  L.  Brodhursi, 
manager  of  the  Halkett  Drug  Stores. 

The  Geneva  Cross  Pharmacy  has  just  been  opened  at 
Troopers'  Yard,  St.  Helier,  Jersey,  by  M.  Trotry-Girardiere, 
who  announces  himself  as  late  instructor  of  chemistry  and 
natural  history  in  the  medical  academy  at  Angers.  Speci- 
alities, according  to  the  window- lettering,  are  "  Drugery, 
Herbery,  and  Analys." 

A  house  occupied  by  Mr.  E  S  Dyer,  dentist,  and  Dr.  Geo. 
Duncan,  at  27  Bath  Street,  St.  Helier.  was  last  week  broken, 
into  by  a  burglar,  who  carried  off  2.01.  in  gold  of  Mr.  Dyer's 
and  101.  of  the  doctor's. 

Early  Closing. 
Mrs.  M.  A  Dewar,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  203  Whitecross 
Street.  St.  Luke's  E  C.  (who  since  the  death  of  her  husband 
in  1886  has  successfully  carried  on  th8  business  at  the  above 
address),  announces  that  on  and  after  November  7  her  estab- 
lishment will  be  closed  at  5  o'clock  on  Thursdays. 

A  Chemist's  "Window  Smashed. 
One  of  the  plate-glass  windows  of  Mr.  T.  E.  Pearoe, 
chemist,  Tavistock,  was  smashed  on  Saturday  morning  by  a 
horse  attached  to  an  oil-cart  running  into  it. 

A  Charge  of  Pill-stealing. 
At  Westminster  Police  Court  on  October  26,  John  Berry 
Torr,  a  well-dressed  man  of  42,  who  said  he  was  a  civiJ 
engineer,  of  Wellington  Chambers,  York  Street,  Westminster, 
was  charged  on  a  warrant  with  conspiriDg  fo  steal  a  large 
quantity  of  p'lls,  valued  at  91.  5s.,  the  property  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  Stoies.  The  sworn  information  was  to  the  effect- 
that  the  prisoner,  in  conjunction  with  a  confederate  who  was 
emplojed  in  the  drug  department,  attempted  to  obtain  the- 
pills  by  altering  a  label.    The  trick  was  discovered  and  the 
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confederate  absconded,  bat  prisoner  was  arrested  by  a 
detective.    Prisoner  was  remanded,  bail  being  allowed. 

Happy  When  He  Got  It. 

An  amusing  incident  during  a  cyclists'  parade  held  at 
Sale,  near  Manchester,  lately  was  the  snccessful  attempt  on 
■■the  part  of  a  cross-bred  dog  to  capture  one  of  Spratt's 
biscuits,  suspended  by  a  string  from  the  neck  of  a  rider 
impersonating  the  character  of  a  cat-and-dog's  meat  man. 
No  sooner  had  the  procession  started  than  the  tyke  espied 
the  suspended  biscuit,  and  greedily  eyeing  it  was  not  long 
in  endeavouring,  by  leaping  up  to  the  string,  to  secure  the 
dainty  mouthful.  The  cyclist,  sharing  with  the  onlookers 
the  amusement  the  antics  of  the  dog  caused,  made  no 
attempt  to  beat  him  off,  and  eventually  the  dog's  pertinacity 
was  rewarded,  for  he  at  length  secured  the  biscuit  and  made 
off  with  it. 

How  to  Find  a  Disp3nser. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  Board  of  Guardians  on 
October  29  the  Dispensary  Committee  recommended  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  E.  F.  Coleman,  of  Birmingham,  to  the 
post  of  assistant  dispenser.  Before  the  minutes  were  con- 
firmed a  question  was  raised  as  to  how  the  appointment  had 
been  advertised,  a  reply  being  made  that  it  had  been 
advertised  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  that  there 
had  been  seven  applications.  Mr.  Loverseed  objected 
because  the  appointment  had  not  been  advertised  in  the 
local  papers.  He  thought  it  was  very  unfair,  and  in  his 
opinion  the  committee  had  been  trying  to  rush  the  matter. 
■Subsequently  Mr.  Loverseed  said  he  should  move  an  amend- 
ment that  the  minutes  be  not  passed,  but  was  told  that  it 
was  then  too  late.  He  added  that  all  he  could  say  was 
that  the  matter  had  been  rushed  through  in  a  very  unfair 
manner.  They  had  never  tried  to  get  a  dispenser  from 
Nottingham  yet.  After  Mr.  S.  Cook,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Dispensary  Committee,  explained  that  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  was  by  far  and  away  the  best  medium  for  this 
•class  of  advertisement,  and  that  no  satisfactory  replies  had 
come  through  advertisements  in  the  local  papers,  the  matter 
was  allowed  to  drop. 

Dentists  on  their  Dignity. 

A  meeting  of  the  Midland  branch  of  the  British  Dental 
Association  has  been  held  at  Preston,  and  one  of  the 
•matters  discussed  was  the  "  advertising  dentist."  A  paper 
was  read  in  which  the  writer  expressed  the  opinion  that  it 
was  "  not  possible  to  put  an  end  to  the  advertising  prac- 
titioner." Very  little  results,  he  said,  had  been  the  outcome 
of  the  fifteen  years'  work  of  the  Association,  for  the  adver- 
tising men  were  rapidly  increasing,  and  he  doubted  whether 
the  Association  could  do  anything  to  hinder  them,  for  "the 
public  demanded  cheap  service."  One  of  the  members 
•complained  with  some  bitterness  that  "  advertising  was 
carried  to  a  disgraceful  extent  in  Preston,"  and  another 
■honestly  declared  that  "  the  advertising  man  was  often  a 
better  mechanic  than  the  registered  practitioner."  Another 
allowed  that  some  of  the  advertisers  did  good,  respectable 
work,  and  "  he  did  not  think  that  a  man  was  morally  dis- 
graced by  advertising."  Perhaps,  he  added,  the  best  cure 
for  the  grievance  complained  of  would  be  for  all  the  regis- 
tered men  to  drop  their  dignity,  and  advertise  themselves 
■vigorously  and  unceasingly. 

Peckham  Chemist's  Suicide. 

Mr.  Francis  William  Stanford  (41),  chemist,  of  80  Rose- 
mary Road,  Peckham,  committed  suicide  by  taking  prussic 
acid  on  Monday.  He  had  been  despondent  since  the  death  of 
his  son  two  years  ago. 

Tfo  False  Pretence. 

Mr.  Joseph  Edward  Watson,  formerly  a  traveller  to  Goodall, 
Backhouse  &  Co  ,  Leeds,  who,  as  reported  in  our  issue  of  October 
19,  was  committed  for  trial  from  the  Hull  Police  Court  on  a 
charge  of  havir  g  obtained  100Z.  by  false  pretences  from  Mr. 
N.  8  Dibb,  tea  dealer,  of  Hall,  was  tried  on  October  23,  at 
the  Hull  Sessions,  before  tbe  Recorder.  Mr.  Dibb  said  he  had 
lent  100Z  to  the  defendant  on  the  representation  that  the 
money  was  required  as  a  deposit,  b?  Messrs.  Goodall,  Back- 
house &  Co.  when  they  engaged  Watson,  but  that  he  had 
since  found  that  no  such  deposit  was  demanded.  He  had 
lent  the  defendant  money  previously.    For  the  defence  it 


was  maintained  that  it  was  an  ordinary  loan,  and  as  there 
was  no  evidence  in  support  of  Mr.  Dibb's  allegation,  the 
Recorder  instructed  the  jury  to  return  a  verdict  of  'not 
gailty,'  which  was  done,  and  Watson  was  at  once  dis- 
charged. 

Contracts  for  Scientific  Apparatus. 

Mr.  Herbert  W.  Seeley.  chemist,  Halifax,  has  secured  the 
contract  for  the  supply  of  apparatus  to  the  Halifax  Higher 
Board  School  Physical  Laboratory,  and  another  for  the 
Higher  Grade  School,  Brighouse.

The  Late  Marquis  of  "Waterford. 

The  Marquis  of  Waterford,  whose  suicide  last  week  was  a 
subject  of  so  much  painful  interest,  is  gratefully  remembered 
by  Irish  pharmacists  for  the  whole-hearted  way  in  which, 
five  years  ago,  he  took  up  and  carried  amendments  to  the 
Bill  of  1890,  which  were  recommended  by  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  although  at  the  time  seriously  crippled 
from  the  effects  of  an  accident  while  hunting  five  years 
previously.  The  sufferings  of  the  late  Marquis  were  at 
times  terrible,  and,  it  is  believed,  at  length  undermined  a 
splendid  intellect. 

Eclectic  Drug- contracts. 

The  Enniskillen  Board  of  Guardians  have  agreed  in  future 
to  take  the  cheapest  item  in  the  various  tenders  for  drugs 
and  medicines  sent  in,  instead  of  taking,  as  heretofore,  the 
cheapsst  tender  in  the  aggregate. 

A  Smoking  concert  Arranged. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Chemists'and  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
Association  of  Ireland  have  organised  a  smokiog-concert, 
which  is  to  be  held  in  the  Bijou  Theatre  on  November  8. 
A  programme  with  twenty-four  artists  has  been  arranged, 
and  tickets  are  being  sold  at  Is  each.  The  committee 
expect  to  have  600  visitors,  and  to  gain  a  substantial 
balance. 

Cheaper  than  Pasteur.

His  offer  has  not  been  accepted. 

Mr.  Holmes  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  correspondence  which  has 
passed  between  Mr.  J.  T.  Holm's  aid  'he  Cas'.le,  relative  to 
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the  ruling  of  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
depriving  Mr.  Holmes  of  his  vote : — 

21  Temple  Street,  Dublin, 

October  21,  1895. 
Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  what  I 
consider  an  illegal  ruling  by  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  at  the  annual  meeting  held  at 
the  Society's  house,  Lower  Mount  Street.

At  the 
annual  meeting  held  on  Monday,  October  7,  I  was  not  given 
a  voting-paper  for  members  of  Council,  and  on  enteriog  a 
protest  the  President  ruled  that  I  am  not  entitled  to  vote, 
not  haviug  paid  my  subscription. 

I  protested  against  this  rnliDg,  inasmuch  as  I  am  a 
member  for  life,  my  name  beiDg  mentioned  as  such  in  the 
Irish  Pharmacy  Act  of  1875  I  shall  be  obliged  if  you  will 
let  me  know  if  the  President's  ruling  is  in  accordance  with 
the  law.  I  may  add  that  I  have  been  voting  for  members 
of  Council  for  the  past  twenty  years.

(From,  our  Paris  Correspondent.') 


The  Paris  Bacteriological  Laboratory. — At  a 
meetiDg  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council  a  few  days  ago  M 
Dubois  proposed  that  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  of  the 
city  should  undertake  researches,  analyses,  and  diagnoses 
which  may  be  asked  for  by  doctors  practising  in  Paris  and  the 
Seine  Department  in  regard  to  those  contagious  maladies  of 
which  the  germs  are  scientifically  known.  He  further 
proposed  that  no  child  recovering  from  diphtheiia  should  be 
allowed  to  return  to  school  without  first  having  obtained  a 
certificate  from  the  laboratory  to  the  effect  that  all  danger 
of  contagion  had  disappeared.  The  two  proposals  were 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Council. 

The  Destruction  op  Pests  — During  the  present  month 
Dr.  Danysz,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  has  made  some  interest- 
ing experiments  in  the  Pas-de-Calais  with  a  view  to  ridding 
that  department  of  the  pests  in  the  form  of  rats,  field  mice, 
&c,  which  have  proved  most  destructive  to  agriculture.  The 
Danysz  process  consists  in  filling  the  holes  of  the  destructive 
vermin  with  grain  and  bread  impregnated  with  a  special 
virus.  Thi3  destroys  them  by  bringing  on  typhus,  which 
spreads  with  great  rapidity,  as  the  animals  are  in  the  habit  of 
devouring  those  of  their  fellows  that  die.  The  first  experi- 
ments in  this  connection  have  given  such  satisfactory  results 
that  a  number  of  districts  have  voted  subventions  for  the  use 
of  the  Danysz  process.  Dr.  Danysz  is  at  present  in  the  Pas 
de- Calais,  where  he  delivers  lectures  daily  in  the  contaminated 
villages. 

Supposed  Dispensing  Error.— Mme.  G  ,  residing  in  the 
Rue  de  la  Koquette,  Paris,  sent  her  daughter  aged  tea  years, 
last  Sunday,  to  a  pharmacy  in  the  same  street  for  two  cachets 
of  antipyiin.  The  child  brought  back  a  bottle  of  liquid 
which  the  mother  took  to  be  the  drug  in  solution  ;  she  took 
a  dose  and  became  unconscious,  and  her  condition  remains 
most  precarious.  An  inquiry  has  been  instigated  by  the 
Police  Comcoisia'y,  who  believes  that  the  pharmacist  is  at 
ault.    Hs  certaicl/  placed  himself  in  the  wrong  by  failing 


to  attach  a  label  to  the  bottle  in  question.  This  has  led 
him  to  adopt  the  defence  that  the  medicament  was  not 
supplied  from  his  pharmacy,  but  the  fact  that  he  supplied 
the  victim's  husband  with  an  antidote  seems  to  be  against 
him.  The  remaining  contents  of  the  bottle  have  been  sent 
to  the  municipal  laboratory  for  analysis. 

Neglected  Chemists. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Sciences  this  week  there  was  a  good  deal  of 
conversation  amongst  the  members,  and  some  bitter  com- 
plaint, as  to  the  way  the  invitations  to  the  Centenary  fetes 
had  been  distributed.  M.  Grimaux,  the  eminent  professor 
of  chemistry  at  the  Ecole  Polytechnique,  was  understood  to 
say  that  he  had  received  no  invitation  to  the  pala  perform- 
ance at  the  Theatre  Francais.  Another  chemist,  Professor 
Gauthier,  was  likewise  overlooked,  but  took  steps  to  procure 
a  ticket  at  the  last  moment.  Many  members  also  complained 
that  their  families  had  not  been  given  good  places,  whereas 
strangers  to  the  Institute  were  well  accommodated.  The 
cause  of  the  trouble  seems  to  be  that  there  were  a  number 
of  gentlemen  on  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Centenary 
fetes  who,  though  they  have  very  high  attainments,  are 
perhaps  a  little  too  advanced  in  age  to  carry  out  successfully 
the  functions  devolving  on  them,  with  the  result  that  the 
work  was  done  by  employes. 

The  Centenary  Fetes  of  the  French  Institute 
have  passed  off  in  Paris  with  much  brilliancy.  The  functions- 
connected  with  it  have  been  both  numerous  and  varied. 
They  included  a  special  performance  at  the  Theatre-Francais, 
a  reception  by  the  Due  d'Aumale  at  Chateau  de  Chantilly, 
which  he  has  presented  to  the  Institute,  a  reception  by  the 
President  of  the  Kepublic  at  the  Elysee,  &c.  The  principal 
ceremony  was  a  meeting  at  the  Sorbonne  on  Thursday  of 
last  week,  at  which  the  President  of  the  Republic,  M.  Felix 
Faure,  and  the  leading  foreign  ambassadors,  including  the 
Marquis  of  Dafferin,  were  present.  Speeches  were  made  by 
M.  Ambroise  Thomas,  the  President  of  the  Institute  for  the 
year,  and  also  by  M.  Jules  Simon,  perpetual  Secretary  of  the 
Academy  of  Moral  and  Political  Sciences,  who  traced  the 
history  of  the  Institute  in  a  very  interesting  discourse. 
M.  Poincare  likewise  spoke.  At  the  banquet  which  took 
place  in  connection  with  the  fetes,  Lord  Kelvin,  as  one  of 
the  English  delegates,  mentioned  that  he  owed  a  great  deal 
to  the  teaching  of  French  scientists,  such  as  Laplace,  Biot, 
Regnault,  &c.  He  also  referred  to  the  great  debt  science  in 
general  owes  "  to  the  genius  of  French  savants  of  the  nine-, 
teenth  centnry."  M.  Sally  Prudhomme's  verses,  recited  at 
the  Comedie  FraDcaise,  were  warmly  applauded,  especially 
when,  speaking  of  infinitely  small  things,  he  says: — "It 
required  a  Pasteur  to  perceive  them." 

The  Pasteur  Institute. — In  view  of  the  interest  at 
present  aroused  in  connection  with  this  Institute,  it  is, 
perhaps,  worth  while  recalling  briefly  its  organisation.  The 
Pasteur  Institute  is  constituted  as  a  commercial  society 
(societ6  civile) ;  but,  having  been  recognised  as  of  public 
utility,  it  is  submitted  to  State  control,  and  is  placed  under 
the  Ministry  of  the  Interior.  The  assemblies  are  composed 
of  persons  who  have  taken  part  in  its  foundation,  and  cor- 
respond to  shareholders'  meetings.  These  name  the  com- 
mittee of  management,  pass  the  accounts,  and  transact  other 
business.  The  budget  is  composed  as  follows  : — (1)  The 
revenue  on  the  balance  of  the  public  subscriptions,  amounting 
in  round  figures  to  l,200,000fr.  (48.000Z ),  which  is  invested 
in  State  securities.  The  total  amount  of  the  subscriptions 
amounted  to  nearly  three  million  francs,  but  two-thirds  of  the 
sum  have  been  absorbed  by  the  purchase  of  land,  and  erect- 
ing the  buildings  in  the  Rue  Dutot;  (2)  An  allowance  of 
20  OOOf.  to  30,000f.  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  ser- 
vices rendered  by  the  Institute  ;  (3)  An  allowance  by  the 
Ministry  of  Public  Instruction,  which  pays  the  emolumsnts 
of  members  who  were  formerly  connected  with  the  "  Ecole 
des  Hautes  Etudes";  (4)  Profit  on  vaccines  for  charbon, 
sold  at  low  rates  to  veterinary  surgeons  and  abandoned  to 
the  Institute  by  M.  Pasteur  and  also  by  MM.  Roux  and 
Chamberland ;  the  receipts  in  this  connection  are'about  20.000f, 
per  annum ;  (5)  Fees  paid  by  students  who  attend  the  lec- 
tures at  the  Institute.  Dr.  Roux's  anti- diphtheric  service 
constitutes  an  annexe  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  but  has  a 
separate -budget.  It  is  established  atGarches,  on  the  property 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  M.  Pasteur  by  the  Slate  for  the 
study  of  rabies.  Dr.  Roux's  laboratory  i3  under  the  supervision 
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of  the  Pasteur  Institute  and  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 
When  requested  by  the  latter  the  serum  is  distributed 
gratuitously  to  the  army  and  navy,  as  well  as  to  the  hos- 
pitals, &c,  in  France  and  the  colonies.  The  income  of  this 
service  for  the  current  year  is  80,000f.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  for  sale  to  the  public  the  serum  comes  under  the 
control  of  the  French  pharmacy  law,  and  is  sold  by  phar- 
macists at  3f.  per  bottle.  Any  proSt  resulting  from  the  sale 
is  to  be  used  in  perfecting  the  service.  The  Institute  com- 
prises several  sections,  the  most  important  of  which  is  that 
for  inoculation.  Lectures  are  given  by  MM.  Roux  and 
Metchnikof,  whose  pupils  are  at  liberty  to  take  up  practical 
work  in  the  laboratories  or  not,  as  they  think  fit.  Experi- 
mental laboratories  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  certain 
chemists,  whose  researches  are  published  in  the  "  Annales 
de  l'lnstitut  Pasteur."  The  heads  of  the  various  services 
are  as  follows : — (1)  Biological  chemistry,  M.  Duclaux,  the 
new  director,  who  is  also  professor  at  the  Faculty  of 
Sciences ;  (2)  Rabies,  M.  Graucher,  assisted  by  MM.  Charrin 
and  Chantemasse  ;  (3)  Hygienic  microbia,  vaccinations,  and 
practical  applications,  M.  Chamberland ;  (4)  Morphological 
microbia,  M.  Metchnikof;  (5)  Technical  microbia,  Dr.  Roax; 
and  in  addition  M.  Nocard,  professor  at  the  Alfort  School, 
has  charge  of  a  veterinary  service.  The  Institute  will  be 
carried  on,  in  spite  of  Pasteur's  death,  in  the  same  way  as  it 
has  always  been  since  its  inauguration  in  188S. 


foreign  ano  Colonial  IRem 


A  large  warehouse  of  the  firm  of  J.  J.  Hass,  druggists 
and  dealers  in  dye-stuffs  at  Frankfort-on-Maine,  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  October  6.  The  total  amount  of  damage 
is  said  to  be  between  3,000m.  and  4,000m.,  of  which  only 
70m.  are  covered  by  insurance.  It  is  supposed  that  the  fire 
had  its  origin  in  the  spontaneous  combustion  of  a  parcel  of 
seed  which  had  been  stored  in  a  damp  condition. 

Bacteriological  Studies  for  Belgian  Pharma- 
cists— In  a  recent  siding  of  the  Belgian  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  Pharmacien  Gillieaux,  a  member,  proposed  the 
enactment  of  a  compulsory  course  of  bacteriological  study 
for  pharmacists.  He  was  supported  by  several  medical  men 
among  the  Deputies,  and  the  Minister  concerned  promised  to 
make  inquiries  and  eventually  to  bring  in  a  Bill  on  the 
subject. 

Foreign  Pharmacists  in  Belgium. — With  the  express 
sanction  of  the  Belgian  Government,  a  non-Belgian  subject, 
qualified  in  his  own  country,  has  recently  opened  a  pharmacy 
at  Antwerp.  This  is  the  second  alien  who  has  been  thus 
favoured,  to  the  great  disgust  of  the  native  chemists,  who 
point  out  that  there  are  plenty  of  their  own  body  compe- 
tent to  fill  the  requirements  of  foreign  visitors  in  the  matter 
of  pharmacy. 

Help  ior  the  Wounded  in  Cuba.— The  local  committee 
of  the  Red  Cross  in  Barcelona  appeals  for  contributions  of 
goods  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  wounded  soldiers  in 
Cuba,  and  indicates  that  the  following  would  be  most 
welcome : — Carbolised  cotton,  carbolised  gauze,  iodoform, 
catgut,  quinine,  and  medicinal  and  other  wines.  It  is 
requested  that  lint  be  not  sent,  as  it  is  now  no  longer  used  in 
medical  practice. 

A  New  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  at  Berlin 
University.— Up  to  the  present  the  University  of  Berlin 
has  been  somewhat  deficient  in  facilities  for  the  study  of  prac- 
tical pharmacy.  This  want  has  just  been  partly  removed  by 
the  opening  of  the  special  pharmaceutical  laboratory,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Thom9.  The  laboratory  consists  of  a 
portion  of  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the  Agronomic  High 
School,  which  has  been  set  apart  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Prassian  Ministry  of  Education. 

To  South  African  Shippers. — A  correspondent  of  the 
Johannesburg  Star  complains  about  the  arbitrary  mode  of 
classifying  goods  resorted  to  by  the  Netherlands  Railway 
Company,  who  exploit  the  Dalagoa  Bay  line  to  the  Transvaal. 
He  recently  reoeived  about  4  tons  of  chemical  manures  (sul- 
phate of  ammonia,  nitrate  of  sola,  concentrated  phosphates, 
&c  )  from  Dalagca  Bay,  upon  which  he  was  charged  14Z.  lis. 
freight,  whereas  at  the  rate  for  "  manure  "  the  charge  ought 
to  have  been  Ql  13s.    The  explanation  is  that  the  railway 


classified  the  goods  as  "pharmacists'  wares  "  (Apoikekers- 
waaren),  and  the  Transvaal  Government  aided  and  abetted  the 
railway- bloodsuckers  by  insisting  upon  having  the  goods 
passed  through  the  Customs  under  the  same  denomination 
and  charging  2Z.  9s.  6d.  duty.  The  expenses  on  the  ship- 
ment from  Delagoa  Bay  to  Johannesburg  were  four  timea  as 
heavy  as  those  from  Germany  to  Delagoa  Bay. 

Peculiar  Datura-poisoning  Case  in  India.  — 
Elevjn  persons  in  an  Indian  village  were  taken  ill  with 
datura-poisoning  last  January,  but  recovered  upon  prompt 
treatment  at  the  dispensary  at  Borsad.  A  man  was  arrested 
on  the  charge  of  having  administered  the  poison,  and  con- 
fessed his  guilt.  His  motive  for  the  crime  was  that,  living 
upon  terms  of  enmity  with  his  elder  brother,  he  had  decided 
to  make  him  mad,  but  being  uncertain  of  the  effects  of 
datura  he  needed  someone  to  experiment  upon,  and  had 
selected  the  eleven  victims  for  that  purpose.  The  man  was* 
sentenced  to  five  years'  "  rigorous  imprisonment." 

Pharmacy  in  Italy. — The  three  principal  foreign 
pharmacies  in  Naples,  says  a  writer  on  the  conditions  of 
pharmacy  in  Italy  in  the  Rundschau ■■,  are  Kernot's  Pharmacy, 
the  Farmacia  Anglo-Americana,  and  the  Farmacia  lnter- 
nacionale.  Mr.  Kernot's  is  situated  jast  opposite  the  Royal 
Palace,  and  claims  to  be  the  oldest  English  pharmacy  in  the 
whole  of  Italy.  It  was  founded  by  the  father  of  the  pre- 
sent proprietor  at  the  beginning  of  this  century,  and  has  a. 
very  high  reputation,  not  only  among  visitors,  but  also  among 
the  Neapolitans  themselves,  for  its  high-class  dispensing,  and 
especially  for  the  purity  of  its  English  quinine,  the  latter 
article,  by  the  way,  always  finding  a  ready  sale  at  high* 
prices.  Kernot's  is  a  very  elegantly-equipped  pharmacy,  and1 
is  only  equalled  in  this  respect  by  the  Pharmacie  Inter- 
n  icionale in  the  Via  CaUabritto,  which  is  fitted  in  such  a  lavis  i 
and  artistic  style  that  it  is  supposed  to  be  the  finest  of  its 
kind  in  the  whole  of  Europe.  The  proprietor  of  the 
Farmacia  Internacionale  is  M  Luigi  d'Emilio,  the  head  of 
the  dispensing  department  being  a  Danish  gentleman.  The 
Farmacia  Anglo- Americana,  although  it  cannot  compare- 
with  the  two  first-named  in  respect  of  beauty  and  appear- 
ance, has,  nevertheless,  a' very  excellent  reputation.  This  phar- 
macy occupies  three  shops,  attached  to  which  are  extensive 
laboratories.  Its  proprietor  is  a  German,  M.  Durst,  who  has 
practised  pharmacy  not  only  in  his  native  country  and  in 
Italy,  but  also  in  France  and  in  EDgland.  He  possesses 
both  the  German  and  Italian  diplomas.  M.  Durst  speaks 
fluently  no  fewer  than  six  languages.  Many  of  the  phar- 
macies on  the  Italian  Riviera  and  in  North  Ita'ian  towns,  as 
well  as  in  Rome,  have  one  or  more  English  assistants,  but 
although  Britishers  and  Americans  only  form  the  chief  por- 
tion of  the  foriegn  customers  of  these  pharmacists,  the  Ger- 
man and  Austrian  contingent  of  chemists'  assistants,  never- 
theless, becomes  more  numerous  year  by  year.  In  many 
places  where  only  one  foreign  assistant  is  kept  a  German 
possessing  a  knowledge  of  French  and  English,  or  even  a 
superficial  knowledge  of  English  pharmacy,  is  often  preferred 
to  an  Englishman,  especially  as  the  latter  is  generally  not 
a  linguist.  In  all  Italian  cities  there  are  large  colonies  of 
German  or  German-Swiss,  mostly  proprietors  of  hotels  or  of 
factories  and  shops ;  consequently,  a  knowledge  of  the  German 
language  is  much  more  valuable  to  the  foreigner  in  Italy 
than  a  knowledge  of  French.  The  last-named  language 
especially  is  of  very  little  use  in  Southern  Italy,  although  in. 
the  North  it  is  heard  almost  daily — in  fact,  in  a  place  such' 
as  Naples  an  Englishman  with  a  knowledge  of  French  hag 
only  a  very  slight  advantage  over  an  Englishman  who  does  net: 
know  French.  The  conditions  for  qualified  assistants  are,  as- 
a  rule,  from  200  to  250  lire  (81.  to  10^.)  per  month,  outdoors.. 
This  is  for  the  first  season,  but  if  the  assistant  returns  to  the 
same  place  in  successive  seasons  his  salary  is  almost  always 
raised,  and  his  travelling  expenses  are  paid  both  way  s.  As  a 
mle  the  engagement  lasts  from  November  1  until  the  end  of 
April,  with  a  stipulation  that  it  will  be  prolonged  for  one  cr 
two  months  in  case  the  season  should  be  late.  The  hours 
are  very  long— viz.,  from  8  a  m  to  10  p.m.  and  from  8  A  M  to 
7  pm.  on  alternate  days,  with  one  and  a  half  hour's  break  for 
each  of  the  two  meals,  and  every  alternate  Sunday  free. 
Between  Christmas  and  Easter  there  is  hardly  any  spare 
time  in  the  shop.  Although  those  conditions  seem  rather 
hard,  it  is,  nevertheless,  a  valuable  experience  for  a  man  to- 
pass  one  or  two  seasons  in  Italy,  apart  from  the  pleasure  cl 
wintering  in  the  sunny  south. 
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THE  PHARMACY  ACT. 

Another  Action  before  the  Dundee  Sheriff. 

On  Friday  last,  October  25,  before  Sheriff  Campbell  Smith, 
in  the  Dundee  Sheriffs'  Court,  James  Finlayson,  grocer, 
Arbroath,  was  charged  with  contravening  the  Pharmacy  Act 
by  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing  and  dispensing  or 
■compounding  of  poisons,  and  by  selling  a  quantity  of 
morphine  which  formed  an  ingredient  in  a  quantity  of 
"  Budder's  compound  balsam  of  horehound  and  coltsfoot," 
and  also  by  selling  a  quantity  of  morphine  and  a  quantity  of 
chloroform,  which  formed  ingredients  in  a  quantity  of 
"  Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne."  Mr.  J.  M.  Hendry  con- 
ducted the  prosecution  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Accused  pleaded  guilty,  remarking 
that  this  was  a  case  somewhat  similar  to  what  appeared 
before  the  Court  on  October  23.  He  knew  nothing  at  all 
about  the  contents  of  the  bottles.  The  outside  wrappers 
were  sealed.  He  bought  them  sealed  and  he  sold  them 
sealed.  There  was  no  mark  of  poison  on  them.  If  he  had 
broken  the  law,  he  hoped  the  Court  would  be  lenient  with 
him,  and  deal  with  him  as  the  case  on  Wednesday  was 
disposed  of.  . 

The  Sheriff  asked  if  there  was  any  law  on  the  subject  of 
guilt  without  knowledge. 

Mr.  Hendry :  There  is  no  case  as  far  as  I  know.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  brought  under  Mr. 
Finlayson's  notice  the  fact  that  he  was  selling  these  medicines. 
The  proceedings  would  not  have  been  taken  if  Mr.  Finlayson 
•had  not  persisted  in  selling  the  medicines. 

Accused  :  I  beg  your  pardon  ;  I  got  no  notice. 

The  Sheriff :  You  ought  to  have  a  good  idea  that  chlorodyne 
is  a  dangerous  kind  of  drug.  Has  anybody  in  Arbroath  or 
anywhere  else  been  poisoned  by  balsam  of  horehound  ? 

Mr.  Hendry  :  Not  that  I  am  aware  of.  Proceeding,  he  said 
the  case  differed  from  the  case  against  Stewart  in  respect 
that  Mr.  Finlayson  was  the  manager  or  owner  of  the  shop. 
He  was  charged  with  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing, 
dispensing,  or  compounding  of  poisons,  as  well  as  selling 
tpoisons. 

The  Sheriff  asked  if  the  preparation  was  dangerous. 

Mr.  Hendry :  It  contains  ten  times  more  morphine  than 
Powell's  balsam  of  aniseed. 

The  Sheriff  said  he  did  not  know  whether  a  man  was 
■  bound  to  know  what  were  the  contents  of  that  which  he  sold, 
and  it  seem  Ed  to  him  the  Act  of  Parliament  was  quite 
insufficient  for  its  purpose,  assuming  it  to  have  any  purpose 
except  to  protect  apothecaries,  unless  it  prevented  manu- 
facturers of  the  ingredients  from  selling  them  to  grocers  and 
other  people  who  had  no  licence  to  sell  them  again. 

,  Mr.  Hendry.,  said  the  manufacturer  was  prosecuted  for 
selling  the  article  without  declaring  it  was  poison.  After 
that  he  had  to  put  labels  on  all  the  bottles  he  sold  declaring 
that  the  preparation,  among  other  ingredients,  contained  a 
small  amount  of  morphine.  He  did  not  think  there  could  be 
any  defence  or  any  justification  for  limiting  the  penalty  in 
the  case  before  the  Court,  especially  if  his  information  was 
correct  that  Mr.  Finlayson  had  been  previously  warned. 

The  Sheriff :  Has  the  chlorodyne  killed  anybody  ? 

Mr.  Hendry  :  I  do  not  suppose  it  has. 

Accused,  in  answer  to  the  Sheriff,  said  he  bought  the  hore- 
hound for  9^/.,  and  sold  it  at  lOd.  Patent  medicines  were 
aardly  worth  keeping.  They  had  to  pay  5s.  for  a  licence  to 
sell  them. 

The  Sheriff  said  this  was  a  more  serious  case  than  the  one 
that  was  brought  before  the  Court  on  Wednesday,  for 
that  was  the  prosecution  of  a  boy  for  selling  an  article 
•  belonging  to  his  master  regarding  which  he  knew  nothing, 
and  regarding  which  very  little  was  known.  He,  for  his  pare, 
did  not  know  that  any  human  being  was  ever  poisoned  with 
balsam  of  aniseed,  or  that  it  was  a  likely  agent  to  be  resorted 
to  by  anyone  wanting  to  poison  himself  or  herself,  or  to 
poison  any  other  parson.  He  thought  still  that  to  state  that 
opium  was  a  poisoo,  to  state  that  it  was  an  ingredient  in  a 
certain  thing,  was  to  say  very  little  about  it.  The  ca  =e  on 
'Wednesday  was  one  of  the  most  paltry  he  had  seen,  but  this 
■one  was  of  a  more  serious  character.    Chlorodyne,  it  was  a 


matter  of  common  knowledge,  was  an  agent  that  might  be 
used  with  poisonous  results.  The  purpose  of  the  Act,  he 
apprehended,  was  in  the  first  instance  to  apprise  grocers  and 
unlicensed  persons  of  the  risks  they  ran  in  selling  poisons, 
and  in  the  second  place  to  put  down  the  sale  of  them  in  the 
interests  of  the  profession  of  apothecaries — those  who  had  a 
right  to  deal  in  them  under  the  Act,  and  who  were  supposed 
to  have  skill  in  them.  He  hoped  their  skill  was  a  little  more 
accuiate  in  some  things  than  the  representations  he  had 
heard  on  Wednesday  about  the  analogy  of  opium  to  alcohol 
in  malt,  showing  an  amount  of  ignorance  which  he  was 
surprised  to  hear  put  into  the  instructions  of  the  represen- 
tative of  aDy  learned  body.  It  was  quite  right  for  the 
apothecaries  to  protect  their  trade  by  all  reasonable  and 
proper  means,  but  it  was  rather  an  abuse  of  the  system  when 
it  led  to  the  prosecution  of  boys  and  respectable  people  for 
doing  some  wrong  whereof  they  were  not  told  anything.  The 
sentence  would  be  5s.  of  a  fine  and  1Z.  Is.  of  expenses. 


The  Appeal  Case  in  Edinburgh. 

On  October  26,  in  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary,  the  Lord 
Justice  Clerk,  Lord  Young,  and  Lord  Trayner  heard  an 
appeal  from  a  decision  given  in  the  Sheriff  Court  of  Mid- 
lothian in  two  prosecutions  at  the  instance  of  Richard 
Bremridge,  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  by  authority 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  John  M. 
Turnbull,  6  Rose  Street,  Edinburgh,  and  Wm.  Hume, 
1  Lothian  Street,  Edinburgh,  were  each  charged  with 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  compounding,  and 
dispensing  of  poisons,  they  not  being  registered  chemists, 
and  also  with  exhibiting  the  name  or  title  of  "  chemist "  above 
their  door  and  in  the  catalogues  which  they  issued  to  the 
public.  The  Sheriff  assoilzied  Turnbull  from  both  charges  ; 
Hume  was  convicted  on  the  first  charge  and  fined  Is.,  with 
21.  2s.  of  expenses,  and  assoilzied  from  the  second  charge. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  appealed  against  these  decisions. 
There  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Mr.  Salvesen 
and  Mr.  T.  B.  Moiison,  instructed  by  Mr.  Peter  Morison, 
S.S.C.;  for  Mr.  J.  M.  Turnbull,  Mr.  A.  J.  Young  and  Mr. 
Trotter,  instructed  by  Cuthbert  &  Marchbank,  S  S.C. ;  and 
for  Hume,  Mr.  Dundas,  instructed  by  F.  J.  Martin,  W.S. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Morison,  taking  the  case  of  Hume  first,  said  the 
facts  in  this  appeal  were  in  very  small  compass.  Hume  was 
not  a  qualified  chemist ;  he  described  himself  as  a  scientific- 
instrument  maker.  There  were  two  charges  against  him — 
one  that  he  kept  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  the 
other  that  he  adopted  as  his  title  the  word  "chemist."  The 
Sheriff  convicted  him  of  the  first  charge,  bat  refused  to 
convict  on  the  other.  The  question  at  law  was  "  Did  the 
respondent  by  designing  himself  as  a  scientific-instrument 
maker  and  technical  chemist  infringe  sections  1  and  15  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868 1 "  The  Sheriff  was  of  opinion, 
having  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  word  "  chemist" 
was  qualified  in  the  circular  complained  of,  and  to  what  he 
thought  a  sound  construction  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
that  the  respondent  had  not  contravened  sections  1  and  15 
thereof  by  publishing  the  circular.  The  Act  passed  in  1868 
was  cited  as  for  the  protection  of  the  public  in  two  respects 
— to  secure  to  the  public  that  they  should  have  their  drugs 
properly  dispensed,  and  to  secure  that  no  person  except 
persons  qualified  under  the  Act  should  adopt  the  name  or 
1  itle  of  "  chemist."  Having  quoted  the  preamble  and  the  1st, 
3rd,  and  15th  sections  of  the  Act,  he  said  the  question  was 
whether  by  issuing  this  circular  this  man  Hume  "  took,  used, 
or  exhibited"  the  name  or  title  "chemist,"  and  whether  his 
using  the  title  "  technical  chemist "  excluded  him  from  the 
Act.  The  15th  section  of  the  Act  provided  that  no 
unqualified  person  could  take,  use,  or  exhibit  the  name  or 
title  "chemist."  There  was  no  qualification  to  that,  and  for 
any  person  to  say  that  a  limitation  of  the  word  "  chemist " 
would  evade  the  section  would  be  to  read  into  the  section 
a  meaning  which  it  did  not  bear. 

Loid  Trayner  :  The  respondent  used  the  word  as  a  chemist 
in  the  technical  sense. 
Mr.  Morison :  Yep. 

Lord  Trayner :  I  think  that  is  rather  a  severe  construction. 

Mr.  Morison :  If  he  had  been  a  wholesale  dealer  he  would 
have  been  outside  the  statute  under  section  16. 

Lord  Trayner :  If  he  advertised  himself  as  a  manu- 
facturing chemist  would  that  bring  him  under  the  section  1 
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Mr.  Moiison:  Not  necessarily.  It  would  depend  on  the 
business  in  connection  with  which  the  title  was  used. 
Chemical-manufacturers  were  not  struck  at  in  the  Act. 

Lord  Trayner :  Chamical-manufacturers  woald  nob  be 
against  the  Act,  but  manufacturing  chemists  would  be? 

Mr.  Morison  :  If  it  was  used  in  connection  with  a  whole- 
sale business  under  section  16  it  would  not.  The  word 
"  chemist"  by  itself  under  the  Act  had  a  technical  meaning, 
as  meaning  a  person  who  was  qualified  under  the  Act.  The 
safety  of  the  public  was  this — that  wherever  the  public  saw 
the  word  "  chemist"  put  up  in  connection  with  a  business  or 
exhibited  as  a  title,  they  knew  that  the  person  who  did  so 
had  a  qualification.  That  was  not  uncommon  among  other 
professions — doctors,  dentists,  or  law  agents — and  there  were 
cases  ia  the  Veterinary  Act  on  all  fours  with  the  present 
one.  He  thought  the  meaning  of  this  section  was  that  there 
was  a  universal  prohibition  against  the  use  of  the  word 
"chemist"  in  connection  with  a  retail  business.  There  had 
been  no  cases  like  the  present  in  Scotland,  but  there  had 
been  a  number  mostly  in  the  County  Courts  in  England. 
He  could  give  their  Lordships  names  of  infringements  which 
had  b2en  penalised  in  England.  "Esport  and  shipping 
chemist"  was  held  to  be  an  infringement.  '•  ALa'yiical 
chemist '"  

Lord  YouDg  :  Held  by  whom  ? 

Mr.  Morison  :  By  Mr.  Hughes. 

Lord  YouDg  :  That  is  no  authority. 

Mr.  Morison  said  there  was  one  case  in  the  High  Court. 

Lord  Trayner  :  An  analytical  chemist  dispenses  noihiDg, 
but  simply  analyses  chemicals. 

Mr  Morison  :  I  think  the  proper  term  there  is  chemical 
analyst.  But  analytical  chemist  has  been  penalised,  also 
botanic  chemist.  These  were  illustrations,  and  he  wished  to 
point  out  that  if  one  qualification  of  the  word '  chemist'' 
would  do,  so  would  another.  Any  adjective  they  liked  to 
put  before  the  word  would  qualify  it. 

Lord  Young :  The  legal  question  is  brought  before  U3 
here,  and  we  must  of  course  consider  and  determine  it ;  but 
I  would  like  to  know  what  was  tha  explanation  of  this  pro- 
secution. No  harm  had  apparently  been  done,  anion  the 
other  side  wha1-,  harm  would  it  do  to  exhibit  this  title  ?  Had 
any  harm  occurred  to  the  knowledge  of  those  who  directed 
this  prosecution  in  connection  with  this  particular  shop? 

Mr.  Morison  said  there  was  a  regular  poison-book  kept  in 
connection  with  the  business. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  :  He  was  quite  within  his  right  in 
keeping  a  poison-book,  and  in  selling  such  poisons  only  to 
people  whom  he  knows. 

Lord  Young  :  He  cannot  do  that.  He  bad  no  qualification 
as  a  chemist  at  all.    He  cannot  sell  any  poison  in  his  shop. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  :  That  is  what  I  wanted  to  know. 

Lord  Young:  He  was  convicted  of  having  sold  something 
of  a  poisonous  nature.    He  assents  to  that? 

Mr.  Moiison  ;  Yes,  my  Lord. 

Lord  Young  :  Who  was  it  sold  to  1 

Mr.  Dundas  :  An  officer  of  the  Society  went  in. 

Lord  Young  :  A  detective  went  in  for  a  catch  1 

Mr.  Morison  :  He  m  untained  his  right  to  sell  poisons. 

Lord  Young :  In  both  cases  it  was  a  man  employed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  who  bought  the  poisons.  It  is  a 
matter  of  business  with  them. 

Mr.  Morison :  They  have  to  employ  people  to  make  the 
purchases. 

The  Lord  Justice  Cleik  :  How  must  a  man  proceed  who 
wants  to  sell  poisons  ?  He  must  have  a  qualified  chemist  on 
his  premises  ? 

Mr.  Morison :  Yes.  This  man  has  a  considerable  trade 
in  poisons.    He  has  a  poisons-book. 

'J  ha  Lord  Justice  Clerk:  An  open  honest  trade.  He 
believes  he  has  a  right  to  do  it. 

Lord  Young:  He  has  stopped  doiDg  what  he  admits  he 
was  rightly  fined  for  doing. 

Mr.  Dundas  :  He  assents  to  the  conviction  and  has  stopped 
doing  it. 

Mr.  Morison  (continuTng)  a^gue!  that  the  use  of  the  title 
"chemist"  in  a  case  like  this  became  a  most  dangerous 
thing,  because  the  pub'io  went  to  such  a  person  whea  they 
wanted  poisons  for  an  improper  piroose,  and  they  got  them 
without  the  provision  in  section  17  regarding  the  labelling 
and  writing  the  name  on  the  back,  and  it  was  imp:ssib!e  to 
trace  from  such  a  s'~op  a  person  who  got  poison  to  abuse  it. 


Lord  Young:  How  did  they  sell  tne  poison  on  tni* 
occasion  ? 

Mr.  Morison  :  The  poison  was  sold  to  an  unknown  person. 
The  assistant  who  sold  it  did  not  know  the  person  who  asked 
for  it. 

Lord  Young:  The  person  to  whom  he  sold  the  poison  was 
a  photographer. 
Mr.  Morison  :  No. 

Mr.  Dundas:  Io  was  somethirg  supposed  to  be  useful  for 
cleaning  silver  plate. 
Lord  Young  :  Oh  ! 

Mr,  Morison  read  the  regulations  for  selling  poison 
provided  by  section  17  of  the  Act,  and  said  an  unqualified 
person  under  the  Act  knew  nothing  about  these  regulations, 
and  that  was  hotv  the  protection  of  the  public  was  kept 
There  was,  he  submitted,  a  sound  reason  for  tbe  Legislature 
requiring  that  no  person  but  a  chemist  should  take,  use,  or 
exhibit  the  word  "chemist"  as  a  name.  He  further 
submitted  that  he  bad  read  the  section  fairly,  and  that, 
therefore,  this  was  an  infringment  where  the  respocdent 
classed  himself  as  a  scientific- instrument  maker  and 
chemist.  If  they  allowed  one  qualification  they  might 
allow  any  qualification  He  referred  their  Lordships  to  the 
case  of  Knowles  and  Wright  in  the  Court  of  Qaeen'd  Bench' 
Division,  where  the  respondents,  who  used  the  title 
"shipping  chemists,"  sold  a  bottle  of  paregoric,  which  was  a 
preparation  of  opium.  Counsel  explained  that  there  was 
no  official  report  of  the  remarks  of  the  Judges,  but  he  would 
read  a  verbatim  newspaper  report  if  their  Lordships  woul  1 
allow  him. 

LordYoung:  It  is  as  good  as  reading  it  from  anything 
else;  it  only  impresses  us  so  far  as  we  agree  with  it. 
(Laughter.)    It  is  no  authority. 

Counsel  further  quoted  another  case  in  the  High  Court — 
the  Royal  Veterinary  College  against  Robinson — where  the 
Judges  held  it  to  be  a  contravention  of  the  Act  for  a  man  to 
describe  his  business  as  a  "  veterinary  forge,"  as  he  had  done 
for  the  last  twenty-  five  years.  He  submitted  that  the  woid* 
"  technical  chemist "  implied  that  the  man  was  not  oniy  a 
chemist,  but  that  he  was  really  a  most  skilful  chemist.  He 
therefore  submitted  that  the  Sheriff  was  wrong  in  ref using 
to  convict. 

Lord  Trayner:  The  argument  in  the  second  case  is  quite- 
the  same  except  that  it  is  the  word  "  photographic  " 

Mr.  Morison  :  There  is  also  the  question  of  keeping  open 
shop  in  that  case. 

It  was  therefore  arranged  that  Mr.  Morison  shoull  go  oa 
with  the  case  against  Mr.  Turnbull. 

Mr.  Moiison  said  Turnbull  was  charged  with  keeping 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  also  with  u-iog  the  tit!<3 
"chamist"  in  combination  with  the  word  "  photographic." 

Lord  Trayner:  "Photographic"  was  on  the  one  corner 
and  "  chemist  "  on  the  other. 

Mr.  Morison  :  And  they  could  not  both  be  se:n  from 
certain  points. 

Lord  Young:  Unless  [you  could  see  round  a  corner. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Morison  :  You  can  only  see  tha  word  "  chemist." 
Lord  Trayner:  You  have  only  one  instance  of  selling 
poison. 

Mr.  Morison :  We  have  one  sale ;  we  have  also  his  cata- 
logue. The  Shariff  said  the  respondent  sold  the  poison  on 
one  occasion — or  rather,  he  did  not  sell  it,  but  his  assistant, 
whom  he  warned  not  to  sell  to  anyb;dy  they  did  not  know. 
His  (Mr.  Morison's)  point  was  that  Turnbull  was  the  man  who 
kept  the  shop  open,  and  that  one  sale  was  sufficient  to  con- 
vict him  of  keeping  open  shop;  but  the  evidetca  weut  a 
good  deal  further.  He  quoted  the  Sheriff's  statement  of  the 
facts  brought  out  in  evidence,  and  said  one  fact  which  he 
thought  of  importance  was  that  Turnbull  sold  these  poisons- 
to  persons  engaged  in  photography,  whether  amateurs  or 
professionals,  and  of  course  that  was  retail  £tl  iog  And  in 
his  catalogue  their  Lordships  would  find  a  cumbar  of  the- 
poisons  mentioned  in  the  schedule  under  the  Act  quoted 
muoh  per  ounce  or  pound. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk :  Had  he  any  right  in  law  to  scli 
poisons  by  the  pound  ? 

Mr.  Moiison :  No. 

Lord  Trayner.  The  Pharmacy  Act  a'low)  him  to  sell 
pcitors  io  whLlssa'e  quantitie  .    I  am  not  arguiDg  what  is- 
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wholesale  or  retail,  but  the  Pharmacy  Act  does  cot  deal  with 
persons  who  sell  poisons  wholesale. 

Mr.  Mcrison :  No,  my  Lord ;  but  of  course  he  is  not  a 
wholesale  dealer. 

Lord  Trayner  :  I  am  not  saying  that. 

Lord  Yonng :  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  it  was  unlaw- 
ful for  him  to  sell  poisons  by  the  ounce  or  pound  ? 

Mr.  Morison  :  It  is  unlawful  for  an  unqualified  person. 

Lord  Yonng :  That  is  not  the  point.  Is  there  any  law 
against  selling  poisons  by  the  ounce  or  pound? 

Mr.  Morison  :  No,  my  Lord  ;  provided  the  person  who  sells 
them  has  a  qualification  under  the  Act. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk:  Where  is  the  law  to  be  found 
regulating  the  business  of  selling  poisons  by  the  ton  ? 

Mr.  Morison  :  The  quantity  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk :  If  any  person  sells  a  ton  of 
oxalic  acid  can  he  be  prosecuted  unless  he  has  some  statu- 
tory qualification? 

Mr.  Morison :  If  it  is  to  a  consumer  he  would  be 
prosecuted ;  but  if  it  was  to  a  retail  dealer  to  be  sold  over 
again  that  could  not  be  an  offence.  The  policy  of  the  Act 
was  that  the  public  was  not  to  get  poisons  except  from  the 
hands  of  a  man  qualifkd  to  sell  them. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk :  And  the  retail  dealer  is  a  person 
qualified  to  receive  the  poisons  and  deal  them  out. 

Lord  Trajner  observed  that  the  party  who  bought  the 
poison  had  also  bought  photographic-plates. 

Mr.  Morison  said  it  was  quite  immaterial  for  what  purpose 
the  poison  was  sold. 

Lord  Trayner  said  if  the  plates  had  not  been  bought  the 
assistant  might  have  been  upon  his  guard. 

Lord  Young :  That  would  have  been  dealing  fair  with 
ihim.    It  would  have  given  him  an  unnecessary  advantage. 

Mr.  Moiison  :  At  the  same  time,  if  a  person  wished  to  get 
poison  illegally,  it  might  be  got  in  a  place  like  this. 

Lord  Young  :  So  far  as  I  can  see  he  was  exposing  nobody 
in  the  world  to  the  slightest  danger.  Was  he  facilitating 
suicide  or  murder? 

Mr.  Morison :  I  think  he  was,  because  he  has  not  the 
■  qualification  necessary  to  dispense  poisons,  and  he  simply 
keeps  in  his  shop  a  couple  of  girls,  who  know  nothing  about 
poisons. 

Lord  Young :  A  person  wanting  to  commit  murder  or 
suicide  does  not  buy  the  medicine  by  the  ounce  or  the 
pound  It  may  be  within  the  letter  of  the  Act.  The  Act  may 
require  modification  in  that  respect. 

Mr.  Morison  said  an  ounce  of  this  poison  was  sufficient  to 
kiH  hundreds  of  people. 

Lord  Young:  No  doubt;  and  if  the  photographer  can  get 
it  it  would  be  sufficient  to  kill  the  same  number  of  people. 

Mr.  Morison :  There  was  a  recent  case  where  an  ounce 
sold  by  one  of  those  dealers  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes. 
The  facts  which  constituted  the  offence  were  that  this  man 
kept  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  was  willing  to 
sell  to  persons  engaged  in  photography.  Mr.  Morison  then 
cited  decisions  in  England,  in  which  it  was  held  that  one 
sale  was  held  to  be  sufficient  to  prove  keeping  open  shop 

Lord  Young :  The  Sheriff  is  conclusive  upon  the  facts. 
'What  is  the  error  in  law  ? 

Mr.  Morison :  That  the  Sheriff  refused  to  hold  that  one 
retail  sale  of  poison,  coupled  with  the  facts  I  have  read  to 
your  Lordships,  is  sufficient  to  constitute  the  offence  of 
keeping  open  shop. 

Lord  Young :  One  retail  sale  may  be  enough,  but  the 
Sheriff  is  establishing  upon  the  fact  here  that  it  does  not 
satisfy  him  in  fact  that  he  kept  open  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisons. 

Lord  Trayner:  What  we  have  to  consider  is  whether  the 
facts  which  the  Sheriff  has  stated  constitute  the  offence 
charged. 

Lord  Young :  I  do  not  think  that  is  correct  under  the 
statute    This  is  an  appeal  against  judgment. 

Lord  Trayner :  It  is  none  the  less  an  appeal  against  a 
judgment  that  it  is  an  appeal  upon  the  case  stated. 

Lord  Young :  A.  man  who  is  dissatisfied  with  the  Sheriff's 
judgment  upon  any  question  in  law  may  ask  for  a  statement 
of  the  facts  which  raised  the  question  of  law.  Bat  the 
Sheriff  cannot  put  a  question  to  us  to  be  answered  by  us. 
He  can  only  pronounce  his  judgment  and  state  the  facts 
which  bring  out  the  error  in  law  complained  of.  Now  what 
is  the  error  in  law  ?  The  Sheriff  says,  "  My  verdict  in  point  of 


fact  is  that  he  did  not  keep  open  shop.  Keeping  open  shop 
is  a  question  of  fact.1' 

Mr.  Morison  said  he  did  not  think  the  Sheriff  put  it  as  a 
question  of  fact,  but  as  a  question  of  law. 

Lord  Young :  That  is  just  upon  the  fact  proved  here ;  that 
there  was  one  sale. 

Lord  Trayner  :  The  Sheriff  asks  us  to  say  whether  we  are 
satisfied  that  one  single  sale  is  a  breach  of  the  statute  or 
not. 

Mr.  Morison  argued  that  this  was  a  question  of  law,  and 
that  their  Lordships  should  answer  the  question  in  the 
affirmative. 

Mr.  Dandas,  who  appeared  for  the  respondent  Hume,  said 
the  next  question  raised  by  this  case  was  whether  Mr.  Hume 
was  guilty  of  an  offence  within  the  meaning  of  sections  1 
and  15  of  this  Act  by  publishing  this  catalogue.  It  was 
simply  called  "an  illustrated  catalogue  of  photographic 
apparatus  and  scientific  instruments."  The  book  was  fall  of 
very  interesting  pictures  of  cameras  and  other  apparatus  for 
photographers,  and  the  only  mention,  as  far  as  he  knew,  of 
chemicals  or  poisons  was  on  page  4,  where  there  was  a  batch 
o£  various  kinds  of  things  which  were  used  in  photography. 
It  certainly  included  some  poisons  scheduled  in  ttie  Act. 
But  he  thought  it  would  be  a  harsh  thing  if  it  was 
to  amount  to  an  offence  against  this  Act.  Such  a  decision 
would  lead  to  very  strange  results  in  other  cases,  which  must 
be  kept  in  view.  The  prosecution  proceeded  upon  this  mis- 
apprehension of  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868.  The  object  of  that  Act  was  simply  to  protect  the 
public,  to  keep  the  public  safe  from  unqualified  persons 
making  up  and  compounding  and  selling  drugs,  prescriptions, 
and  poisons  for  the  use  of  man— a  very  proper  object.  But 
he  thought  unless  their  Lordships  were  tied  up  to  the  words 
of  the  Act  they  would  not  encourage  this  appeal.  Mr. 
Morison  argued  for  a  universal  prohibition  of  the  word 
"  chemist."  But  did  the  Act  mean  that  ?  He  quoted  the 
preamble  of  the  Act,  and  said  it  had  an  excellent  object,  but 
held  that  it  did  not  universally  prohibit  the  use  of  the  word 
"chemist."  Mr.  Hume  was  not  a  druggist,  a  pharmacist,  or 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  but  he  certainly  was  a  chemist. 
The  Sheriff  had  found  that  he  had  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
chemistry.  He  had  in  his  hand  numerous  certificates  show- 
ing that  he  was  not  an  unskilled  person.  Did  it  not  come  to 
this  ? — he  did  not  keep  and  never  intended  to  keep  any  pre- 
scription poison-book — poisons  that  would  be  made  up  in  pre- 
scriptions. He  never  made  and  would  not  make  up  any  pre- 
scription or  anything  to  be  administered  to  man  or  beast. 
Sarely  there  was  a  distinction  between  chemistry  and  phar- 
macy. Pharmacy  was  the  art  of  drug  compounding  and 
dispensing ;  chemistry  was  a  perfectly  different  thing. 

Lord  Young  said  that,  looking  at  this  catalogue,  and  the 
profession  of  the  photographic  usiness,  the  words  "  techni- 
cal chemist  "  might  mean  a  chemist  with  respect  to  this  art 
of  making  and  dealing  in  photographic-apparatus. 

Mr.  Dundas  said  he  submitted  that  view  to  their  Lord- 
ships. Mr.  Hume  made  scientific  instruments,  and  he  would 
supply  chemicals  for  the  art  in  question.  Mr.  Dandas  went 
on  to  argue  that  if  the  appellants'  view  were  taken  it  would 
involve  analytical  chemists,  and  chemical-works  such  as  oil- 
works 

Lord  Young  :  Soda-water  chemists.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Dundas  (continuing)  said  every  oil  and  chemical  works 
had  a  chemist,  who  would  be  struck  at  by  the  Act,  and  it 
would  reach  opticians  and  persons  of  very  high  skill,  such  as 
Dr.  Stevenson  Macadam,  and  others.  Mr.  Hume  attached 
importance  to  calling  himself  a  technical  chemist,  because 
he  was  a  chemist,  and  was  proud  of  being  ooe.  He  had 
chemical  knowledge,  and  it  gave  his  shop  a  higher  status. 

Lord  Young  :  What  would  it  cost  him  to  get  a  qualifica- 
tion ? 

Mr.  Dundas:  I  do  not  know,  my  Lord  ;  but  he  does  not 
want  to  be  made  a  druggist.  He  had  been  a  chemist  for 
something  like  thirty  years.  Referring  to  the  cases  cited  by 
Mr.  Morison,  Mr  Dandas  pointed  out  that  in  the  cise  where 
the  title  "shipping  chemists"  was  used  the  offence  was 
selling  paregoric,  which  was  a  prescriptive  medicine,  and 
therefore  a  drag— exactly  the  sort  of  medicine  which  was 
not  to  be  sold  except  by  an  authorised  person.  With  refer- 
ence to  the  title,  his  argument  was  that  the  first  thing  a 
man  was  not  to  call  himself  was  a  chemist  and  druggist, 
or  a  chemi't,  or  a  druggist.    He  took  it  that  the  man  who 
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could  not  do  so  was  not  xeally  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist. 

Lord  Young  said  the  word  "  technical "  could  not  be 
applied  to  drugs  at  all.    Drugs  meant  medicine. 

Mr.  Dundas  concluded  his  argument  with  regard  to  the 
first  charge  by  observing  that  it  surely  could  not  be  said  that 
no  man  could  be  a  chemist  unless  he  was  enrolled  as  a 
pharmacentical  chemist,  and  following  out  that  idea, 
whether  it  was  a  reasonable  one  or  not,  he  could  not  see 
where  the  danger  of  the  case  came  in  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Hume. 

Lord  Young  :  You  do  cot  see,  any  more  than  I  do,  what 
goad  it  can  do. 

Mr.  Dundas  said  it  did  not  seem  to  him  that  there  was 
any  harm  in  calling  one's  self  a  technical  chemist,  assuming 
that  he  was  a  chemist.  The  other  part  of  the  case  was  not 
before  their  Lordships,  but  was  simply  relative  to  the  case — 
the  question  how  it  happened.  The  young  man  came  in 
representing,  without  actually  saying,  he  desired  the  poison 
for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  silver  plate.  His  name  was 
entered  in  the  poison-book,  and  he  took  the  stuff  away ; 
hence  the  prosecution.  He  asked  Mr.  Hume  if  since  that 
event  he  had  sold  poison  within  the  Act  in  retail,  and  he 
said  he  had  not,  and  that  he  would  not  do  so  unless  the  law 
was  altered.  His  contention  was  that  the  publication  of  this 
catalogue,  with  the  phrase  "scientific-instrument  maker  and 
technical  chemist,"  was  not  an  offence  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act.  They  must  make  out  that  there  was  a  universal 
prohibition  by  this  Act  against  the  use  of  the  word 
"  chemist." 

Lord  Trayner,  looking  at  Mr.  Hume's  poison-book,  said  it 
was  rather  curious  to  &ad  in  this  poison-book  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  36  York  Place,  applied  to  this 
gentleman  and  got  a  considerable  quantity  of  poisons  for 
laboratory  purposes.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Morison:  That  is  a  wholesale  transaction. 

Lord  Trayner:  Eight  ounces  arsenic  acid — that  is  not 
wholesale. 

Mr.  Dundas :  I  was  not  aware  of  that,  my  Lord.  You 
will  find  in  that  book  that  none  of  these  things  aie  at  all 
prescriptive  drugs. 

Mr.  Trotter  then  spoke  for  Mr.  Turnbull.  He  submitted 
that  the  Sheriff's  judgment  was  right,  and  that  the  appeal 
should  be  dismissed.  The  circumstances  under  which  the 
prosecution  arose  were  these.  His  client  was  a  photographic 
chemist,  and  had  a  shop  in  Rose  Street.  He  dealt  in 
chemicals  used  for  photography,  and  among  these  were 
poisons  scheduled  in  the  Act  of  1868.  But  he  dealt  with 
these  poisons  only  in  so  far  as  they  were  required  for  photo- 
graphic purposes.  He  issued  a  circular,  in  which  he  stated 
that  he  dealt  with  poisons  used  for  photographic  purposes 
only  in  wholesale  quantities.  The  first  question  raised  was 
as  to  the  meaning  of  keeping  open  shop.  That  turned 
upon  the  construction  of  the  words  in  section  1 
of  the  Act  of  1868.  He  held  that  upon  a  sound  construc- 
tion of  the  words  "keeping  open  shop"  it  must  be 
proved  that  he  kept  open  shop  for  the  purpose  of  selling  all 
manner  of  poisons,  and  that  he  held  himself  out  as  a  party 
who  did  so.  But  that  was  not  what  his  client  did.  He  only 
supplied  persons  er  gaged  in  photography  and  chemists  with 
chemicals  which  ,verc  used  for  photography.  He  held,  with 
Lord  Young,  that  the  question  whether  his  client  was  guilty  of 
keeping  open  shop  or  not  was  a  question  of  fact,  which  had  been 
decided  by  the  Sheriff  and  could  not  now  be  raised.  Another 
point  was  that  the  gentleman  to  whom  this  substance  was 
sold  was  a  qualified  chemist,  and  therefore  he  maintained 
that  this  was  a  wholesale  sale.  His  client  dealt  in  nothing 
but  wholesale  quantities,  and  the  Act  did  not  in  any  way 
strike  at  wholesale  transactions. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  :  You  do  not  seriously  say  that  a 
sale  of  corrosive  sublimate  in  packets  of  threepence  each  is 
a  wholesale  transaction. 

Lord  Trayner  :  Your  point  is  this,  Mr.  Trotter — that  if  your 
client  had  sold  threepence-worth  of  corrosive  sublimate  to  a 
member  of  the  public  who  was  going  to  use  it,  that  is  retail ; 
but  if  he  sells  it  to  an  experienced  chemist,  who  is  gomg  to 
use  it  for  chemical  purposes,  that  is  not  retail. 

Mr.  Trotter  said  that  was  so.  He  adopted  the  argument 
used  by  Mr  Dandas  on  the  secoad  question  raised,  as  to  the 
title  of  chemist. 

Mr.  Salvesen,  replying  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 


said  this  was  a  prosecution  in  the  public  interest,  and  as 
such  it  was  of  the  greatest  importance.  Regulating  as  it 
did  the  question  of  the  supply  of  the  whole  trade  in 
chemicals  throughout  Scotland,  it  would  be  a  misfortune  if 
the  Court  took  a  different  view  from  that  which  had  been 
followed  in  many  cases  in  the  English  courts 

Lord  Young  :  What  is  this  Pharmaceutical  Society  ? 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  It  is  a  licensing  and  examining  body. 

Lord  Young  :  What  is  its  authority  ? 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  The  statute  of  1868.  It  is  a  statutory 
boiy  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  of  1868.  It 
had  a  royal  charter,  and  was  established  for  the  purpose  of 
seeing  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1868  were  properly 
complied  with. 

Lord  Young :  Are  they  paid  by  the  public  ? 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  No. 

Lord  Young :  What  is  the  interest  of  the  members  to  take 
that  trouble  ? 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  They  have  a  statutory  duty. 
Lord  Young  :  Why  1 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  They  are  created  by  the  statute. 
Lord  Young :  It  is  a  Society  in  the  interest  of  licensed^ 
chemists  and  druggists. 
Mr.  Salvesen  :  Partly. 

Lord  Young:  And  all  they  want  is  to  keep  other  people 
from  dealing  in  articles  which  they  think  they  have  a  privi- 
lege in  dealing  in. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  that  four-fifths  of  the  chemists  in  the 
country  did  not  belong  to  the  Society. 

Lord  Young  :  That  is  its  nature.  It  is  a  trade-protection 
society. 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  If  your  Lordship  examines  the  provisions 
of  the  Act,  yoa  will  see  that  the  public  advantage  is 
studied. 

Lord  Young  :  I  quite  understand  that  it  is  intended  for 
the  safety  of  the  public. 

Mr.  Salvesen  explained  that  the  origin  of  these  prosecu- 
tions lay  in  the  fact  that  attention  was  called  at  the  British 
Medical  Council  to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  enormous 
increase  in  the  number  of  amateur  photographers'  shops 
established  over  the  whole  country,  scheduled  poisons  could 
be  obtained  without  any  of  the  restrictions  imposed  in  the 
case  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

Lord  Yourg  :  For  photographic  purposes? 

Mr  Salvesen :  But  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  sold  might 
be  entirely  different  from  that  to  which  it  might  be  applied. 
If  they  wanted  poisons  of  this  kind  f<i  photographic 
purposes  at  an  ordinary  chemist's,  the  chemist  would  bo 
committing  an  infringment  of  the  Act,  unless  he  supplied  it 
under  section  17. 

Lord  Young :  That  is  entirely  beside  the  question.  The 
whole  purpose  of  my  remark  is  this— that  I  quite  see  the 
interest  of  the  licensed  chemist  to  prevent  those  things 
which  contain  poison  from  being  sold  for  photographic 
purposes  by  any  but  themselves.  Bat  I  do  not  see  any  harm 
to  the  public. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  it  was  to  prevent  crime  and  for  the 
safety  of  the  public.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  meant 
to  prevent  and  detect  ciime.  If  a  man  wanted  poison  for 
an  improper  purpose  he  could  simply  go  to  the  photographic 
dealer  and  say  he  wanted  twopence- worth  of  corrosive 
sublimate  for  photographic  purposes  aad  he  would  get  it, 
and  there  would  be  no  record  kept  where  he  got  it  or  who 
it  was  who  got  it.  The  object  of  the  prosecution  was 
entirely  in  the  public  interest  and  to  prevent  dealings  like 
these. 

Lord  Young  :  Licensed  chemists  are  very  much  interested 
in  that,  no  doubt. 

Mr.  Salvesen:  Very  little;  because  these  gentlemen  can 
procure  a  qualification  quite  readily,  and  can  then  continue 
their  business  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  under  which  they  would  have  to  comply  with  these 
formalities  with  the  view  of  identifying  the  sale  of  the 
poison  in  any  particular  case. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk :  They  would  have  to  qualify 
themselves  for  the  compounding  of  drugs. 

Mr.  Salvesen :  A  man  may  be  a  very  skilled  chemist,  bub 
have  no  training  whatever  in  the  compounding  of  drugs  ;  so 
that  Mr.  Hume,  if  he  is  to  sell  a  large  quantity  of  material 
for  photographic  purposes,  must  himself,  or  by  somebody  eke, 
get  a  qualification. 
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Lord  YoiiDg:  And  that  is  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
against  murder  or  suicide? 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  Yes,  that  is  so.  There  are  numerous  cases 
of  murder  or  suicide  with  these  drugs  used  for  photographic 
purposes. 

Lord  Young  :  Can  you  tell  me  ore  1  I  have  known  cases 
of  suicide  by  swallowing  nails. 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  It  may  be  that  the  Act  is  a  very  foolish 
Act.  It  ba3  to  be  interpreted  by  the  Court.  The  thirigs 
■which  this  gentleman  sells  without  restriction  are  the  most 
violent  poisons  in  the  whole  Pharmacopoeia — arsenic,  prnssic 
acid,  cyanide  of  potassium,  oxalic  acid,,  and  chloroform. 
He  submitted  to  conviction  for  the  sale  of  one  of  the 
poisons,  and  has  cot  taken  an  appeal  against  that  conviction. 
Mr.  Turnbull  and  Mr.  Hume  were  very  respectable  men  ;  but 
ihe  cases  had  been  brought  into  court  entirely  irrespective 
of  in3:v  djals. 

Lord  Young  :  I  suppose  they  have  these  things  by  hundreds 
of  pounds,  and  it  is  as  plain  as  can  be  that  it  is  in  the  interest 
of  the  licensed  chemist  that  these  photographers  should  only 
get  them  in  the  licensed  shop.  But  it  is  not  in  the  interest 
of  the  public. 

Mr.  S  alvesen  :  They  will  sell  a  quantity  which  may  kill  a 
whole  family. 

Lord  Trayner :  What  we  have  to  determine  is  whether  a 
man  who  calls  himself  a  technical  or  photographic  chemist 
comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  It  does  not  appear 
•to  me  to  matter  whether  it  is  a  matter  of  great  public  interest 
or  not. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  he  was  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
it  was  not  a  necessary  result  of  his  argument  that  such 
a  man  as  Dr.  Stevenson  Macadam  should  be  struck  at.  Their 
;Lordships  would  see  the  connection  which  this  prohibition 
bore  under  section  15.  That  section  commenced  to  refer  to 
persons  keepiDg  open  shop  and  taking,  using,  and  exhibiting 
the  title  "chemist,"  and  he  thought  it  might  be  a  very  fair 
construction  of  the  section  to  say  that  it  applied  only  in  the 
case  of  persons  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 
Mr.  Hume  and  Mr.  Turnbull  came  exactly  within  that.  The 
harm  appeared  where  they  put  the  name  "chemist"  above  a 
shop- door  where  poisons  comirg  under  the  Pharmacy  Act 
were  sold,  and  it  was  because  of  that  combination  of  circum- 
stances that  these  prosecutions  had  been  raised.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  prosecuted  no  person  for  merely 
calling  himself  a  chemist. 

Lord  Trajner  asked  what  Mr.  Salvesen  had  to  say  about 
"  analytical  chemist." 

'  Mr.  Salvesen  said  he  would  have  the  same  objection,  but 
he  did  not  need  to  press  his  argument  as  far  as  his  friend 
took  it  so  as  to  bring  in  a  gentleman  who  did  not  sell 
poisons  at  all,  but  so  as  to  prevent  the  statute  being  evaded 
in  tha  case  of  retail  dealers  by  simply  affixing  an  adjective 
to  the  word  "chemist."  It  would  become  a  question  in  each 
case  whether  the  adjective  used  was  one  sufficiently  dis- 
tinguishing the  person. 

Lord  Young  :  And  whether  he  took  credit  for  the  mischief 
which  the  Act  was  framed  to  prevent. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  an  ignorant  public  might  not  consider 
or  understand  the  word  •'analytical"  on  the  one  side  and 
"  chemist  '  on  the  other. 

Lord  Young  :  Or  "  technical "  as  connected  with  "  chemist " 
as  a  mechanic  word. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  he  did  not  know  how  many  of  the 
general  public  would  consider  the  derivation  of  the  word. 

Lord  Young :  It  has  no  reference  to  the  derivation  at  all. 
It  is  the  meaning  given  in  the  dictionary  and  the  meaning 
generally  given. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  the  public  did  not  consider  the  meaning 
if  they  saw  the  word  "chemist"  and  saw  the  shop.  You 
may  say,  "  I  am  a  botanic  chemist,  and  I  sell  poisons  ex- 
tracted from  flowers." 

Lord  Young :  You  do  not  extract  poisons  from  machinery, 
it  is  connected  with  a  mechanic  word,  while  botany  is  not. 

Mr.  Salvesen  :  My  argument  would  be  precisely  the  same 
if  he  called  himself  a  mechanical  chemist. 

Lord  Young  :  If  he  sold  poisons  he  would  not  be  protected 
though  he  called  himself  a  mechanical  chemist.  I  am  not 
expressing  an  opinion  against  you.  It  is  to  express  the 
strongest  argument  you  can  use  in  favour  of  your  view. 

Mr.  Salvesen:  He  might  attract  people  to  his  shop  who 
would  otherwise  go  to  the  ordinary  chemist  and  druggist 
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and  get  poisons  under  the  protection  of  tbe  Act.  With 
regard  to  the  case  of  Turnbull,  the  Sheriff  had  gone  entirely 
upon  this — that  because  Mr.  Turnbull  instructed  his  as- 
sistants to  sell  poisons  only  to  persons  engaged  in  photo- 
graphy there  was  no  breach  of  the  Act.  But  he  had  kept 
open  shop  within  the  meanirg  of  section  15,  and  was 
responsible  for  the  sale  of  poisons  just  as  a  man  was 
responsible  for  the  sale  of  liquor  by  his  assistant. 

Lord  Young  said  the  man  bought  articles  as  if  he  were  a 
photographer,  and  followed  that  up  by  asking  for  the  poison. 
Was  not  that  practically  leading  the  assistant  to  carry  out 
the  master's  instructions  of  selling  only  to  persons  engaged 
in  photography  ? 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  that,  supposing  it  were  so,  he  would 
still  say  that  the  Sheriff  was  wrong  in  coming  to  this  con- 
clusion. One  might  get  any  quantity  of  these  poisons  by 
making  a  pretence  of  wanting  them  for  photographic 
purposes.  They  might  want  them  for  an  improper  purpose 
and  get  them  by  making  that  pretence,  and  there  was  no 
means  of  tracing  the  person. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  observed  that  the  Sheriff  said  if 
he  had  brought  the  prosecution  properly  he  would  have  got 
a  conviction. 

Mr.  Salvesen:  I  think  not.  He  says  Mr.  Tarnbull's 
instruction  was  to  sell  poisons  only  to  the  proper  persons. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  :  You  could  not  say  you  have  a 
remedy  to  prevent  this  being  done. 

Mr.  Salvesen  said  that  in  his  catalogue  Mr.  Turnbull  held 
himself  out  as  a  retail  dealer,  and  his  instruction  to  his 
assistants  would  not  be  effective  to  prevent  what  is  struck 
at  by  the  Act. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk :  In  the  catalogue  he  states  that 
certain  things  may  be  bought.  It  is  an  inference,  and  the 
only  inference,  thaf?  he  is  keeping  open  shop  for  that 
purpose. 

Mr.  Dundas,  in  reply,  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Salvesen's 
argument  had  narrowed  down  Mr.  Morison's  broad  use  of  the 
words  "  universal  prohibition."  Mr.  Salvesen  said  the  use  of 
the  word  "  chemist,"  coupled  with  some  words,  was  dan- 
gerous. That  seemed  to  him  (Mr.  Dundas)  to  be  wandering 
outside  of  the  charge  here.  What  he  was  charged  with  was 
the  use  of  the  phrase  "  technical  chemist,"  as  a  contraven- 
tion of  the  Act.  No  one  passing  this  shop,  and  seeing  the 
word  "  chemist,"  would  be  misled  to  go  in  and  buy  drugs. 
The  scope  of  the  Act,  and  the  Society's  statutory  existence, 
was  to  look  after  drugs,  and  to  see  that  they  were  properly 
made  up  and  dispensed.  With  scientific  chemistry  they 
had  nothing  to  do,  and  they  should  not  have  brought  this 
case. 

Mr  A.  J.  Young,  senior  counsel  for  Mr.  Turnbull,  re- 
minded the  Judges,  first  of  all,  that  it  was  found,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  that  there  was  no  intention  on  the  part  of 
his  client  to  deceive  the  public  as  to  the  kind  of  poisons  he 
dealt  in.  Then,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  before  the  prosecution 
was  brought,  he  offered  to  the  Society,  if  they  felt  aggrieved 
at  the  title  he  used,  to  change  it,  and  to  put  a  sign  on  his 
shop  to  the  effect  that  te  was  a  dealer  in  photographic 
chemicals. 

Mr.  Moiison  said  his  information  was  that  he  declined  to 
take  down  the  sign. 

Mr.  Young  also  made  some  remarks  on  the  charge  of 
keeping  open  shop  in  the  line  of  Mr.  Dundas's  argument, 
and  asked  their  Lordships  to  find  that  the  Sheriff's  decision 
was  right. 

The  Judges  reseived  judgment. 


JUDGMENT  IN  THE  YORKSHIRE  RELISH  CA.SE. 
On  Taesday  Mr.  Justice  Stirling  gave  judgment  in  the 
action  by  Mr.  Powell  (Gocdall,  Backhouse  &  Co.)  against  the 
Birmingham  Vinegar  Brewery  Company  (Limited),  in  which 
the  plaintiff  sought  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants 
offering  sauce  not  of  his  manufacture  as  the  sauce  of  the 
plaintiff,  by  the  use  of  the  term  "  Yorkshire  Relish  "  or  in 
any  other  way.  The  plaintiff  is  a  drj Salter  and  wholesale 
druggist  in  Leedp,  and  has  manufactured  Yorkshire  Relish 
for  35  year?,  and  spent  400,000/.  in  advertising  it,  and 
now  the  sale  of  the  sauce  is  very  extensive.  Early  in  1894 
the  defendants  put  on  ihe  market  a  sauce  with  a  label  bear- 
ing the  words  "  Yorkshire  Relish  "  in  large  capitals,  and  the 
plaintiff  raised  this  action.    On  the  motion  for  interim 
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injunction,  his  Lordship  mentioned  that  he  had  held  that 
the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  order  restraining  the  defend- 
ants from  using  the  words  "Yorkshire  Relish"  for  their 
sauce  without  clearly  distinguishing  such  sauce  or  relish 
from  that  of  the  plaintiff.  That  decision  was  based  on  these 
grounds  :  First,  that  the  term  was  not  a  descriptive,  but  a 
fancy  name ;  second,  that  it  denoted  to  the  market  that  it 
was  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture;  and  thirdly,  that  the 
defendants  had  not  taken  sufficient  precautions  to  prevent 
the  public  being  misled  into  buying  theirs  for  the  plaintiff's 
sauce.  Now,  whatever  was  mere  description  was  open  to 
all  the  world.  But  the  term  "  Yorkshire  Kelish  "  was  not  de- 
scriptive. These  words  did  not  seem  in  any  sense  descrip- 
tive of  the  article  made  by  the  plaintiff,  and  the  name  was 
simply  a  fancy  name,  just  as  "  Primrose  Sauce  "  would  be  a 
fancy  name  for  it.  As  to  the  identity  of  composition  of  the 
two  sauces,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  composition  of  tha 
two  was  not  the  same,  but  that  they  closely  resembled  one 
another  in  taste.  If  he  were  asked  whether  the  de- 
scription of  the  defendants'  sauce  as  "  Yorkshire  Relish  " 
was  one  of  simple  truth,  his  answer  was  "No."  The  asser- 
tion went  beyond  the  simple  truth  ;  and,  on  the  evidence,  it 
might  be  right  to  describe  the  defendants'  sauce  as  a  won- 
derful match  to  Yorkshire  Relish,  but  not  the  same  as 
Yorkshire  Relish.  On  the  next  question,  as  to  whether 
these  words,  "  Yorkshire  Rslish,"  as  used  in  the  market 
denoted  the  plaintiff's  sauce,  there  was  really  no  conflict  of 
evidence.  Until  the  beginning  of  1894  the  plaintiff's  was 
the  only  sauce  in  the  market  bearing  that  name,  and  pur- 
chasers who  until  then  had  been  in  the  habit  of  using  York- 
shire Relish  would,  on  asking  for  it,  expect  to  get  the 
plaintiff's — the  article  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of  buying 
The  next  question  was,  Did  the  defendants,  on  introducing 
their  sauce  under  the  name  "  Yorkshire  Relish,"  take  suf- 
ficient precautions  to  prevent  customers  being  misled  into 
buying  the  defendants' for  the  plaintiff's  sauc3?  They  sent 
their  sauce  to  the  sam3  dealers  at  a  price  which  enabled 
the  latter  to  make  a  better  profit  from  its  sale  than  if  they 
sold  the  plaintiff's.  It  was  unfortunate  that  the  unscrupulous 
tradesman — a  class,  unfortunately,  to  d  numerous — was  placed 
under  the  temptation  to  sell  the  defendants'  goods,  even 
though  he  knew  that  the  plaintiff's  was  wanted,  or,  at  all 
events,  without  making  inquiry.  Mrs.  Diamond,  wife  of  a 
grocer  in  Stockwell,  told  them  what  took  place.  They 
bought  the  plaintiff's  at  4s  3d  per  dozen  and  the  defendants' 
at  3s  3d.  per  dozsn,  and  they  retailed  both  at  Hfjd.  per 
bottle.  She  said  ■  "  It  is  very  much  more  profitable  for  us 
to  sell  the  defendants'  than  the  plaintiff's,"  and  she  added 
that,  if  she  got  an  order  for  "  Yorkshire  Relish  "  simply,  she 
would  supply  the  defendants'  without  saying  a  word.  It 
seemed  to  his  Lordship  that,  under  those  circumstances,  it 
was  more  than  ordinarily  incumbent  on  the  defendants  to 
make  an  effective  distinction  between  their  goods  and  those 
of  the  plaintiff.  At  first,  the  wrappers  round  their  bottles 
were  pick,  instead  of  white  like  the  plaintiff's.  But  their 
first  label  was  "  Best  quality.  Yorkshire  Relish,  manufac- 
tured by — (then  came  the  trade  mark)— the  Birmingham 
Vinegar  Brewery  Company."  The  words  "  Yorkshire 
Relish  "were  at  the  head  of  the  label,  and  were  very  con- 
spicuous. When  placed  side  by  side,  the  two  labels 
differed  materially ;  but  still,  the  defendants'  one  con- 
tained those  tv.  o  words  in  a  similar  position  to  the 
plaintiff's,  and  those  two  words  were  the  most  pro- 
minent feature  in  both.  At  the  hearing  of  the  motion 
he  thought,  and  he  still  thought,  that  the  label  was  likely 
to  mislead  the  unwary ;  and  at  the  trial  it  was  made  out 
that  three  witnesses  were  misled  into  the  belief  that  they 
were  receiving  Yorkshire  Relish  of  the  same  kind  as  they 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  buying — namely,  the  plaintiff's. 
The  defendants  had  altered  that  label,  and  put  "Bjst 
quality,"  and  then  the  trade-mark  at  the  top ;  then  "  Hol- 
brook's  "  in  large  capitals  by  itself ;  then  the  words  "  York, 
shire  Relish "  in  capitals  not  so  large  as  the  word 
"  Holbrook's  "  ;  and  then  the  words  "Manufactured  by  the 
Birmingham  Vinegar  Co."  This  new  label  was  much  less 
objectionable  than  the  earlier  one.  The  words  "  Yorkshire 
Relish  "  were  not  so  conspicuous ;  nevertheless,  he  could  not 
but  think  that  in  one  large  class  of  cases  purchasers  were 
likely  to  be  misled.  The  sauce  was  largely  used  in  families. 
When  a  domestic  servant  was  sent  for  Yorkshire  Relish  she 
knew  nothing  about  the  manu'asturei's  name,  and  would  ask 


for  Yorkshire  Relish,  desiring  to  get  that  hitherto  supplied 
to  her  master  or  mistress — namely,  the  plaintiff's.  In  his 
judgment,  therefore,  the  plaintiff  had  made  out  a  case 
which  entitled  him  to  a  perpetual  injunction  in  the  same 
form  as  was  granted  upon  the  motion.  The  defendants- 
would  pay  the  costs,  and  if  the  plaintiff  wanted  an  inquiry 
as  to  damages,  he  was  entitled  to  it,  but  at  his  own 
risk. 

Mr.  Hastings,  Q.C.  (for  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.)  :  I 
ask  an  account  of  profits. 

His  Lordship  :  Very  well ;  at  your  own  risk. 

Mr.  Hastings  :  I  ask  the  costs  on  the  higher  scale,  as  the 
case  has  been  one  of  great  difficulty. 

His  Lordship :  No. 

Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q.C.  (for  the  Birmingham  Vinegar 
Brewery  Company),  asked  that  execution  for  the  costs  be 
stayed,  and  the  injunction  as  to  the  use  of  the  second  form 
of  label  be  suspended  pending  an  appeal,  which  would  be 
made  promptly.    The  defendants  would  keep  an  account. 

His  Lordship  acceded  to  the  request,  on  the  understanding 
that  the  appeal  be  taken  within  a  fortnight. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Unguentum  Hydeargyri. 

Mr.  Robert  B  Cocker,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  97  Ne  wing- 
ton  Green  Road  ;  Mr.  Charles  E  Johnson,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, of  30  Highbury  Park  ;  and  Mr.  John  Thomas  De  Peaie, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  14  Highbury  Park,  were  each  sum- 
moned to  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  Friday  last  for 
selling  unguentum  hydrargyri  not  of  the  nature  and  sub- 
stance demanded — No.  1  being  66  2  per  cent,  deficient  in 
mercury,  No.  2  11  3  per  cent.,  and  No.  3  13  3. 

Mr.  Hoare  prosecuted  for  the  Islington  Vestry,  and  Mr. 
Stevens  Freeman  defended  Mr.  Johnson. 

The  evidence  of  purchase  was  similar  m  each  case,  Sani- 
tary Inspector  Irving  having  gone  with  a  prescription  from' 
Dr.  Harris  (Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Islington)  and 
purchased  3  cz.  of  the  compound,  and  then,  after  having 
made  the  purchase,  declaring  it  was  for  analysis,  and, 
dividing  the  sample  into  three  parts  — one  for  the  analyst,  one 
for  the  seller,  and  one  to  be  kept  in  reserve  in  case  of 
dispute. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Cocker  was  taken  first,  and  he  pleaded 
not  guilty,  adding  that  he  would  like  to  know  something 
about  the  matter. 

Mr.  Hoare,  in  stating  his  case,  said  that  the  compound 
named  should  contain  48  per  cent,  of  mercury,  and  that  par- 
chased  from  Mr.  Cocker  only  contained  16  4.  The  standard  was 
taken  from  the  British  Pharmacopceia,  and  the  sample  in 
question  was  consequently  fcund  to  be  66  2  deficient  in. 
its  mercurial  property. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  detailed  the  process  of  buying. 
The  assistant  to  Mr.  Cocker  told  him  it  would  take  some- 
little  time  to  make  up,  and  aaked  him  to  call  again.  Ha  did 
so,  and  paid  Is.  for  the  3  oz  jar.  The  sample  sent  to  the 
public  analyst  was  marked  28a,  and  was  now  produced  with 
the  certificate  of  the  analjsfc.  Asked  what  the  compound 
was  used  for,  the  inspector  scratched  his  head  and  laughed. 

Mr.  Cocker,  addressing  the  Magistrate,  said  there  were  trwc 
kinds  of  ointment — that  of  B.P.  ktrength,  and  another  of  a 
milder  description.  His  assistant  gave  the  latter,  which  was 
always  used  in  place  of  the  "  ung.  hjd  ,"  which  was  not  used. 
The  "  ung.  hjd."  was  only  used  as  a  basis  for  such  articles  as- 
liniment  of  mercury,  mercurial  ointment,  &c.  The  strength 
of  the  article  supplied  to  the  inspector  was  above  that  of  the 
mild  ointment.  It  was  composed  of  1  lb.  of  ucg.  hyd.  and 
2  lbs.  of  lard.  The  Vestry  analysis  proved  that  the  ointment 
was  14  per  cent,  above  the  strength  prescribed  for  "ucg. 
hyd.  mit."  in  the  London  Pharmacop<:e;8.  His  assistant 
had  given  the  ointment  commonly  used  in  place  of  that  which 
was  not. 

Mr.  Bros  :  You  ought  to  have  given  the  article  yen  were 
asked  for. 

Mr.  Cocker :  Chemists  have  to  use  their  discretion.  'That 
is  why  we  pass  examinations. 

Mr.  Bros:  You  do  cot  dispute  the  analjsis  of  the  Vestry 
official  2 

Mr.  Cocker  :  No  ;  I  do  not  dispute  that. 

Mr.  Hoare  said  he  was  going  to  call  the  Medical  Officer  oS 
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Health  for  Islington  (Dr.  Harris),  but  he  was  detained  else- 
where. If  necessary  he  (the  speaker)  would  ask  for  an 
adjournment. 

Mr.  Cocker  was  told  he  might  go  into  the  witness-box  and 
state  his  own  case ;  and  he  then  brought  forth  an  armful  of 
books — the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  old  London  Pharma- 
copceia,  and  several  other  authorities — together  with  prices 
current  for  drugs  in  October.  He  referred  the  Magistrate 
to  a  paragraph  at  the  bottom  of  page  447  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  showing  the  uses  of  ung.  hyd.  For  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  generally  required  the  milder  ung. 
hyd.  had  been  used  for  fifty  years. 

Mr.  Bros :  What  is  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  preparing 
ong.  hyd.  and  ting.  hyd.  mit.  1 

Mr.  Cocker :  We  do  not  consider  the  cost  when  making  up 
proscriptions.  Here  is  the  current-price  list  of  such  articles 
(handing  in  book). 

Mr.  Bros :  You  do  not  keep  ointment  of  mercury  ready 
made  ? 

Mr.  Cocker  produced  two  jars  respectively  labelled  "Ung. 
Hyd."  and  "  Urg,  Hyd.  Mit." 

Mr.  Bros :  You  say  a  chemist,  in  his  discretion,  may  give 
the  mild  ointment  1 

Mr.  Cocker :  Ob,  yes.  Professor  Redwood,  one  of  the 
most  eminent  chemists,  has  stated  that  the  ung.  hyd.  is 
poisonous. 

Mr.  Hoare  wanted  to  cross-examine  Mr.  Cocker;  but  Mr. 
Bros  would  not  allow  it.  He  was  only  in  the  box  for  con- 
venience to  conduct  his  own  case.  He  was  not  there  as  a 
sworn  witness. 

Mr.  Cocker  added  that  his  people  had  dispensed  25  000 
prescriptions  and  had  never  seen  ung.  hyd.  prescribed, 
•except  in  one  instance.  The  ung.  hyd.  mit.,  his  Worship 
would  find,  was  used  in  all  the  dispensaries  and  hospitals. 

Mr.  Hoare :  In  view  of  the  case  he  is  setting  up,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  inspector  another  question. 

Mr.  Bros :  The  defendant's  case  is  that  he  sold  the 
ordinary  ointment  of  chemists. 

Mr.  Cocker :  Ye3. 

Mr.  Hoare :  But  I  can  recall  the  inspector,  who  will  say 
that  he  bought  other  samples  of  ung.  hyd.  of  other  chemists, 
and  got  the  real  article. 

Inspector  Irving  (recalled)  said  he  bought  a  sample  of 
another  chemist  (Mr.  Ellis),  and  it  was  certified  as  genuine 
— that  was  to  say,  it  was  correct  according  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Bros:  I  will  adjourn  this  case.  I  should  like  to  see 
Dr.  Harris,  and  Mr.  Cocker  may  take  a  seat  in  court  and 
listen  to  the  other  two  cases  if  he  pleases. 

Mr.  Cocker  now  took  a  seat  in  the  counsels'  box. 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Johnson's  case  was  now  proceeded  with. 
The  inspector  said  he  was  served  with  3oz.  of  what  pur- 
ported to  be  ung.  hyd.,  for  which  he  paid  Is.  6d. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Freeman,  the  inspector  said  the 
assistant  lemaTked  that  it  was  not  his  own  preparation  after 
he  (witness)  had  paid  for  it  and  told  him  why  it  was  pur- 
chased. He  did  not  say  he  had  none  in  stock  when  the 
order  was  given.  Did  not  know  if  this  was  a  compound  in 
regular  use.    He  only  purchased  it  as  a  matter  of  duty. 

Mr.  Freeman  said  his  defence  was  that  Mr.  Johnson  was 
away  from  home  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  and  that  he  had 
a  qualified  locum  tcnens  doing  his  work.  He  had  not  the 
drug  in  stock,  so  he  sent  out  to  another  shop  for  it.  Then 
he  supplied  it  to  the  inspector  as  he  purchased  it,  and  he 
(Mr.  Freeman)  would  call  the  assistant  (Mr.  John  Freeman) 
to  say  this  was  a  fact. 

Mr.  John  Freeman,  sworn,  said :  I  am  a  qualified  chemist, 
and  have  been  so  for  four  years.  I  was  actiDg  as  locum- 
tenens  for  Mr.  Cbarles  Johnson,  of  Highbury  Park,  on  Sep- 
tember 30  When  the  inspector  handed  in  the  prescription 
I  told  him  I  would  make  it  up,  and  I  then  sent  out  and 
procured  it.  I  did  not  tell  him  that  I  would  have  tc  send 
out  for  it.  After  I  had  told  him  how  I  got  it,  he  asked  me 
if  I  would  accept  one  portion  of  the  sample ;  and  I  replied 
by  askirg  him  what  would  happen  if  I  did  not  ?  He 
answered  that  he  would  issue  a  summons  against  me  for 
not  supplying  him. 

Mr.  Freeman  here  produced  the  note  sent  by  the  witness 
to  a  chemist  named  Clayton,  which  was  as  follows : — 
"  Kindly  oblige  with  3  oz  of  ung  hyd."  The  errand-boy 
«  was  sent  with  this  note,  and  brought  it  back  initialled  by 


Mr.  Clayton,  and  the  ointment  in  a  jar.  The  jar  was 
delivered  to  the  inspector  in  the  same  condition  as  >eceivid 
from  Mr.  Clayton,  with  the  exception  that  Mr.  Johnson's 
label  was  on  it. 

The  Witness  (continuing)  said  the  drug  in  its  ung  hyd. 
form  was  very  seldom,  or  never,  used  by  Erglieh  doctors. 
The  German  doctors  used  it.  He  had  since  ascertained  from 
Mr.  Clayton  that  he  procured  the  stuff  as  it  was  sold  from  a 
wholesale  druggist. 

Mr.  Bros  :  That  he  would  hardly  know. 

Mr.  Freeman  :  I  have  seen  the  invoice. 

The  Witness  (in  re-examination)  said  that  if  an  article 
was  not  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  they  made  it  up  from 
the  old  London  Pharmacopoeia.  Ninety-nine  chemists  out  of 
a  hundred  would  have  supplied  it  in  the  same  way,  and  have 
taken  the  written  request  as  this  was  supplied. 

Mr.  Freeman  (solicitor)  submitted  that  Mr.  Johnson  was 
exonerated  by  the  initials  of  Mr.  Clayton  upon  the  order 
returned  with  the  drug.  Here  is  a  request  for  a  supply  of 
ung.  hyd.,  and  the  initials  of  Mr.  Clayton  at  the  bottom. 

Mr.  Bros  :  Do  you  take  that  as  a  guarantee  1 

Mr.  Freeman :  Yes. 

Mr.  Bros:  With  regard  to  your  client  (Mr.  Johnson)  I 
think  his  assistant  did  all  he  could  ;  and  it  so  happened  thai? 
the  person  who  supplied  it  did  not  give  the  full  strength. 
But  it  was  no  fault  of  his.  He  evidently  clears  himself  of 
all  responsibility.  But  I  will  not  decide  this  case  either  until 
I  have  considered  the  matter.  I  may  say  that  I  think  you 
have  cleared  your  client  from  responsibility.  But  I  do  not 
propose  to  decide  one  way  or  the  other  to-day.  But  if  the 
decision  is  against  you,  you  will  have  to  pay  costs. 

Mr.  Freeman  :  Very  well,  Sir. 

Mr.  De  Peare's  case  now  came  on,  and  the  inspector  said 
he  was  served,  after  waiting  some  time,  by  Mr.  Bradbury, 
Mr.  De  Peare's  assistant.  The  deficiency  in  mercury  was 
certified  to  be  13  3  per  cent.  He  (witness)  could  hear  the 
process  of  preparation  as  he  sat  in  the  shop.  He  paid  Is.  3d. 
for  the  stuff,  as  Mr.  Bradbury  said  there  was  scarcely  3  oz. — 
in  fact,  only  about  2J  oz.  The  certificate  of  the  public 
analyst  was  produced. 

Mr.  Bros  :  That  would  be  about  one-third. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  De  Peare,  the  inspector  said  he 
did  not  notice  a  boy  in  the  shop  at  the  time.  It  was  a  man 
who  prepared  the  article. 

Mr.  De  Peare :  I  shall  prove,  your  Worship,  that  I  had  not 
sufficient  of  the  ointment  in  stock,  and  that  I  sent  my  boy 
out  to  get  some.  I  shall  prove  that  the  boy  went  out  for  it, 
and  that  what  he  brought  back  I  mixed  with  what  I  had  and 
served  the  purchaser  from  the  bulk. 

The  inspector  said  this  gentleman  did  not  serve  him. 

Mr.  De  Peare:  No;  I  was  away  from  home  at  the  time, 
and  my  assistant  wrote  and  told  me  about  it.  He  sent  to 
another  chemist  for  some  ung.  hyd  ,  and  mixed  it  with  what 
we  had  in  stock. 

Geo.  H.  Bull,  a  lad  working  for  Mr.  De  Peare,  said  he 
remembered  the  inspector  calling  He  (witness)  was  sent  out 
by  the  assistant  with  a  paper  to  Mr.  Johnson's,  and  in  reply 
he  (witness)  received  some  ointment,  which  he  took  back  to 
the  assistant.    The  paper  had  been  thrown  away. 

Mr.  Bros  (to  Mr.  De  Peare) :  I  understand,  also,  that  your 
ointment  was  got  from  somebody  else.    (Laughter  ) 

Mr.  Freeman :  I  should  like  to  go  into  the  question  of 
time  now,  as  it  is  alleged  that  Mr.  de  Peare's  sample  was 
purchased  from  Mr.  Johnson. 

The  inspector  (recalled)  said  all  three  purchases  were 
made  between  12  and  2.  He  went  to  Mr.  Johnson's  at  11.45 
and  to  Mr.  De  Peare's  at  11.48. 

Mr.  Bros :  I  have  never  bad  a  case  of  this  kind  before  ;  and 
I  will  take  time  to  consider  all  three. 

An  Assoeted  Lot  op  Adulterated  Drugs. 
At  the  Bingley  Petty  Sessions  on  October  23,  John  Bradley, 
shopkeeper,  Harden,  was  summoned  by  Mr.  A.  Randerson, 
inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  on  three  charges  of 
selling  articles  which  were  adulterated— namely,  qainine 
wine,  liquorice-powder,  and  beeswax.  The  reports  of  the 
county  analyst  showed  that  the  quiniDe  wine  contained  only 

0  52  gr.  of  crystallised  quinine  sulphate  per  cz  instead  of 

1  gr.,  that"tbe  proportion  of  sulphur  in  the  liquorice-powder 
was  but  5-5  per  cent,  in-tead  of  8  3  per  cent.,  and  that  the 
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beeswax  contained  75  per  cent,  of  added  fatty  matters, 
chiefly  Japan  wax  and  stearic  acid.  The  defendant  said  he 
■was  not  aware  that  the  articles  were  of  deficient  quality. 
The  liquorice-powder  had  been  supplied  to  him  by  a  Bradford 
firm,  and  he  had  received  from  them  an  analysis  of  the 
portion  of  the  powder  left  by  the  inspector,  and  this  analysis 
stated  that  the  proportion  of  sulphur  was  7  56  per  cent. 
The  Bench  declined  to  receive  this  certificate  as  evidence,  on 
the  ground  that  the  analyst  was  not  present  to  undergo 
cross-examination.  They  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
defendant  had  offended  unintentionally,  and  fined  him  5s 
and  costs  only  in  each  case.  The  costs  amounted  to 
51.  4s.  lid. 


Tincture  of  Iodine. 
Messrs.  Crane  &  Co.,  chemists,  of  Lambeth  Walk,  were 
summoned  by  the  Lambeth  Vestry  for  selling  tincture  of 
iodine  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  the 
article  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
deficient  in  strength  of  iodine  to  the  extent  of  40  per  cent, 
and  of  potassium  iodide  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent,  cf  the 
respective  amounts  required  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  case  was  heard  at  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on 
October  24.    Mr.  W.  H.  Armstrong  defended. 

Mr.  H.  Treherne  Wiggs,  the  Vestry's  inspector,  made  a 
purchase  of  iodine  at  the  defendants'  shop,  and  had  it 
analysed,  with  the  result  set  forth  in  the  summons. 

For  the  defence  one  of  the  defendants'  assistants  was 
called,  and  stated  that  he  made  some  tincture  of  iodine 
about  a  fortnight  before  the  inspector  called.  He  made  1 
pint,  but  calculated  the  ingredients  for  §  pint.  It  was 
entirely  his  mistake,  and  the  defendants  had  no  knowledge 
-of  the  matter.  In  answer  to  his  Worship  the  assistant  said 
he  was  not  a  qualified  chemist. 

Mr.  Hopkins  ordered  the  defendants  to  pay  a  fine  of  51. 
■and  costs. 


Alum  in  Currant  cake. 
Edwin  Thomas,  grocer,  Mardy,  was  summoned  at  the 
Pontypridd  Police  Court  on  October  23  for  selling  a  currant- 
ioaf  adulterated  with  33  gr.  of  alum  per  4-lb.  loaf.  The 
defendant  admitted  that  he  had  used  American  baking- 
powder  in  manufacturing  the  cake,  but  said  he  was  entirely 
ignorant  that  it  contained  alumina.  The  packet  was  marked 
"*!  Warranted  Pure,"  and  he  thought  that  should  protect  him. 
He  was  fined  21.  and  costs. 


Cotton-seed  Oil  for  Olive  Oil. 

At  Derby,  on  Oct.  24,  Edward  Macbon,  chemist,  Burton  Road 
<and  Park  Street,  Derby,  was  summoned  for  selling  6  oz.  of  olive 
oil,  on  September  19,  which  was  found  to  consist  of  cotton- 
seed oil  entirely.  The  defence  was  that  the  oil  was  supplied 
through  a  mistake,  and  Mr.  Hurst,  assistant  to  the  defen- 
dant, deposed  that  the  cotton- seed  oil  had  been  accidentally 
put  into  tbe  olive-oil  bottle  before  it  was  sent  to  him  from 
the  other  shop.  It  was  impossible  to  detect  the  difference 
by  the  appearance  He  assured  the  Bench  that  it  was  not 
•done  wilfully.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  5s.  and 
costs. 


Ground  Rice  in  Allspice. 

At  Wolverhampton  Police  Court,  on  October  25,  Mr.  George 
Evans,  Bilston  Street,  was  summoned  for  seiliog  allspice 
•certified  to  contain  60  per  cent,  of  ground  rice.  He  was 
fined  20s.  and  costs. 


CHARGE  OF  MUTILATING  MEDICINE- STAMPS. 
At  the  Northampton  Borough  Police  Court  on  October  28, 
before  the  Major  and  three  other  Magistrates,  the  hearing 
of  the  charges  brought  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities 
against  Evan  Charles  Ashford  (52),  chemist,  of  Gold  Street, 
Northamoton,  was  resumed.  Mr.  Ashford  is  charged,  under 
section  13,  sub  sections  5  and  9,  of  the  Stamp  Duties 
Management  Act,  1891,  that  he,  within  the  past  six  months, 
in  the  Borough  of  Northampton,  did  feloniously  mutilate 
a  stamp  within  the  meanicg  of  the  same  Act,  with  intent 


that  use  should  be  made  of  a  part  of  such  stamp ;  and, 
further,  with  feloniously  and  knowiDgly  and  without  lawful 
excuse  having  in  his  possession  on  October  21,  1895,  a 
certain  stamp  which  had  been  fraudulently  mutilated.  He 
was  also  further  charged  with  feloniously  and  fraudulently 
affixing  and  placing  on  a  certain  packet  a  part  of  a  stamp 
which  had  been  cut,  torn,  and  removed  out  of  and  from  a 
certain  other  stamp. 

The  nominal  prosecutor  was  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Llewhellin, 
detective  supervisor  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Department, 
Somerset  House,  for  whom  Mr.  G.  H.  Denniss,  barrister-at- 
law,  Somerset  House,  appeared  ;  the  accused  was  defended  by 
Mr.  C.  C.  Becke. 

Mr.  Denniss,  having  referred  to  tbe  Acts  which  imposed 
medicine  duty,  said  the  defendant  was  alleged  to  have  pre- 
pared certain  articles  for  sale  to  the  public  which  were 
chargeable  for  duty.  The  first  was  "  Simco's  tongue  fever- 
powders,"  the  secord  was  "  Ashford's  celebrated  essence  of 
linseed,"  and  the  third  was  "  ritrovare  voice-lozenges."  These 
were  all  liable  to  duty,  and  could  not  be  sold  without  a 
proper  stamp  being  affixed  to  them.  By  the  Stamp  Duties 
Management  Act,  1891,  which  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of 
consolidating  the  law  relating  to  the  subject,  all  duties  were 
placed  under  the  care  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Commissioners. 
Section  13  of  that  Act  states: — 

Every  person  who  does,  or  causes,  or  procures  to  be  done,  or  knowingly 
aid',  abets,  or  assists  in  doing  aDy  of  the  Acts  following,  that  is  to  say — 

Sub-section  5. — Fraudulently  mutilates  any  stamp  with  intent  that  any 
use  should  be  made  of  any  part  <  f  such  stamp  ;  and 

Sub  section  9. — Knowingly,  and  without  lawful  excuse  (the  proof 
whereof  shall  lie  on  the  person  accused),  has  in  hi;  iposstssion  any  forged 
die,  or  stamp,  or  any  stamp  which  has  been  fraudulently  printed  or  im- 
pressed from  a  genuine  die  or  any  stamp,  or  part  of  a  stamp,  which  has 
been  fraudulently  cut,  torn,  or  otherwise  removed  from  any  material,  or 
any  stamp  which  has  been  fraudulently  mutilated,  or  any  stamped 
material  out  of  which  any  name,  sum,  date,  or  other  matter  or  thing  has 
been  fraudulently  erased  or  otherwise  either  really  or  apparently 
removed, 

shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  be  kept  in 
penal  servitude  for  any  term  not  exceeding  fourteen  years,  or  to  be  im- 
prisoned with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two 
years. 

Mr.  Ashford  was  alleged  to  have  had  some  of  these 
preparations  in  his  possession  which  were  purchased  from 
him,  and  which,  instead  of  bearing  complete  stamps,  had 
upon  them  stamps  which  had  been  cut  in  two.  Counsel  then 
exhibited  a  packet  of  ritrovare  voice- lozenges,  which,  he 
said,  had  been  sold  with  a  stamp  cut  in  two  instead  of  a 
complete  stamp  upon  it,  and  was  about  to  hand  it  up  to  the 
Bench  to  examine  it  when  Mr.  Becke  objected,  and  asked 
that  the  packet  should  be  produced  in  evidence  in  the  usual 
manner.  Mr.  Denniss  then  stated  the  stamp  had  been  cut 
and  a  label  pasted  down  over  the  cut  end  so  as  to  hide  it. 
That,  it  was  alleged,  had  been  done  in  several  cases. 
Detective  supervisor  Llewhellin,  of  Somerset  House,  was 
instructed  to  inquire  into  the  case  and  to  visit  Mr.  Ashford 
with  the  view  of  ascertaining  tbe  circumstances  under  which 
it  occurred.  Three  packets  were  given  to  him,  two  of  which 
were  purchased  in  London  and  one  at  Wellingborough.  The 
detective  supervisor  visited  Mr.  Ashford's  premises,  and  it 
was  pointed  out  to  the  defendant  the  stamps  were  cut,  and 
he  was  asked  to  give  an  explanation.  He  then  made  a  state- 
ment, which  he  afterwards  

Mr.  Becke  :  Perhaps  you  will  not  state  what  he  said,  as  it 
miffht.  be  found  it  would  not  be  allowed  to  be  given  as 
evidence. 

Mr.  Denniss  said  Mr.  Ashford  gave  a  certain  explanation, 
which  he  altered,  and  gave  another,  which  the  detective 
supervisor  took  down  in  writing,  and  which  would  be  pro- 
duced. The  supervisor  then  left  the  defendant's  premises 
and  went  to  make  further  inquiries.  He  returned  to  the 
shop  on  the  following  morning,  and  from  instructions  he 
had  received  arrested  the  defendant.  On  the  first  occasion 
the  supervisor  visited  the  defendant's  shop  the  latter  pro- 
duced some  stamps  from  a  drawer,  and  some  of  these  were 
fouDd  to  have  been  cut  in  half,  and  there  were  also  some 
which  were  complete.  There  were  also  other  stamps  pro- 
duced which  had  the  appearance  of  having  been  used  and 
removed  from  the  material  or  articles  on  which  they  had 
been  placed. 
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Kobert  Edwin  Easton,  an  cfficer  of  the  Inland  Revenue, 
stationed  at  Somerset  House,  deposed  that  cn  October  7 
he  went  to  Harrod's  Stores,  Brompton  Road.  He  gave  an 
order,  and  on  October  9  returned  and  then  received  a  box  of 
Simco's  powders,  price  2s.  9d. — he  paid  2s.  5d — and  ex- 
amined the  label  by  soaking  it.  He  found  that  the  stamp 
was  cut  in  halves.  The  duty  on  this  box  would  be  3d.  On 
October  10  he  went  to  Barclay's  (Limited),  LondoD,  and 
received  a  similar  box  of  Simco's  powders,  for  which  he  paid 
2s.  9d.  He  examined  thi3  also,  and  found  that  two  \\d. 
stamps  had  been  cut  in  the  same  way.  On  October  12  be 
came  to  Northampton,  and  went  to  defendant's  premises  at 
32  Gold  Street.  He  thought  he  saw  the  defendant  there ;  it 
was  an  e'derly  man,  and  he  believed  him  to  be  the  same. 
He  purchased  a  Zs.  9d.  box  of  Simco's  toDgue  and  fever 
powders.  He  paid  2s.  9d.  for  it.  This  bore  no  Revenue 
stamp  whatever,  though  the  label  was  similar  to  those  on  his 
previous  purchases.  Witness  then  went  to  another  of 
defendant's  shops  in  Wellington  Place,  Northampton.  There 
he  purchased  a  2s.  9d.  box  of  Simco's  powders,  and  a  bottle 
of  essence  of  linseed,  for  which  he  also  paid  2s.  9d.  Each 
bore  two  l%d.  stamps.  On  the  same  day  he  made  some 
other  purchases  at  other  shops  in  Northampton.  He  went 
to  Messrs.  Blunt's  and  purchased  a  box  of  Simco's  powders, 
which  was  properly  stamped.  At  Mr.  Kirby's  he  purchased 
another— a  smaller — box,  also  properly  stamped.  He  paid 
Is.  for  this  box.  The  same  day  he  went  to  Wellingborough, 
and  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Smith,  chemist,  Market  Place,  he 
purchased  a  box  of  Ashford's  ritrovare  voice-lozenges,  for 
which  he  paid  Is.  l\d.  This  bore  only  a  portion  of  a  \\d. 
stamp.  He  afterwards  handed  the  purchases  made  at 
Harrow's,  Barclay's,  and  Smith's  to  Mr.  Llewhellin,  detective- 
inspector.] 

•Xiiis  witness  was  not  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Becke. 

Arthur  Jones  Llewhellin,  detective-inspector  of  Inland 
Revenue,  Somerset  House,  said  that  in  consequence  of  in- 
structions received  he  went  to  Barclay  &  Sons  (Limited), 
London,  and  there  received  these  articles  produced  :  Four 
boxes  of  Simco's  powders,  each  bearing  two  halves  of  \\d. 
stamps  ;  three  packets  of  ritrovare  lczenges  similarly 
stamped ;  one  large  bottle  of  essence  of  linseed  similarly 
stamped;  one  small  box  of  ritrovare  lozenges;  and  twenty- 
two  small  bottles  of  essence  of  linseed,  each  with  one-half  of 
a  lid.  stamp.  He  also  saw  at  Messrs.  Barclay's  some 
similar  packets  of  defendant's  preparations  properly  stamped. 
On  the  same  day,  accompanied  by  a  detective  officer  of  the 
Inland  Revenue  (Mr.  Leese)  he  came  to  Northampton,  and 
went  to  32  Gold  Street,  accompanied  by  Chief-inspector 
Rogers.  Witness  told  him  who  he  was,  and  said  he  had 
been  sent  down  to  make  some  inquiries.  Witness  showed 
him  the  three  packets  of  Simco's  powders  produced  by  the 
last  witness,  and  pointed  out  that  the  stamps  were  cut,  and 
also  showed  him  the  Stamp  Management  Act,  section  13, 
sub-sections  5  and  9. 

Witness  was  asked  what  the  defendant  said  to  him. 

Mr.  Becke  said  before  that  question  was  answered  he 
wished  to  know  whether  the  witness  cautioned  him. 

Witness:  No,  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Becke  :  And  you  were  not  in  uniform  ? 

Witness  :  No. 

Mr.  Becke  then  objected  to  anything  that  the  defendant 
said  being  given  in  evidence.  It  was  the  almost  invariable 
practice  of  the  judges  to  say  that  those  who  were  police-con- 
stables or  acting  in  a  similar  capacity,  before  they  could 
obtain  statements  from  people  which  might  affect  them, 
should  caution  them  by  stating  that  the  statements  might 
be  given  in  evidence  against  them.  Defendant  thought  he 
wis  speaking  to  someone  of  the  public. 

Mr.  Denniss  submitted  that  no  legal  objection  could  be 
raised  to  the  admission  of  the  evidence. 

The  Bench  allowed  the  evidence,  and  a  note  was  taken  of 
Mr.  Becke's  objection. 

Witness  (continuing)  said  the  defendant  said  to  him  :  "  I 
have  had  considerable  losses  of  late  financially,  and  my  son 
did  this  to  make  up  a  portion  of  my  loss."  Witness  said  : 
"  What  is  your  son's  name,  and  where  does  he  live,  as  I 
must  see  him  ?  "  Defendant  said :  "  He  is  now  in  London  ; 
but  don't  upset  him.  Dtn't  go  to  him."  WitneES  said  :  "  It 
is  not  a  question  of  upsetting  him.  I  have  a  duty  to  do, 
which  I  must  perform."  Defendant  then  said  :  "  I  will 
undertake  all  the  responsibility  of  this."   Witness  said : 


"  Do  you  withdraw  what  you  said  about  your  son  1 "  and  he 
replied  "  Yes."  Witness  said:  "  Then  wbatexplanation  are  yon 
going  to  give  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  about  this  V" 
He  would  take  it  down  and  send  on  to  them.  He  also  asked 
him  to  produce  all  the  stamps  he  had.  Defendant  produced 
a  small  drawer  full  of  stamps.  There  were  amongst  them 
152  proper  unused  stamps,  of  the  value  of  l±d. ;  eighteen 
3d.  ones ;  twelve  previously  used  l±d.  stamps ;  three  3d. ; 
fifty-two  at  6d. ;  and  nine  at  Is.,  all  previously  used.  He 
also  found  some  stamps  which  bad  been  cut  in  halves — ten 
of  the  new  stamps  and  one  of  the  old  issue,  and  eight 
fragments.  He  then  took  defendant's  statement  in  writing, 
which  he  now  produced.  Ashford  said  he  knew  some 
of  the  stamps  were  cut,  and  he  took  the  responsiblity 
of  the  lot,  and  would  not  implicate  his  boy.  He  further 
said  he  had  had  heavy  losses,  and  did  this  to  make 
them  up.  The  principal  reason  why  he  had  done  it 
was  thai  he  had  been  charged  income-tax  more  than  he 
had  earned,  and  he  had  tried  to  get  off  the  income-tax  by 
putting  across  the  paper,  "  What  is  the  good  of  me  filling 
up  a  statement  after  being  so  seriously  robbed  1 "  He  had 
done  this  twice  in  succession — this  year  and  last — and  his- 
reason  for  doing  so  was  that  the  income-tax  people  got  from 
him  money  they  were  not  entitled  to.  He  added  that  he 
did  this  to  recoup  his  losses  to  a  certain  extent,  and  that  it 
bad  not  been  done  very  extensively — Barclay's  twice  and 
Smith's,  Wellingborough,  twice  within  the  last  four  months- 
Defendant  showed  him  his  expenses  book  and  also  the 
ledger,  reading  him  some  extracts  from  the  latter,  which  he 
took  down,  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  medicine  to 
Barclay's.  Witness  told  defendant  he  should  send  a  state- 
ment to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  and  get  instruc- 
tions. Witness  asked  if  he  had  not  another  shop  in  the- 
Barrack  Road.  Defendant  said  "  Yes ;  but  you  will  find 
nothing  there."  Defendant  spoke  to  a  young  man  when 
they  entered  the  shop.  The  young  man  left  the  shop,  and 
he  afterwards  found  this  was  a  son.  Witness  visited  the> 
branch  shop,  but  found  neither  stamps  nor  similar  packets. 
On  the  following  morning  he  went  to  Wellingborough,  to 
the  shop  of  Mr.  Smith,  with  whom  he  had  a  conversation, 
and  who  produced  a  small  bottle  of  essence  of  linseed,  which 
bore  one-half  of  a  cut  l^d.  stamp.  An  assistant  produced 
three  boxes — one  of  powders  and  two  of  ritrovare  lozenges 
— each  bearing  one-half  of  a  \\d.  stamp.  He  then  came  to 
Northampton,  and  accompanied  by  Detective  Leese  and 
Chief-inspector  Rogers,  went  to  the  defendant,  and  told  him 
he  had  just  received  instructions  from  the  Beard  of  Inland 
Revenue  to  arrest  him.  He  showed  him  the  telegram,  and 
read  it  over  to  him,  the  defendant  replying,  "  I  think  it  is  a 
very  arbitrary  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  Board."  He 
was  brought  before  the  Magistrates  the  same  afternoon  and 
remanded. 

By  Mr.  Becke  :  He  found  the  defendant  doing  compara- 
tively a  large  business,  having  two  shops,  and  supplying 
other  shops  wholesale.  Witness  did  not  know  what  he  paid 
the  Inland  Revenue  yearly. 

These  stamps  are  under  a  very  old  regime,  are  they  not  1 — 
I  believe  they  are. 

Curiosities  more  than  of  any  value  ? — I  cannot  call  them- 
curiosities.  They  might  be  used,  he  thought,  in  certain 
cases.    He  was  not  an  authority  on  those  stamps. 

Chief  Detective-inspector  Rogers,  who  accompanied  Mr. 
Llewhellin  to  the  defendant's  shop,  confirmed  the  evidence 
given  by  Mr.  Llewhellin. 

By  Mr.  Becke  :  He  had  known  the  defendant  for  a  great 
number  of  years.  He  had  always  borne  a  very  high 
character.  It  was  true  that  he  had  recently  had  great 
financial  losses,  and  had  been  much  excited  about  them. 
He  had  heard  that  he  nearly  went  off  his  head.  He  had  a* 
large  family. 

Samuel  Leese,  another  cfficer  from  Somerset  House,  also 
gave  confirmatory  evidence,  and 

Rodney  Wilson,  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Barclay  &  Son& 
(Limited),  London,  stated  that  the  defendant  had  been  a 
customer  of  theirs  for  about  thirty  years.  He  bad  supplied 
them  for  the  last  seven  or  eight  years  with  Ashford's  essence 
of  linseed,  Ashford's  ritrovare  lczenges,  and  Simco's  tongue- 
powders.  Witness  ordered  them  when  they  were  required. 
Witness  bad  ordered  during  the  past  six  months  the  pre- 
parations of  medicine  produced  from  the  defendant.  The 
whole  of  the  articles  produced  had  been  supplied  to  the  firm. 
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by  the  defendant,  and  the  articles  taken  away  by  Mr. 
Llewhellin  ware  supplied  direct  to  the  firm  by  the  defendant. 
They  had  received  no  similar  articles  from  anyone  except 
the  defendant. 

Cross-examined :  Sometimes  wrappers  got  injured  in  the 
course  of  transit,  and  stamps  were  torn.  He  knew  that  had 
occurred  once  or  twice  this  year.  Whtn  that  was  the  case 
they  had  returned  mutilated  stamps  and  wrappers  to  Mr. 
Ashford. 

Re-examined :  They  did  not  come  with  the  label  pasted 
over  part  of  the  stamp  which  had  been  cut  off. 

William  Bennetton,  storekeeper  to  Messrs  Barclay  &  Sons, 
said  he  was  present  when  Mr.  Llewhellin  was  at  their 
premises.  He  handed  the  articles  produced  to  Mr. 
Llewhellin. 

Cross-examined  :  In  addition  to  those  articles  they  had 
a  large  quantity  of  the  defendant's  patent  medicines,  which 
he  showed  to  Mr.  Llewhellin,  and  which  were  properly 
stamped.    Mr.  Llewhellin  did  not  produce  them. 

John  Thomas  Smith,  chemist,  Market  Street,  Welling- 
borough, said  he  had  dealt  with  the  defendant  for  the  pre- 
parations referred  to.  On  October  22  last  Mr.  Llewhellin 
■visited  his  premises,  and  witness  handed  to  him  two  small 
bottles  of  the  essence  of  linseed  which  he  had  received 
from  the  defendant.  They  formed  part,  he  thought,  of  the 
articles  mentioned  in  the  invoice  produced.  He  handed  over 
the  articles  to  Mr.  Llewhellin  in  exactly  the  same  state  in 
which  he  received  them. 

Frederick  Simco,  chemist,  Cambridge  Street,  Welling- 
borough, carrying  on  business  at  Market  Street  in  that  town, 
stated  that  he  had  dealt  with  Mr.  Ashford.  The  three 
packages  produced  were  handed  over  to  Mr.  Llewhellin  on 
October  22.  He  ordered  them  from  Messrs.  Barclay  &  Sons, 
and  he  handed  them  over  in  the  same  state  in  which  they 
were  received. 

John  Churchward  Viggers,  officer  of  Inland  Rsvenue, 
stationed  at  Northampton,  stated  that  on  October  26  he 
went  to  Mr.  Smith,  chemist,  Rushden,  and  he  produced  the 
eight  bottles  of  linseed,  one  box  of  Simco's  powders,  and 
three  loose  powders,  which  witness  now  produced.  The 
linseed  contained  only  part  of  a  l\d.  stamp,  and  Simco's 
powders  contained  two  halves  of  a  l±d.  stamp. 

Cross-examined  :  The  packages  were  not  in  the  same  con- 
dition as  when  witness  received  them.  The  lab=ls  had  been 
turned  back. 

Charles  Smith,  chemist,  Rushden,  stated  that  be  received 
the  packages  mentioned  by  the  last  witness  direct  from  the 
defendant.  From  a  report  he  had  heard  he  had  previously 
examined  the  stamps,  and  found  that  they  had  been  cut. 

This  closed  the  case  for  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  Becke  said  he  did  not  propose  to  address  the  Bench 
•for  the  defence,  and 

Defendant  said  he  reserved  his  defence. 

He  was  then  committed  for  trial  at  the  next  assizes,  and 
the  same  bail  as  before—the  defendant  himself  in  400/. 
and  four  sureties  of  100Z.  each — was  accepted. 


MEDICATED  SOAPS  AND  THE  MEDICINE  STAMP 
DUTY. 

Before  the  Margate  Borough  Justices  on  Wednesday, 
October  30,  Adolpb.  Ludovic  Declercq,  trading  as  Ludovic  & 
•Co.,  makers  of  "pine-tar"  soap,  at  Margate,  was  summoned, 
at  the  instance  of  the  Inland  Revenue,  on  two  charges — 
first,  for  uttering,  vending,  and  exposing  for  sale,  and 
keeping  ready  for  sale  certain  medicines  liable  to  stamp- 
duty  without  having  obtained  a  licence ;  and,  secondly, 
with  offering  for  sale  a  packet  or  box  containing  a  certain 
preparation  and  composition  to  be  used  as  a  medicine  or 
medicament  for  the  prevention,  cure,  and  relief  of  disorders 
and  complaints  incident  to  or  affecting  the  human  body, 
known  as  "  Ludovic's  pine-tar  soap,"  without  a  paper  cover, 
wrapper,  and  Government  stamp.  The  proceedings  were 
taken  on  the  information  of  Mr.  Frencher,  the  local  officer  of 
Inland  Revenue,  and  the  point  to  be  determined  was  whether 
the  defendant,  who  claimed  for  his  soap  certain  cirative 
properties,  had  brought  himself  within  the  meaning  of  the 
2nd  section  of  the  Stamp  Act,  52  Gso.  Ill ,  cap.  150. 

Mr.  B.  Hawkins,  from  the  solicitor's  office  of  Somerset 
House,  prosscu'ied ;  M.:.  A.  Bromley  Barrows,  Rim--gate, 
defended. 


The  facts  as  to  the  sale  and  purchase  of  the  soap  were  not 
in  dispute,  and  evidence  was  briefly  given  by  Mr.  Frencher 
and  by  a  gentleman  who  purchased  a  packet  through  the 
post  on  the  instructions  of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities. 

In  his  arguments  Mr.  Hawkirs  contended  that  the  soap 
was  adveitised  as  a  salve  and  cure  for  various  ailments. 
He  read  from  a  handbill  issued  by  the  defendant  that  the 
soap  was  "  priceless  for  luDg  complaints,"  would  relieve 
eczema  in  its  various  forms,  and  was  "one  of  the  best 
remedies  for  that  terrible  disease  diphtheritic  sore-throat." 
This,  he  urged,  was  a  holding  out  of  the  soap  as  a  cure  or 
relief  for  various  ailments,  and  made  it  a  medicament  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  Defendant,  in  a  letter  to  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities,  had  contended  that  the  soap 
was  a  toilet  article,  but  their  reply  to  that  was  that  even 
though  it  were  used  as  a  toilet  article,  the  fact  that  it  was 
also  used  for  medicinal  purposes  imposed  upon  him  the  duty 
of  taking  out  a  licfnce  and  having  each  packet  stamped 
with  the  Government  stamp. 

A  Magistrate  inquired  whether  a  toilet  article  for  which 
its  makers  also  claimed  curative  properties — whether  it 
really  had  such  properties  or  not — cauld  be  said  to  come 
within  the  meaning  of  the  section. 

Mr.  Hawkins  said  "  Yes."  He  contended  that  defendant's 
own  statements  were  that  the  soap  was  used  as  a  salve,  that 
it  was  something  different  to  an  ordinary  toilet  soap. 

Mr.  Burrows,  in  defence,  said  the  case  was  one  of  great 
importance  to  soapmakers  ard  chemists  all  over  the  country. 
He  was  rather  surprised  that  the  Inland  Ravenue  authorities 
had  taken  the  trouble  to  come  to  Margate  to  prosecute  a 
small  manufacturer  when  they  had  many  opportunities  of 
having  this  test  case  settled  in  London,  where  precisely  the 
same  sort  of  thing  was  being  widely  done.  The  point  was 
whether  Ludovic's  pine-tar  soap  was  a  salve  within  the 
meaning  of  this  old  Act  of  George  III.  and  the  schedule 
thereto.  What  the  soap  professed  to  do  was  not  the  point. 
The  mere  fact  of  a  soap-manufacturer  saying  that  the  thing 
was  going  to  cure  such  and  such  a  disease,  or  a  whole  host 
of  diseases,  did  not  bring  bim  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act.  He  (Mr.  Burrows)  would  quote,  perhaps,  the  most  able 
authority  on  the  subject  in  support  of  his  statement — Mr. 
Alpe. 

Mr.  Hawkins  said  the  opinion  of  a  living  authority  was 
not  evidence  in  a  court  of  law. 

Mr.  Burrows  said  he  was  quite  aware  of  that,  but  there 
were  no  reported  cases  to  be  found  anywhere  on  the  subject, 
and  as  Mr.  Alpe  was  the  eminent  authority  consulted  by  the 
Revenue  authorities  on  all  these  matters  he  ventured  to 
quote  his  opinion  for  the  information  of  the  Bench. 
In  his  textbook  on  the  subject,  Mr.  Alpe  said: — 
"  Soap  used  in  the  ordinary  way  in  washiDg,  or 
dissolving  in  a  butt  is  not  a  medicine  within  the  meatiog  of 
the  Act,  and  therefore  is  not  liable  to  stamp-duty,  even 
though  medicated  or  recommended  for  the  prevent  ion,  cure, 
or  relief  of  skin- diseases,  as,  for  example,  '  Packer's  heal-all 
tar  soap,' or  Cleaver's  soap.  '  Cuticura  soap'  escapes  duty 
for  the  same  reason." 

Mr.  Barrows  proceeded  to  read  from  an  advertisement 
of  cuticura  soap  with  a  view  to  showing  that  similar 
qualities  were  claimed  for  cithura  as  for  Ludovic's  soap. 
The  Revenue  authorities  did  noL.  prosecute  the  proprietors 
of  the  cuticura  soap,  and  if  the  Bench  were  to  decide  that 
the  present  defendant  had  committed  a  breach  of  the  Act 
their  decision  would  enormously  affect  the  soap-trade  all 
through  the  country.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  soap  was  not 
a  salve  or  an  ointment  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and 
Sir  John  Attfield  (!)  had  analysed  the  scap  and  found  no 
chemicals  in  it.  The  Bench  would  appreciate  the  importance 
of  the  case  when  they  learned  that  the  Revenue  authorities 
contended  that  not  only  was  the  defendant  liable,  but  that 
every  retailer  who  sold  the  soap  was  liable  to  prosecution 
because  the  soap  did  not  bear  the  Government  stamp.  The 
Inland  Revenue  might  be  anxious  to  get  a  decision  to  settle 
the  point ;  but  be  asked  the  Beech  not  to  put  the  onus  upon 
his  client,  a  small  manufacturer,  but  to  leave  it  to  the  Inland 
Revenue  to  obtain  a  decision  on  appeal  if  they  thought  fit  to 
do  so. 

After  ten  minutes'  consideration  the  Justices  dismissed 
the  case,  without  costs. 

Mr.  HawkiDs  asked  the  Bench  whether  they  would  state  a 
case  if  the  authorities  decided  to  appeal. 
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The  Magistrates  said  they  would  leave  the  prosecution  to 
make  an  application  for  a  case  to  be  stated  if  they  thought 
fit,  and  would  then  give  their  decision. 


COMMISSIONER  KERR'S  ADVICE  TO 
EMBARRASSED  TRADESMEN. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  an  application  was 
made  to  have  a  Mr.  Lee.  perfumer,  Uxbiidge  Road,  Shepherd's 
Bush,  committed  to  Hollo  way  Gaol  for  not  having  paid  13Z. 
owing.  The  plaintiff  said  that  the  defendant  was  a  per- 
fumer, and  sold  toilet  articles.  He  kept  one  assistant. 
Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  asked  why  the  plaintiff  had  not 
levied  on  the  defendant's  goods  if  he  had  a  good  shop.  The 
plaintiff  said  he  bad,  arid  they  were  under  a  bill  of  sale. 
The  defendant  said  that  was  so.  He  was  compelled  to  give 
a  bill  of  saie  some  years  ago  to  his  brother.  He  had  not 
paid  any  part  of  the  principal — 901. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr:  As  long  as  there  are  bills  of  sale 
creditors  will  be  cheated  out  of  their  money,  I  know  that. 

The  defendant  added  that  it  was  a  hard  struggle  for  him 
to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bill  of  sale.  He  had  some  other 
debts  as  well  and  could  cot  pay  them. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  said  he  would  tell  the  defendant 
what  to  do. 

The  Defendant :  My  debts  do  not  exceed  501. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  :  You  had  better  get  rid  of  the  bill- 
of-sale  transaction  with  your  brother  and  you  must  "arrange 
matters."  When  you  btgin  with  a  thing  of  that  kind  you 
can  carry  it  out,  jou  know.  You  must  give  him  your  goods 
abiolutely,  and  you  can  then  take  them  on  hire  from  him  if 
>ou  like.  I  am  not  going  to  have  the  bill  of  sale  going  on  for 
ever,  being  a  promotion  to  your  goods  from  execution.  That 
is  what  they  are  generally  used  for.  When  you  have  got  rid 
of  the  bill  of  sale  then  file  a  request  for  the  administration  of 
your  affairs  in  this  court.  It  will  cost  you  nothing.  The 
case  will  stand  over  for  a  month  for  that  to  be  done. 

The  case  was  therefore  adjourned. 


AERA.TED-WATER  BOTTLES  AND   THE  MERCHAN- 
DISE MARKS  AC  T. 

At  the  Ystrad  Police  Court  on  October  28,  the  Llwynypia 
Aerated-water  Company,  Rhondda  Valley,  were  summoned 
under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  for  using  and  exposing 
for  sale  bottles  belonging  to  other  proprietors.  It  having 
been  proved  that  the  company  bad  sold  bottles  of  aerated 
water  in  bottles  bearing  other  names  than  that  of  the  com- 
pany, the  Stipendiary  (Mr.  Ignatius  Williams)  remarked 
that,  as  the  company  had  put  their  own  labels  upon  the 
bottles  they  had  used,  there  was  evidently  no  intention  on 
their  part  to  deceive  the  public.  Mr.  Hill,  who  appeared  for 
the  prosecution,  said  that  when  the  labels  were  off  customers 
of  the  company  sometimes  sold  them,  or  used  them  in  their 
own  retail  trade,  and  consequently  ths  public  were  under  the 
impression  that  these  people  were  dealing  with  the  firms 
whose  names  were  on  the  bottles.  It  was  an  offence  under 
the  Act  if  the  company  covered  the  other  firms'  marks  or 
names  with  their  own  labels.  The  Bench  concurred  in  that. 
Mr.  Hill  remarked  that  there  were  six  similar  cases  against 
the  defendants,  and,  as  they  bad  been  warned  twice,  a  heavy 
psnalty  should  be  imposed.  The  Stipendiary  observed  that 
-i.  penalty  for  the  first  offence  might  be  imposed  of  201.  Mr. 
Jenkins  remarked  that  the  man  who  had,  unaware  to  the 
company,  used  the  bottles,  bad  been  summarily  discharged. 
A  fine  of  10Z.,  including  costs,  was  imposed. 


At  the  Caerphilly  Police  Court,  on  October  29,  George 
Jenkins,  trading  as  the  Caerphilly  Aerated-water  Company, 
■was  chargsd,  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  with  having 
in  his  possession  for  sale  three  bottles  the  property  of  other 
makers.  The  filling  of  the  bottles  was  admitted,  but  it  was 
contended  that  as  there  was  no  intention  to  defraud,  no 
offence  had  been  committed.  Mr  Hill,  solicitor,  who  appeared 
for  the  South  Wales  Trade  Marks  Protection  Society,  said 
the  question  of  fraud  was  not  raised.  It  was  an  offence  for 
a  maker  of  aerated  water  to  use  a  bottle  belonging  to  another 
maker.  The  Bench  imposed  a  nominal  penalty  of  Is.  in  each 
case,  and  costs. 


THE  HOMOCEA  TRADE-MARK  CASE. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  October  25  the  matter  of  the  Liverpool  Mortgage  In- 
surance Company's  trade- mark  was  mentioned  before  Mr. 
Justice  Stirling.  The  motion  raises  a  question  of  the  real 
ownership  of  the  Homocea  trade-mark ;  but  as  the  Con- 
troller of  the  Board  of  Trade  had  not  been  communicated 
with  further,  and  it  was  necessary  to  do  so,  parties  agreed, 
and  his  Lordship  consented  to  allow  the  motion  to  stand 
over. 


A  POWDER-PUFF  DESIGN. 
Me.  Justice  Kekewich,  sitting  in  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court  ot  Justice,  had  before  him  on  Wednesday  the 
case  ot  Jan  v.  Skewes.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that 
plaintiff,  who  is  proprietor  of  a  registered  design  for  powdei- 
puffs,  seeing  some  of  them  exposed  for  sale  in  a  shop  at  Isling- 
ton, went  in,  and  having  purchased  one  the  defendant  asked 
him  if  he  knew  that  it  was  a  pirated  design.  That  was  the 
first  he  had  heard  of  it,  defendant  replied,  and'  saying  he 
would  sell  no  more  handed  over  the  only  one  he  had  left  to 
plaintiff.  She  consulted  a  solicitor,  who  wrote  to  defendant 
requiring  him  to  give  an  undertaking  and  pay  his  costs. 
Defendant  refusing,  an  action  to  restrain  him  from  selling  the 
puffs  was  commenced,  and  Mr.  E.  Ford  now  supported  that 
application.  Mr.  Stokes,  for  the  defendant,  submitted  that 
under  the  Trade  Marks  Act  of  1883  a  retailer,  before  he 
could  be  held  liable  for  selling  a  pirated  article,  must  be 
shown  to  have  had  knowledge  that  it  was  an  infringement  of 
a  registered  design.  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  taking  this  view, 
dismissed  the  action  with  costs.

Re  Leon  Kokocinski,  Blenheim  Crescent,  Notting  Hill. 

This  bankrupt,  who  was  examined  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  on  October  23,  was  one  of  the  vendors  to 
"  Sequah  (Limited)  "  of  the  medicine  business  carried  on  in 
that  name.  The  bankrupt  had,  in  addition  to  the  Sequah 
medicine  business,  traded  as  an  optician,  and  at;  Berlin  as  a 
scap-powder  manufacturer  and  jeweller.  He  stated  that  he 
was  a  native  of  Poland,  and  in  1883  came  to  this  country 
from  New  York.  Since  then  he  bad  been  connected  with 
various  businesses,  and  had  taken  stalls  at  exhibitions,  both 
at  home  and  abroad.  In  conjunction  with  Mr.  Hartley  and 
Mr.  Emil  Danztger  he  was,  in  J837,  earrjing  on  business  as 
manufacturer  and  vendor  of  a  patent  medicine  which  Mr. 
Hartley  had  been  selling  in  the  United  States.  They  traded 
in  partnership,  and  agents  were  appointed  on  salary  and 
commission  to  vend  the  medicines  throughout  Gieat  Britain 
and  Ireland.,  Mr.  Hartley,  as  cipital,  found  500Z.,  and  a 
further  2002.  was  provided  by  Mr.  Dacziger  and  witness.  In 
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the  first  instancs  the  business  was  carried  on  as  a  firm  ;  the 
partnership  was  afterwards  dissolved,  and  the  Sequah  Medi- 
cine Firm  (or  Company)  (Limited)  was  established,  and 
ultimately  the  business  was  transferred  to  Sequah  (Limited), 
which  was  formed  in  1890  with  a  capital  of  300,OOOZ.  to 
acquire  it.  The  consideration  for  the  purchase  was  agreed 
at  250,000/ ,  payable  in  cash  and  shares.  About  75,000/.  was 
subscribed  by  the  public,  out  of  which  amount  witness  and 
his  partners  received  about  23,000/  in  cash,  of  which  16  000/. 
went  in  promotion  expenses.  His  share  had  been  about  2,000/. 
in  cash,  17,000/.  in  ordinary  shares,  and  8,000/  in  preference 
shares  He  pooled  his  shares,  and  eventually  got  about 
1,200/  for  them.  He  had  made  a  profit  of  about  5,000/.  in 
connection  with  the  German  village  at  Chicago,  but  bad  lost 
the  bulk  of  it  in  the  soap-powder  business.  He  had  also  lost 
money  in  American  brewery  shares,  and  had  incurred  other 
lo'ses.  Tbe  examination  was  concluded,  the  liabilities  beiDg 
710/ ,  and  the  assets  4/. 


Re  Charle3  Montague,  8  Rsd  Lion  Square,  W.C., 
Patent-medicine  Proprietor. 

This  case  came  before  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on 
October  145.  it  being  in  the  list  of  the  day's  public  exami- 
nations. The  bankrupt — described  as  Charles  Montasue, 
otherwise  Napoleon  Hirschfeld,  otherwise  Cbas.  Ashley, 
now,  or  lately,  of  45  Great  Russell  Street,  Bloomsbury ; 
8  Red  L'on  Square,  W.C. ;  and  Sarjgora  Road,  Clapham — 
has  not  snrrpndered  under  the  proceedings,  and  upon  the 
application  of  Mr.  Chapman,  Assistant  Receiver,  the  exami- 
nation was  adjourned  sine  die.

Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman,  Assistant  Receiver, 
repoits  that  the  debtor  failed  once  previously,  in  December, 
1884,  when,  having  carried  on  business  as  chemist  at 
Erixton,  S.W.,  he  paid  a  composition  of  Is.  6d.  in  the 
pound  on  unsecured  liabilities  amounting  to  1,116/.

— On  October  9,  A.  K  Aves,  chemist  and  druggist, 
late  of  Newark.    Aged  41. 

Pochin. — At  midnight  on  Monday  last,  October  28,  Mr. 
H.  D.  Pochin,  J.P.,  D  L.,  died  at  Bodnant  Hall,  near  Bettws- 
y-Coed,  aged  71.  Mr.  Pochin  was  a  native  of  Wipton, 
Leicestershire,  and  on  leaving  school  was  apprenticed  to  a 
local  chemist  and  druggist,  and  was  an  early  student  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  school.  Subsequently,  he  took  a 
position  in  the  establishment  of  Mr  James  Woolley,  Man- 
chester. Later,  he  became  manager  of  and  ultimately 
a  partner  in  the  business  of  Halliday  &  Co.,  chemical 
manufactures,  Salford,  afterwards  conducted  under  the 
firm  of  "Pochin  &  Woolley."  Mr.  Pochin  patented,  him- 
self and  in  conjunction  with  others,  processes  for  the  pro- 
duction of  alum  and  for  the  purification  of  resin,  and  made 
a  large  fortune.  He  became  connected  officially  with  a  con- 
siderable number  of  the  most  important  manufactures  and 
industries  of  the  kiDgdom,  and  was  at  one  time  a  director  of 
not  fewer  than  twenty-two  concerns,  including  such  impor- 
tant ones  as  Belckow,  Vaugban  &  Co.,  John  Brown  &  Co., 
the  Metropolitan  Railway.  &o.

WHO    PASSED    THE  PHARMACY 
ACT  ? 

One  of  the  commonest  of  pharmaceutical  illusions  is  the 
as  sumption  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  a  measure  framed, 
d  opted,  and  passed  by  pharmacists  themselves.     It  is 
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generally  allowed  that  the  British  Parliament  sanctioned 
the  statute  in  a  more  or  less  formal  manner,  and  perhaps 
had  a  certain  moderating  influence  upon  its  provisions. 
But  almost  universally  the  Legislature  is  credited  with  quite 
subordinate  functions  in  the  transactions  which  led  up  to 
the  official  incorporation  of  chemists  and  druggists  and  the 
establishment  of  restriction  on  the  sale  of  poisons.  The 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  those  of  his 
colleagues  who  are  fond  of  furnishing  the  new  generation  of 
pharmacists  with  historical  reminiscences  of  the  Society 
they  represent,  have  for  a  long  time  encouraged  this 
erroneous  idea,  not,  perhaps,  intentionally  at  first,  but,  it  may 
be  supposed,  as  a  consequence  of  looking  at  the  records 
from  a  pharmaceutical  point  of  view  exclusively.  Mr. 
Carteighe  himself  certainly|knows  better  ;  but  we  are  all 
familiar  with  the  interesting  legend  which  he  has  gradually 
evolved  in  the  course  of  his  occasional  country  excursions  to 
the  effect  that  his  Society  had  drafted  and  would  have 
carried  an  Act  which  would  have  ensured  peace  and  happi- 
ness, and  shelter  and  protection,  for  pharmacists  from  that 
day  onwards,  if  it  had  not  been  that  at  the  critical  moment 
a  jealous  horde  of  druggists  of  the  baser  sort  intervened 
and  substituted  for  the  fair  fabric  of  Mr.  Carteighe's  dreams 
the  "  wretched  Poisons  Bill "  which  hasdone  duty  as  a  most 
imperfect  charter  since  1863. 

It  seems  to  us  important  to  put  on  record,  especially  for 
the  benefit  of  such  judges  as  Sheriff  Campbell  Smith,  of 
Dundee,  the  assertion,  which  it  would  be  quite  easy  to  prove, 
that  the  Pharmacy  Act,  so  far  at  least  as  the  sale  of 
poisons'  section  go,  was  practically  forced  on  chemists  by 
the  Legislature.  For  thirty  years  previous  to  1868  one 
Government  after  another  had  sought  to  provide  some 
statutory  conditions  under  which  poisons  might  be  more 
safely  sold  than  when  the  trade  in  them  was  absolutely 
unrestricted.  In  1851  the  Arsenic  Act  was  got  on  the 
Statute  Book,  but,  besides  this,  successive  Governments  made 
a  dozen  or  more  attempts  to  protect  the  public  against  the 
dangers  attending  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  other  poisons. 
None  of  these  were  successful  ;  most  of  them  were  im- 
practicable, and  were  opposed  by  chemists  themselves  ;  but 
it  was  only  because  the  Bill  drafted  by  the  United  Society 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists  seemed  to  offer  some  means  of 
carrying  out  the  project  which  Government  departments 
had  so  long  cherished  that  it  secured  the  favour  of  in- 
fluential legislators,  and  was  preferred  before  that  which 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  submitted. 

When  a  case  of  poisoning  has  to  be  inquired  into  by  a 
coroner  and  a  jury,  the  importance  of  exact  obedience  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  is  very  properly  insisted 
upon.  Juries  are  generally  disposed  to  complain,  if  at  all, 
that  the  protection  provided  for  the  public  by  law  is  too 
moderate,  and  not  that  it  is  excessive.  The  necessity  for 
all  the  precautions  is  clearly  seen  when  a  death  occurs,  but  if 
the  legal  protection  is  to  be  valid,  the  restrictions  prescribed 
must  be  exercised  in  ten  thousand  other  instances  where 
a  fatal  result  does  not  occur.  Most  of  the  judges  be 
fore  whom  Pharmacy  Act  cases  have  been  tried  fully  recognise 
this  very  obvious  consideration,  and  it  is  only  very  occa- 
sionally that  we  have  to  record  such  unseemly  observations 
from  the  Bench  as  those  which  were  made  last  week  by 
Sheriff  Campbell  Smith,  of  Dundee,  in  the  case  which  he 
was  called  upon  to  try.  At  the  first  hearing  of  the  action 
against  the  grocer's  assistant,  James  Stewart,  he  declared  he 
would  convict  no  one  of  selling  poison  if  it  was  in  such 
quantities  that  could  not  possibly  do  any  harm.  When  the 
case  cams  on  the  next  week  he  had  no  more  evidence  as  to 
the  quantity  of  poison  supplied  than  was  before  him  on  the 
previous  occasion,  but  he  found  himself  forced  to  con- 
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vict.  It  is  a  pity  that  he  could  not  have  done  so  without 
aiding  remarks  which  showed  that  his  sympathies  were  all 
against  the  Act  and  in  favour  of  the  defendant.  His  very 
irrelevant  suggestion  that  the  sale  of  whisky,  nitre,  lucifer- 
matches,  and  wall-papers  might  form  happy  hunting-grounds 
for  this  Society  occasioned  some  laughter,  but  they  only 
showed  how  ^imperfectly  the  Sheriff  had  studied  the- 
Act  which  it  was  his  business  to  administer.  Sheriff  Camp- 
bell Smith  may,  or  may  not,  be  wiser  than  Parliament,  and 
evidently  he  would  not  have  approved  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
in  its  present  shape ;  but  if  he  is  not  willing  to  administer 
the  law  as  he  finds  it,  it  is  time  for  him  to  resign 
his  office.  And  we  have  the  right  to  show  that  in 
these  prosecutions,  which  it  is  the  Society's  duty  to  carry 
out,  they  are  simply  fulfilling  the  deliberately-expressed 
wij  of  the  nation  that  certain  specifically  named  poisons 
shall  be  sold  by  properly  qualified  chemists  and  druggists, 
and  by  them  only. 


DEVELOPMENTS    IN   THE  ALKALI 
INDUSTRY. 

The  heavy-chemical  trade  has  been  in  a  somewhat  per- 
turbed condition  lately  in  consequence  of  impending  new- 
developments  in  alkali-manufacture,  which  threaten  to 
revolutionise  that  important  industry.  Humour  has  been 
especially  busy  in  spreading  reports  calculated  to  injure  the 
position  of  the  United  Alkali  Company  (Limited),  a  body 
which,  unfortunately  for  itself,  possesses  several  vulnerable 
points  in  its  armour.  The  United  Alkali  Company  has 
naturally  a  great  many  enemies,  especially  among  the 
chemical  dealers,  who,  before  its  formation  at  the  end  of 
1890,  acted  as  middlemen  for  the  thirty  odd  firms  whose 
works  were  merged  into  the  giant  corporation,  and  who  have 
since  been  docked  of  most  of  their  profits  in  the  way  of 
trade  by  the  establishment  of  direct  trade-relations  between 
the  company  and  its  customers.  And  even  those  less  inter- 
ested parties  who  profess  goodwill  towards  the  Company 
have  lately  shown  distinct  symptoms  of  that  characteristic 
frame  of  mind  which  La  Rochefoucauld  lorg  ago  summed 
up  in  the  familiar  aphorism  :  "  In  the  adversity  of  our  best 
friends  we  often  find  something  that  is  not  exactly  displeas- 
ing." The  prophecies  now  freely  current  in  chemical  circles 
predicting  worse  evils  in  store  for  the  United  Alkali  Com- 
pany, nay,  discussing  the  probabilities  of  its  speedy  dissolu- 
tion or  its  rapid  fall  before  the  threatened  assault  of  the 
new  Castner-Kellner  electrolytic  process  for  the  production 
of  caustic-soda  and  bleaching-powder,  should  therefore  be 
received  cautiously  'and  with  due  allowance  for  possibly 
unintended  exaggeration.  Still,  even  its  best  friends  cannot 
deny  that  the  United  Alkali  Company  is  passing  through  a 
serious  crisis,  and  the  steady  fall  in  its  shares  which  has 
been  going  on  for  some  time  reflects,  to  a  certain  extent,  the 
general  feeling  of  distrust  in  the  power  of  the  company  to 
hold  its  own  in  the  troublous  times  ahead. 

Since  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence,  when  the  United 
Alkali  Company  made  net  profits  of  536, 870,?.  and  741,233^. 
respectively,  and  paid  first  5  and  then  6  per  cent,  dividend  on 
its  ordinary  shares,  some  of  its  most  remunerative  products 
have  suffered  sorely  from  general  depreciation  and  new  com- 
petition. In  soda- ash,  soda  crystals,  and  soda  bicarbonate 
its  old  Leblanc-plant  could  not,  of  course,  compete  with  the 
newer  process  of  its  great  rivals,  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co- 
(Limited).  When  the  company  was  formed,  it  was  stated 
that  the  works  merged  in  it  produced  an  aggregate  of 
140,000  tons  of  soda-ash  yearly,  while  the  three  existing 
ammonia- soda  works  only  turned  out  115,000  tons  between- 
them.    But  it  is  a  fast  that,  whereas  soda-ish  can  be  made- 
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at  an  enormously  profitable  rate  by  the  ammonia-soda  pro- 
cess, its  manufacture  by  the  Leblanc  process  of  the  United 
Alkali  Company  is  the  reverse  of  profitable.  An  arrange- 
ment has  recently  been  arrived  at  by  the  United  Alkali  Com- 
pany, Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  two  other  firms  manufacturing 
soda-ash  in  this  country,  and  the  Continental  and  American 
Solway-works,  regulating  the  price  of  the  article  and  the 
field  of  operations  to  which  each  of  the  parties  is  to  con- 
fine itself.  This  arrangement,  which  has  been  concluded  for 
a  period  of  five  years,  has  been  followed  by  a  sharp  advance 
in  the  quotation  of  the  article,  and  will  probably  prove  a 
very  beneficial  one  to  the  Alkali  Company,  unless,  indeed, 
new  competition  should  arise  in  this  department,  for  it  is 
said  that  a  Northern  firm  of  scap- makers  intend  to  com- 
mence shortly  the  manufacture  [of  soda-ash  by  a  new  pro- 
cess at  Port  Runcorn.  The  United  Alkali  Company  and 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  are  also  starting  new  ammonia-soda 
works  on  the  Tees,  and,  under  the  circumstances,  there  is 
not  likely  to  be  any  scarcity  of  soda-ash  for  some  time  to 
come. 

With  regard  to  the  other  principal  products  of  the 
United  Alkali  Company,  chlorate  of  potash  has  been  a  very 
profitable  article  in  the  past,  but  recently  the  price  of  this 
chemical  has  sunk  to  an  almost  unprecedentedly  low  figure, 
and  the  United  Alkali  Company's  trade  in  it  is  further 
threatened  by  a  new  electrolytic  manufacture  of  chlorate  of 
potash  abroad.  There  remain,  as  special  products  of  the 
company,  caustic  soda  and  bleaching-powder.  The  total 
annual  production  of  the  former  article  in  this  country  is 
reported  to  be  about  160,000  tons  a  year,  that  of  the  latter 
150.000  tons.  The  United  Alkali  Company,  who  have,  if  not 
the  monopoly,  at  any  rate  the  lion's  share,  of  this  output, 
cannot,  according  to  their  critics,  produce  bleaching-powder 
at  a  cost  of  much  less  than  51.  10s.,  and  caustic  soda  (70  per 
cent  )  for  less  than  61.  per  ton.  The  present  market  prices 
of  these  articles  are  about  11.  and7Z.  10s.  per  ton  respectively. 
The  margin  of  profit,  allowing  for  concessions  which  must 
be  made  to  preserve  the  trade  with  certain  foreign  markets, 
is  not  at  all  a  bad  one,  and  would  probably  enable  the 
United  Alkali  Company  to  get  along  moderately  well  if  it 
were  assured.  Bat  that  is  j  ust  what  seems  not  to  be  the  case. 
For  over  a  year,  it  is  claimed,  caustic  soda  of  muih  greater 
purity  than  can  be  achieved  by  the  Leblanc  process  has  been 
quietly  manufactured  by  Messrs.  Crossfield  &  Sons,  of  War- 
rington, and  sold  in  competition  with  the  United  Alkali  Com- 
pany's caustic.  The  present  output  of  caustic  at  the  WarriDg- 
ton  Works  is  said  to  be  only  12  000  tons,  but  the  plant  is  being 
increased,  and  there  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that,  if  compe- 
tition a  outrance,  hitherto  wisely  avoided,  should  result,  the 
Alkali  Company  will  have  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in 
holding  its  own.  Messrs.  Crossfield  &  Sons,  in  this  depart- 
ment of  their  activity,  are  said  to  be  working  hand-in-hand 
with  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  who  are  also  reported  to  be  con- 
templating the  laying  down  of  caustic-soda  plant  similar  to 
that  at  WarriDgton  at  one  of  their  own  works.  It  is 
asserted,  apparently  on  good  authority,  that  the  output  of 
caustic  soda  by  the  United  Alkali  Company  has  fallen  from 
180,000  tons  in  1891  to  120,000  tons  in  1891.  It  looks, 
therefore,  as  if  this  department  were  seriously  undermined. 

To  all  these  troubles  the  serious  fact  must  be  added  that 
the  outlet  for  the  United  Alkali  Company's  goods  abroad  is 
becoming  smaller  year  by  jear.  Oar  alkali  industry  has 
always  depended  for  its  prosperity  in  grea<i  part  upon  the 
export  trade,  and  that  business  is  gradually  but  slowly  being 
ruined — at  any  rate,  so  far  as  the  Continent  of  Europe  is 
concerned — -by  tariff  legislation  expressly  designed  to  foster 
native  industries.  Within  the  last  decade  our  trade  in  alkali 
with  Germany  and  France,  formerly  among  our  best  cus- 


tomers, has  dwindled  to  a  shadow  of  its  former  self;  and 
Russia,  our  biggest  Continental  customer,  purchases  less 
year  by  year  in  proportion  as  her  own  alkali  trade  increases. 

Now,  last  but  not  least,  comes  the  announcement  that  a 
process  is  about  to  be  applied  on  a  large  commercial  scale 
whereby  not  only  caustic  soda,  but  bleaching-powder,  the 
United  Alkali  Company's  last  remaining  prop,  can  be  put  on 
the  market  at  piice3  with  which  the  Leblanc  makers  cannot 
possibly  compete.  The  new  enemy  is  the  Castner-Kellner 
Alkali  Company  (Limited),  of  which  the  formation  was 
announced  in  oar  last  issue.  It  has  come  in  rather 
a  questionable  shape,  widely  divergent  opinions  being 
entertained  of  its  prospects.  Electrolytical  processes  of 
alkali-manufacture  are  still  in  the  experimental  stage ;  and 
at  least  half-a-dozen  of  them  are  either  actually  being  tried 
or  about  to  be  so.  Mr.  Hamilton  Y.  Castner,  an  American, 
and  Mr.  Call  Kellner,  a  German,  chemist,  claim  that  their 
process  has  been  in  commercial  operation  at  the  Aluminium 
Works,  Oldbury,  for  some  considerable  time,  and  has  proved 
thoroughly  successful.  They  say,  or  their  friends 
say  for  them,  that  they  will  be  able  to  produce 
caustic  soda  of  78  5  per  cent.  Liverpool  test — a  much 
purer  article  than  the  United  A'kali  Company  can  possibly 
put  on  the  market  under  its  present  process — at  <\l.  5s.  per 
ton,  and  bleaching-powder  at  31.  per  ton,  and  they  say  that 
the  Messrs.  Solway  and  many  other  chemical  authorities, 
including  Sir  Henry  Roscoe,  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond,  and  Sir 
John  Brunner,  are  so  satisfied  with  the  process  that  they 
will  support  the  venture,  either  as  investors  or  by  their 
names.  For  the  present,  however,  it  is  only  proposed  to  lay 
down  plant  for  the  annual  production  of  6,300  tons  of 
caustic  soda  and  13,600  tons  of  bleaching-powder  -  har  dly 
enough  to  cause  a  revolution  in  the  market.  On  the  other 
hand,  those  who  doubt  the  success  of  the  new  process  point 
to  the  vague  generalities  of  the  prospectus  of  the  Company 
— to  the  fact  that,  although  the  Castner-Kellner  process  is 
said  to  have  been  worked  "commercially"  at  Oldbury  for 
over  a  j  ear,  no  particulars  are  afforded  as  to  the  disposal  of  the 
output  or  the  cost  of  production,  that  no  precise  figures 
are  given  with  regard  to  the  quantity  of  salt  decomposed, 
or  the  site  where  it  is  intended  to  start  the  works,  and  to 
the  difficulty  of  producing  such  comparatively  low-priced 
articles  as  caustic  and  bleach  by  the  agency  of  the  very 
expensive  quicksilver,  of  which  enormous  quantities  will 
admittedly  be  required  in  the  process.  To  this  the 
promoters  of  the  company  reply  that  the  working, 
of  the  process  has  shown  that  there  is  no  loss 
in  mercury  either  by  volatilisation  or  solution,  inasmuch 
as  the  metallic  surface  is  kept  wet  and  the  mercury  is  never 
removed  from  the  electrolytic  cells,  while,  as  for  the 
suggestion  that  the  electrolytic  process  depends  for  its 
success  upon  cheap  water-power,  the  experience  gained  shows 
that  it  will  be  quite  possible  to  use  steam — which,  in  fact, 
is  what  the  promoters  intend  to  do.  The  basis  of  the 
Castner-Kellner  process  is  the  employment  of  a  moving 
body  of  quicksilver,  which,  aiding  the  electrical  action, 
produces  sodium-amalgam,  which  is  decomposed  electiically 
as  soon  as  it  is  formed.  The  cells  emplojed  are  only  one- 
fifth  of  the  size  used  in  any  other  process,  and  the  manipula- 
tion is  almost  automatic,  very  little  labour  being  required. 
An  idea  of  the  quantity  of  quicksilver  required  may  be 
obtained  from  the  statement  that  about  45  toDs  (s-tc)  of  that 
metal  will  be  needed  to  decompose  12  cwt.  of  salt  per  hour  ; 
but,  as  already  ob-erved,  the  Castner-Kellner  Company  aver 
that  there  will  be  practically  no  loss  of  the  metal,  and  con- 
sequently no  danger  to  the  general  health  and  no  prohibitive 
cost.  We  have  already  pointed  out  that  the  manner  in 
which  the  by-reactions  are  grappled  with  is  but  vaguely  re- 
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ferred  to,  and  we  yet  want  definite  information  upon  this' 
the  crux  of  the  whole  matter. 


E.P.  NOMENCLATURE. 

Some  things  die  hard.  Pharmacopoeia  criticism  is  one  of 
them,  as  our  pages  this  week  testify.  The  British  Medical 
Journal  also  gives  indications  of  a  recrudescence  of  the 
epidemic.  Last  week  Dr.  Julius  Althaus  wrote  regarding 
nomenclature.  He  likes  such  words  as  phenazone,  which 
curious  people  who  read  prescriptions  cannot  make  out,  and 
he  wants  more  of  them.  He  says  "  Fowler's  solution  "  is  as 
well  known  to  the  public  as  "  liquor  arsenicalis  "  ;  but  why 
should  we  not  have  such  a  synonym  rendered  official  as 
V  liquor  asiaticus  "  or  perhaps  "  Hevozti,"  after  the  German 
physician  of  the  seventeenth  century,  who  first  used  arsenic 
for  ague  and  its  sequels  long  before  Fowler,  Pearson,  and 
Heim  did  so.  Tinctura  nucis  vomicce  might  have  the 
synonym  "  tinctura  amara "  attached  to  it.  Potassium 
bromide  might  be  allowed  to  be  prescribed  as  "  sal  alterans  "  ; 
liquor  strychnin  as  "  liquor  Pelletieri,"  after  the  French 
chemist  who  discovered  the  alkaloid  in  1818,  or  as  "  liquor 
Ignatii"  for  obvious  reasons.  Syrupus  hydratis  chlorali 
might  receive  the  syncnym  of  "  syrupus  Liebreich,"  and  for 
liquor  morphia;  we  might  be  at  liberty  to  use  such  as 
equivalent  as  "  liquor  Sernuteri,"  after  the  German  apothe- 
cary who,  in  1805,  discovered  that  alkaloid ;  while  "  aqua 
formyli  "  might  occasionally  stand  for  aqua  chloroformi.  By 
adopting  such  or  similar  terms  as  official  synonyms,  many 
patients  might  be  made  happier,  and  a  good  deal  of  trouble 
saved  prescribers.  Synonyms  are  dangerous  things,  and  it 
seems  like  going  back  a  generation  in  scientific  medicine  to 
adopt  subteifuges.  We  fancy  that  the  Medical  Council  will 
not  see  with  the  Althausian  eye. 

THE  ATTEMPTED  POISONING  OF  NAPOLEON  I. 
General  Baron  Thiebault  relates  in  the  fifth  volume  of 
his  reminiscences,  that  will  appear  in  a  few  days,  the 
circumstances  under  which  Napoleon  Bonaparte  attempted 
to  poison  himself  after  losing  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  The 
general  mentions  that  he  obtained  knowledge  of  the  circum- 
stance through  his  intimacy  with  M.  Cadet  Gassicourt,  a 
pharmacist  attached  to  the  Emperor's  person.  The  details 
are  given  as  follows: — "The  pharmacist  was  ordered  to  attend 
on  Napoleon  one  day  early  in  June.  A  brief  conversation 
ensued  as  to  the  prospect  of  success  of  the  campaign,  and 
finally  the  Emperor  gave  him  instructions  to  prepare  an 
infallible  poison,  with  injunctions  to  keep  the  most  absolute 
secrecy.  The  potion  was  to  be  made  up  in  as  small  a  volume 
as  possible  and  put  in  a  case  with  a  secret  snap.  Grassicourt 
implored  Napoleon  to  reconsider  the  order,  but  without  effect, 
although  he  was  listened  to  with  kindness.  Shortly  before 
the  departure  for  Waterloo  the  pharmacist  handed  the 
Emperor  a  deadly  poisonous  pill.  Suddenly,  during  the  night 
of  June  21  to  22,  Grassicourt  was  called  to  attend  at  the 
Elysee.  There  he  found  that  Napoleon  had  swallowed  the 
poison,  but,  having  altered  his  determination,  demanded  an 
emetic.  Grassicourt  was  terrified  ;  his  hair  stood  on  end  and 
he  broke  into  a  cold  sweat.  Nevertheless,  he  did  as  he  was 
ordered,  and  abundant  vomiting  was  produced,  and  there  was 
every  hope  that  the  assimilation  of  the  poison  had  been 
prevented."  General  Thiebault  goes  on  to  relate  that  although 
these  facts  were  mentioned  to  him  three  years  after  Napoleon's 
imprisonment  at  St.  Helena,  Grassicourt  seemed  still  in 
terror  lest  the  poisoning  should  yet  have  a  result.  When 
Napoleon  died,  and  it  was  found  that  death  had  been  caused 
by  an  affection  of  the  stomach,  the  pharmacist  is  said  to 
have  repeated  again  and  a?ain,  "  Some  particles  of  the 
poison  have  not  been  removed,  consequently  death  could  not 
be  very  far  off."  41  The  painful  and  premature  death,"  adds 
the  author,  "  is  thus  explained."  The  secret  of  the  attempted 


suicide  was  not,  however,  well  kept,  as  several  historians  have 
related  it  in  different  ways.  For  instance,  M.  Thiers,  in  his 
book,  "  The  Consulate  and  the  Empire,"  places  the  scene 
at  Fontainebleau  in  1814.  After  the  taking  of  Paris  by  the 
Allies  and  the  signature  of  the  abdication,  according  to  him 
it  was  Dr.  Yvan  who  supplied  a  strong  opium  pill  to  the 
Emperor,  when  the  latter's  person  was  in  danger  in  Russia 
This  pill  Napoleon  kept,  and  ineffectually  attempted  to 
commit  suicide  by  its  means  on  April  11,  1814.

Mr.  H.  Jenkins,  A.P.S.,  who  for  many  years  has  repre- 
sented Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited)  in  the  provinces, 
has  lately  been  appointed  manager  of  their  surgical- instru- 
ment department  in  London,  the  chief  depub  for  which  is  at 
48  Wigmore  Street,  W. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Wigmann,  a  botanist,  who  has  been  engaged 
for  the  last  two  years  in  the  Java  Botanical  Gardens,  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Dutch  Minister  of  Colonies  Director 
of  the  new  Botanical  Gardens  to  be  established  in  the 
colony  of  Surinam,  West  Indies. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Whatley,  manufacturing  chemist  to  the

LIVERPOOL  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  fourth  general  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held 
at  the  Royal  Institution  on  Thursday,  October  24.  The 
President  (Mr.  J.  Smith)  occupied  the  chair. 

Associate  Membees. 

The  President  intimated  that  the  Council  had  decided 
to  admit  as  associate  members  persons  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  who  had  not  passed  the  Minor  exami- 
nation. The  subscription  in  such  cases  would  be  Is  per 
annum,  and  this  would  enable  students  and  others  to  avail 
themselves  of  all  the  privileges  of  the  Chemists'  Association 
except  that  they  would  not  have  the  right  to  vote  on  matters 
affectirjg  the  interests  of  the  Association,  or  to  serve  on  the 
Council.  The  library  has  been  augmented  by  the  addition 
of  many  standard  works  of  reference,  and  the  museum  is  to 
be  overhauled. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Abraham  said  that  while  the  proposition  had 
his  hearty  approval,  he  felt  that  it  was  a  matter  which  should 
be  finally  settled  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January  next. 

Dr.  Stmes  concurred  in  this  view  of  the  matter,  which 
was  adopted. 

Messrs.  J.  Swinton,  Prosper  H.  Marsden,  C.  W.  Dobson, 
and  Herbert  Evans  were  elected  members. 

Novelties  Exhibited. 

Dr.  Stmes  exhibited  acetylene  gas  by  msans  of  an  appa- 
ratus recently  described  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
Dr.  Symes  gave  an  outline  of  the  history  of  the  gas,  and 
indicated  its  probable  employment  in  future  as  an  illumi- 
nant  in  small  and  remote  centres. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Wardle worth  exhibited  a  sample  of  Kuromoji 
oil,  a  specimen  of  the  shrub  (Zindera  serica),  and  also  a 
sketch  by  a  Japanese  artist  of  the  Kuromoji  shrub,  giving 
at  the  same  time  a  brief  history  of  the  oil. 

Next  President. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Smith,  seconded  by  Dr.  Symes, 
Mr.  M.  Conroy,  F.C.S.,  was  elected  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  ensuing  session. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Abraham  then  read  a  papsr  on 

The  Revision  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

In  the  introductory  part  of  this  paper  the  author  dealt 
with  the  various  questions  which  form  the  prefatory  or 
fundamental  subjects  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  pointing  out 
that  the  Medical  Council  is  to  make  it  imperial  without 
having  on  the  Council  any  representatives  of  the  colonies  to 
advise  them.  He  brought  forward  a  good  argument  against 
making  the  book  one  on  therapeutics  (as  some  doctors  wish) 
— viz.,  that  the  B  P.  is  written  by  doctors  for  pharmacists. 
Similarly,  in  regard  to  omissions,  he  stated  that  the  number 
of  drugs  used  by  most  doctors  is  extremely  small,  and,  there- 
fore, they  might  honestly  do  without  the  rest ;  but  these 
that  they  would  omit  may  happen  to  be  the  very  drugs 
which  other  doctors  use.  He  also  advocated  the  retention 
of  many  drugs  and  preparations  no  longer  prescribed,  but 
still  used  as  domestic  remedies,  because  the  B.P.  is  a  stan- 
dard. Mr.  Abraham  further  advocated  a  radical  alteration 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  contents  of  the  Pharmacopoeia — 
in  fact,  to  arraDge  it  on  the  plan  of  the  Liverpool  Price-list, 
as,  for  example  : — 

Ergota, 

Ergotas  ext.  liq., 
Ergota;  infusum, 
Ergota;  tinct , 

Ergota?  tinct.  ammon.  (if  inserted), 
Ergotini  inj.  hypoderm., 
Ergotinum. 

[This  suggestion  supports  that  made  by  Mr.  P.  W.  Squire  in 
the  C.  $  D.  of  March  16,  page  385.— Ed.]  Mr.  Abraham 
proceeded  to  recommend  the  elimination  of  directions  for 
the  preparation  of  tinctures,  because,  if  a  man  cannot  make 
a  good  tincture  without  the  Pharmacopoeia,  he  very  much 
doubted  whether  he  could  make  it  with  it.    The  most  suit- 


able method  of  preparing  a  tincture  depends  upon  many 
factors  of  which  the  Pharmacopoeia  cannot  take  cognisance. 
It  depends  not  only  upon  the  quantity  made  at  one  opera- 
tion, but  upon  the  time  available,  and  even  upon  the  ap- 
paratus at  the  disposal  of  the  operator.  We  should  have 
general  directions  for  the  preparation  of  tinctures,  such  as 
the  following : — 

Tinctura;.— Tinctures,  unless  when  special  directions  are  furnished,  shall' 
be  made  with  the  menstrua  specified,  and  with  the  proportion  of  the  drug 
named,  by  any  convenient  process,  so  that  the  following  conditions  may  be 
fulfilled  : 

(a)  If  by  percolation,  or  maoeration  and  percolation  combined,  so  that 
the  constituents  of  the  drug  soluble  in  the  menstruum  employed  may  be 
practically  entirely  transferred  to  the  finished  tincture  ;  or, 

(b)  By  maceration  during  such  time,  and  the  employment  of  the  drug 
in  such  a  state  of  comminution,  that  the  tincture  expressed  by  powerful 
pressure  from  the  marc  maybe  of  (practically)  the  same  strength  as  that- 
removed  therefrom  by  filtration  without  pressure. 

There  are  a  few  tinctures  for  which  it  might  be  desirable  to 
give  special  directions,  such,  for  example,  as  those  containing 
a  large  amount  of  soluble  matter  which  would,  in  case  of 
maceration,  increase  their  bulk  to  an  appreciable  extent. 
Whether  from  want  of  skill,  or  from  other  causes,  the  tinc- 
tures met  with  are  not  remarkable  by  any  means  for  their 
uniformity.  There  are,  undoubtedly,  several  cases  in  which, 
by  following  the  B  P.  directions  most  faithfully,  the  com- 
pleteness with  which  exhaustion  is  effected  will  depend 
upon  the  quantity  operated  upon,  and  the  strength  of  the 
tincture  is  in  some  cases  dependent  upon  the  power  of  the. 
press  employed.  Tincture  of  hops  is  a  striking  example  qf 
this,  and  there  are  many  others.  For  tincture  of  pellitory 
we  are  ordered  to  use  a  40  powder,  and  even  this  is  none  too 
fine,  if  an  operator  is  simply  satisfied  to  follow  the  Pharma- 
copoeia without  the  application  of  any  s. a.,  bat  a  very  lit; Is 
of  the  latter,  and  the  consequent  slow  percolation  which 
would  follow,  would  enable  an  equally  strong  tincture  to  be 
made  with  a  20  powder,  which  in  this  case  would  mean  the 
saving  of  some  hours  of  labour  in  the  manufacture  of,  say, 
half  a  gallon  of  the  tincture.  Mr.  Abraham  then  proceeded 
to  comment  upon  pharmacopceial  drugs  seriatim,  and  we 
quote  his  remarks,  omitting  some  which  we  have  formerly 
published  :— 

Ac.  Salicylic. — Length  of  crystals  should  be  indicated,  so 
as  to  reject  all  but  "physiologically  pure  "  acid. 

jEther. — This  might  be  omitted  if  the  aslher  purus.  so- 
called,  were  allowed  to  be  made  somewhat  weaker,  which 
would  allow  of  its  being  made  commercially  in  a  state  of 
purity. 

JEther  Purus. — Reference  was  made  to  the  author's  paper 
(<7.  $  D.,  xli.,  page  520),  in  which  he  put  forward  several 
suggestions. 

Aquae. — Those  distilled  from  the  fruits  or  bark  cannot  be 
made  of  an  equal  quality  otherwise,  as  the  essential  oils 
obtainable  are  not  sufficiently  pure  and  fine.  Those  distilled 
from  the  oils  are  no  better  for  distilling,  and  often  get  the. 
flavour  of  the  still. 

Aq.  Chlorof. — With  a  proper  apparatus  for  shaking,. 
3|  gallons  are  made  in  five  minutes. 

Aq.  Dest. — Process  should  ba  omitted.  It  is  ab3urd  in 
Liverpool,  or  where  good  water  is  obtainable,  to  have  to 
distil  from  a  copper  still.  I  believe  it  is  necessary  in  London, 
but  tests  are  surely  sufficient. 

Aq  Piment. — I  should  ba  sorry  to  see  this  omitted.  Great 
variety  in  flavour  is  required.    This  is  in  fair  demand. 

Calamina  Pi  asp — No  genuine  calamine  of  the  colour 
named  is  obtainable.  My  practice  is  to  colour  genuine 
calamine  with  bole,  and  I  think  this  meets  the  want,  the 
bole  being  harmless  but  the  colour  essential. 

Ext.  Aloes  Soc. — Clark  says  that  "  he  had  not  been  satis- 
fied that  a  good  extract  of  aloes  could  be  made."  I  cannot 
agree  with  him.  Either  by  evaporation  in  vacuo,  or,  as  the 
Pharmacopoeia  directs,  with  a  current  of  warm  air,  a  soluble 
and  perfectly  satisfactory  extract  can  be  obtained.  A  good 
aloes  treated  with  water  as  directed  and  evaporated  in 
vacuo  to  a  syrupy  consistence  and  allowed  to  cojl  I  have 
found  to  separate  a  large  quantity  of  aloin. 

Ext.  Belse  Liq. — The  Pharmaceu' ical  Society's  Committee 
propose  to  omit  this.  It  is  a  drug  having  no  counterpart  in 
the  materia  medica,  and  is  regularly  used  by  those  who  know 
its  value  and  can  get  it  good  in  this  country,  to  say  nothing 
of  India,  where  it  is  more  often  required.    I  am  told  by 
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medical  men  that  it  is  an  invaluable  preparation.  The 
pharmacopceial  process  is  bid ;  it  does  not  even  order  the 
bael  to  be  bruised  before  it  is  treated. 

Ext.  Nuc.  Vom. — I  dilute  this  with  the  powdered  nux  vomica 
to  the  right  strength. 

Fel.  Bov.  Par. — Some  propose  to  omit  1  his.  It  is  not  as 
much  used  as  it  should  be  owing  to  the  inferior  quality  of 
the  commercial  article.  I  have  the  best  evidence  of  its 
beiDg  a  V6ry  valuable  preparation. 

Glycerin.  Ac.  Gallic. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Com- 
mittee propose  to  omit  this,  probably  on  chemical  grounds, 
as  the  heat  decomposes  the  acid.  That  fact  may  be  a  good 
reason  for  making  it  without  heat,  but  not  for  omitting  it 
altogether. 

Gossypium  —The  ordinary  should  be  official  as  well  as  the 
absorbent.  The  latter  is  not  suitable  for  many  purposes  for 
which  the  old  is. 

Liq.  Calc.  Sac  — The  process  by  which  this  is  made  is 
what  one  may  call  apprentice's  pharmacy.  The  sugar  should 
be  dissolved  in  half  the  water,  the  lime  shaken  with  the 
other  half  and  the  two  solutions  mixed,  and  a  coiked  bottle 
should  not  be  used  unless  it  is  desired  to  discolour  the 
product. 

Pil.  Ferri. — I  hope  that  the  footnote  saying  that  this  is 
commonly  known  as  Blaud's  pill  will  be  omitted.  It  is  not 
Blaud's  pill,  and  is  not  chemically  the  same. 

Tr.  Strophanthi. — To  my  mind  the  heating  of  this  to  120° 
is  quite  contrary  to  sound  chemical  principles.  The  active 
constituent  is  a  glucoside,  and  it  may  suffer  decomposition 
to  some  extent  by  such  treatment. 

Discussion. 

The  President  said  the  reader  of  the  paper  had  succeeded 
in  saying  something  new  on  a  subject  which  had  been 
already  so  fully  treated. 

Dr.  Symes  said  the  author  had  managed  to  say  a  good 
deal  that  was  fresh.  The  paper  bad  been  written  since  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  bad  adopted  the  wise  ccurse  of 
sending  round  a  list  of  the  preparations  proposed  to  be 
omitted  and  asked  for  the  experience  of  chemists,  and  Mr. 
Abraham  bad  no  doubt  been  able  to  profit  by  this.  In  look- 
img  over  the  list  of  the  remedies  it  was  proposed  to  omit  he 
(Dr.  Symes)  had  been  much  surprised,  and  especially  in 
regard  to  liquor  ammon.  acetatis,  which  was  to  be  omitted 
■in  favour  of  liq.  amm.  acetatis  fort.  It  used  to  be  employed 
in  a  great  many  mixtures,  and  his  experience  now  was  that 
it  was  prescribed  to-day  twenty  times  when  liq.  amm  acet. 
fort,  was  only  prescribed  once.  He  therefore  failed  to  see 
why  liq.  ammon.  acet.  should  be  omitted.  He  thought  the 
proposal  to  delete  so  many  articles  was  absurd ;  the  error 
would  be  greater  to  omit  many  things  that  are  wanted  than 
to  run  the  risk  of  haviDg  it  incomplete  by  cutting  it  down. 
(Hear,  hear  )  He  believed  the  reason  why  foreign  Pharma- 
copoeias are  so  largely  used  in  our  colorjies  is  that  they 
contain  a  larger  number  of  substances  and  preparations  and 
■more  general  information.  He  would  like  to  see  medical 
men  use  the  Pharmacocceia  more  than  they  do.  If  such 
■features  as  solubility  tables  were  introduced  he  believed  they 
would  induce  them  to  prescrioe  more  remedies  from  it. 

Mr:  R  C.  Cowley  thought  little  purpose  would  be  served 
by  having  the  metr-o  system  unless  the  weights  of  the 
country  were  metric  also  ;  but  it  would  certainly  enable 
working  pharmacists  to  test  more  readily  their  work.  He 
thought  it  would  be  unwise  to  delete  the  posology,  and  this 
remark  also  applied  to  the  instructions  for  tinctures.  He 
knew  many  wbo  only  employed  maceration  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  tinctures. 

Mr.  T.  S  Wokes  thought  the  arrangement  of  the  items  as 
suggested  by  Mr.  Abraham  was  a  strong  point.  He  thought 
the  lines  of  the  Liverpool  Price-list  were  excellent  for  this 
purpose,  as  the  articles  were  most  readily  turned  up.  The 
deletion  of  instructions  as  to  tinctures,  in  his  opinion,  would 
lead  to  confusion  in  results. 

Mr.  Hanson  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  new  B  P.  made 
as  much  as  possible  a  boak  of  refereuce,  so  that  it  might  be 
unnecessary  to  have  so  m  my  books  to  refer  to  when  infor- 
mation was  wanted.  He  would  like  to  know  why  Mr. 
Abraham  would  leave  out  caffein.  cit.  ? 

Mr.  H.  Wyatt,  jun.,  said  that  as  regards  aqua  dest.  h3 
was  of  opinion  thit  the  Vyrnwy  water  they  now  hid  in 
Liverpool  was,  when  filtered,  quite  equal  to  any  distilled 


water  sent  out  by  wholesale  houses,  and  that,  therefore,  the 
Liverpool  chemists  were  in  a  better  position  than  many.  As 
to  the  preparation  of  aqua  chloroformi,  as  it  was  a  saturated 
solution,  he  thought  it  would  be  better  to  use  an  excess  of 
chloroform,  and,  after  shaking  and  settling,  the  surplus  could 
be  decanted  in  the  usual  way.  As  to  tinctures,  he  found 
that  the  siza  of  the  percolators  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
the  result.  He  was  in  favour  of  a  large  number  of  small 
percolators  rather  than  a  few  large  ones,  but,  in  his  opinion, 
maceration  gave  the  best  results.  If  the  metric  system  were 
adopted,  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  liquids  by  measure 
and  solids  by  weight,  and  not,  as  in  the  French  Pharma- 
copoeia, all  by  weight. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Abraham  said  his  great  difficulty  had  been 
to  condense  his  remarks;  he  could  have  written  a  paper  on 
any  one  of  the  subjects— waters,  tinctures,  ointments,  &c. — 
but  he  had  endeavoured  to  deal  with  the  most  pressing 
points.  As  to  the  tinctures,  he  had  found  that  a  process 
which  would  do  very  well  for  a  pint  would  not  answer  for  a 
gallon,  or  10  gallons.  The  B.P.  process  was  in  some  cases 
most  inconvenient  and  troublesome.  He  did  not  tbink  the 
plan  proposed  by  Mr.  Wyatt  would  answer  for  aqua  chlorof., 
as  the  preparation  could  not  be  looked  upon  simply  as  a 
saturated  solution ;  and  as  to  the  water  for  distillation,  no 
matter  how  pure  the  source,  it  should  be  distilled.  Caffein. 
cit.  he  would  like  to  see  deleted,  simply  because  it  was  not 
a  sufficiently  stable  compound. 

The  President  then  introduced  the  question  of  the 

Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 
Having  mentioned  the  rules  which  the  Federation  officers 
bad  lately  issued,  he  said  he  proposed  to  offer  some  observa- 
tions upon  the  Federation  itself.  The  communications  which 
had  been  received  by  local  associations  from  the  originators 
of  the  scheme,  had,  he  believed,  been  considered  for  the 
most  part  by  the  Councils,  and  consequently  discussions  of 
the  subject  had  not  been  reported.  If  interest  in  the  organi- 
sation is  to  be  sustained,  he  continued,  it  is  necessary  that 
it  should  be  the  subject  of  occasional  discussion  at  the 
general  meetings.  As  each  year  witnesses  the  advent  of  a 
number  of  young  men  into  the  ranks  of  pharmacy,  and  as 
there  are  still  some  of  the  older  hands  who  require  awaken- 
ing to  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  pharmacy  outside  their 
own  immediate  premises,  I  need  not  apologise  for  submitting 
arguments  that  have  been  advanced  before. 

I  suppose  it  will  be  admitted  that  we  are  and  have  been  a 
very  imperfectly- organised  body,  and  that  our  material  inte- 
rests have  suffered  severely  in  consequence,  and  jet  it  would 
appear  superfluous  at  this  time  of  day  to  argue  in  favour  of 
organisation.  It  is  clear  to  all  of  us  that  almost  all  com- 
mercial, social,  or  political  successes  are  won  by  improved 
organisation  in  some  form  or  other.  The  very  system  that 
has  become  the  bane  of  our  calling — that  of  trading  by  joint- 
stock  companies — is  itself  an  illustration  of  the  value  of 
organisation,  and  the  way  in  which  many  amongst  us  have 
been  crippled  by  these  trading  companies  illustrates  the 
weakness  which  accompanies  the  want  of  organisation.  The 
pharmacist  will  say  he  must  look  after  his  own  business,  he 
has  not  the  leisure  to  dev  ote  to  matters  which,  in  his  opinion, 
do  not  immediately  bear  upon  it.  Let  him  ask  himself  if 
his  business  capabilities  are  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  abilities 
of  the  managing  staff  of  his  company  competitors.  I  do  not 
see  how  he  can  escape  the  conclusion  that  there  is  wisdom  in 
counsel,  and  that  if  we  had  been  better  organised  during  the 
last  years  the  trade  would  be  in  a  different  condition  at  the 
present  time.  It  may  cot  be  too  late  even  now  to  recover 
some  of  the  lost  ground,  or  at  any  rate  ta  prevent  further 
encroachments,  but  it  must  be  by  converging,  not  by  diverg- 
ing, action.  Published  returns  show  that  the  consumption 
of  drugs  during  the  last  few  years  has  increased  enormously, 
but  I  am  sure  it  will  be  admitted  that  the  prosperity  of  the 
drug  trade  has  not  increased  in  proportion.  I  do  not  pretend 
to  indicate  the  remedy  ;  I  merely  express  the  opinion  that, 
having  no  scarcity  of  abie  men  in  our  ranks,  it  is  not  by  any 
means  improbable  that  by  deliberation  in  conference  and 
united  action  some  successful  way  of  meeting  our  difficulties 
might  be  found. 

If  we  are  agreed  that  better  organisation  is  desirable,  the 
next  step  is  to  consider  what  form  it  shall  take.  It  has  been 
said  thai  the  Federation  can  only  do  what  tbe  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  do.    In  my  opinion  it  can 
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do  much  more.  The  Society  occupies  an  administrative 
position,  and  even  now  is  sometimes  charged  with  fulfilling 
its  functions  in  a  trade-union  spirit.  If  a  vigorous  policy  is 
to  be  prosecuted,  which  will  probably  bring  us  into  conflict 
with  powerful  interests,  it  is  desirable  that  some  portion  of 
the  necessary  work  should  be  undertaken  by  a  body  occupy- 
ing a  less  responsible  position  than  the  Council  of  the 
Society.  Until  the  conference  of  the  West  of  England 
chemists  at  Plymouth,  when  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  recommended  that  local  associations  should 
form  committees  to  assist  the  Council  of  the  Society  in  deal- 
ing with  Parliamentary  and  other  matters,  the  only  scheme 
of  the  kind  before  us  was  that  embodied  in  the  "  Federation 
of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations,"  and  until  another 
scheme  is  definitely  and  seriously  formulated  the  Federation 
holds  the  field  and  has  a  claim  to  our  support. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  what  questions  affecting  the  inte- 
rests of  retail  pharmacists  may  arise  daring  the  next  year  or 
two,  and  it  is  therefore  impossible  to  say  what  the  Federa- 
tion will  be  required  to  do;  but  I  presume  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  also  all  other  delegates 
from  local  associations,  will  regard  themselves  as  a  vigilance 
committee  who  will  be  expected  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on 
all  matters  affectiDg  the  interests  of  the  retail  pharmacist; 
they  will  be  a  means  of  intercommunication  between  the 
different  associations,  and  will  be  able  to  bring  about  united 
offensive  or  defensive  action,  and  to  assist  the  Council  of 
the  Society  in  legislative  work. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  Federation  will  attain 
maturity  and  full  development  without  careful  nursing 
duriDg  the  earlier  years  of  its  existence.  Confidence  in 
itself  is  very  necessary ;  it  must  not  be  too  ready  to  wait  for 
guidance  from  the  Associations,  but  must  itself  be  the  source 
from  which  action  will  spring.  Action  must  be  centrifugal ; 
this  is  the  case  in  all  successful  societies  and  organisations. 

There  is  now  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  Federation 
to  justify  its  existence.  It  is  evident,  from  the  utterances 
of  Mr.  Carteighe  at  Plymouth  and  Sheffield,  that  the  Council 
meditate  vigorous  action,  and  we  know  from  former  experi- 
ence that  there  is  always  the  possibility  of  their  attempts 
beirg  defeated  by  men  who  are  but  imperfectly  acquainted 
with  the  facts.  To  obviate  that  I  would  suggest  that  the 
Federation  frame  a  series  of  resolutions  which  the  delegates 
would  lay  before  their  respective  societies,  and  which  would 
be  discussed  and  voted  upon.  Mr.  Carteighe  has  indicated 
the  lines  oa  which  it  will  be  attempted  to  amend  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  and  the  Federation  might  do  good  service 
by  clearing  the  ground  before  the  Bill  comes  before  Parlia- 
ment One  other  matter  which  might  engage  its  attention — 
Mr.  Kemp,  the  President  of  the  Federation,  is,  I  know,  im- 
pressed by  the  imperfect  method  of  keeping  the  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists.  This  is  done  by  voluntary  assist- 
ance, and,  being  so,  imperfection  is  inevitable ;  but  if  the 
Federation  or  any  other  body  can  devise  a  method  by  which 
the  register  could  be  kept  in  a  condition  somewhat  approach- 
ing correctness,  it  would  be  a  valuable  service.  I  need  not 
dwell  on  the  importance  of  knowing  where  the  registered 
men  are;  it  is  obvious  that  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the 
administering  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

The  roles  adopted  at  tie  Bournemouth  meeting  of  the 
Federation,  he  thought,  were  satisfactory  ;  but  he  considered 
the  second  resolution,  recommending  local  associations  to 
render  all  possible  aid  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  their  endeavours  to  promote  beneficial  legislation, 
&.C.,  too  general.  If  the  Federation  were  to  suggest  proposi- 
tions for  discussion,  with  or  without  recommendation,  and 
would  draft  a  concise  statement  of  the  illogical  state  of  the 
present  law  and  its  bearing  upon  the  welfare  of  the  public 
in  the  matter  of  the  distribution  of  drugs,  this  could  be 
placed  before  Parliamentary  representatives.  He  had  every 
hope  that,  as  time  goes  on,  the  Federation  would  prove  a 
useful  instrument  for  strengthening  the  hands  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  for  promoting  combined  action 
amongst  those  on  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists.

PLYMOUTH,  DEVON  PORT,  AND  STONE  HOUSE 
CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  third  annual  business  meeting  of  the  above  Association 
was  held  on  October  23,  at  the  Foresters'  Hall,  Plymouth, 
Mr.  C.  J.  Park  presiding.  Several  new  members  were 
elected.  Mr.  J.  Kinton  Bond,  B.A  ,  B.Sc  ,  headmaster  of  the 
Plymouth  Grammar  School,  was  elected  an  honorary  mem- 
ber in  recognition  of  his  interest  in  the  Association,  the 
members  now  numbering  105,  as  against  75  last  year. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Cocks)  reported  the  progress  of 
the  Association,  and  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  done  daring 
the  past  year.  The  Mutual  Trade  Defence  Section  had  been 
organised,  and  no  cases  of  prosecution  had  occurred  since 
its  formation.  Gifts  to  the  library  and  museum  of  prescrip- 
tions, books,  specimens,  &c.  were  acknowledged  from  several 
firms  and  gentlemen  connected  with  pharmacy.  The  work  of 
the  Junior  Section  was  especially  promising,  several  prizes 
having  been  competed  for  in  practical  chemistry  and  materia 
medica,  the  facilities  afforded  to  the  junior  members  being 
greatly  appreciated  by  them. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  H.  Bailey),  in  his  statement,  re- 
ported a  balance  in  hand. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  coming 
session  : — Mr.  C  J.  Park  (President),  Messrs.  J.  G  Netting, 
R.  H.  Rendle,  R.  D.  Dable  (Vice-Presidents),  A.  D.  Breeze, 
F  W.  Hunt,  J.  D.  Turney  (Plymouth),  P.  A.  Kelly,  H.  Davey 
(Devonport),  F.  Maitland  (District),  H.  O.  Westcott  and 
M.  Fairweather  (Junior  Section),  committee ;  Auditors,  J.

Hon.  Secretary,  James  Cocks  (Sfconehou«e). 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  D.  Turney,  re- 
porting the  results  of  the  recent  examination  in  materia 
medica,  the  President's  prizes  being  awarded  to  Messrs.  A. 
Barber  (first),  M.  Fairweather  (second),  and  T.  Darke 
(third). 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Turney  for  his 
services  to  the  Junior  Section,  and  it  was  also  agreed  to 
forward  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Carteighe  and  the  other 
representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  their  visit 
during  the  preceding  week. 

A  discussion  was  then  introduced  by  Mr.  James  Cocks 
in  a  paper  on 
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Suggestions  for  the  New  Pharmacopceia. 
Starting  with  tinct.  benzoin,  co.,  he  advocated  the  addition 
of  ammonia  to  the  present  tincture,  thereby  making  it 
miscible  with  water,  the  ammoniated  form  being  of  greater 
service  in  cases  of  bronchial  cough  and  catarrh  colds.  On 
the  other  hand,  in  the  case  of  vapours  the  presence  of  am- 
monia would  be  irritating,  therefore  he  would  suggest  bath 
forms— the  present  and  ammoniated— being  given.  In 
experimenting  with  three  preparations,  by  adding  liq. 
ammon.  fort,  to  the  B  P.  tincture  in  the  following  strengths—

— he  found  that  No.  1  at  the  end  of  two  days  had  a  resinous 
lump,  disappearing  at  the  end  of  four  days.  Nos.  2  and  3 
gave  very  slight  precipitates.  Another  tincture  was  made 
with  spirit,  ammon.  arom.,  which  was  found  impracticab'e. 
It  became  useless  on  mixing  with  water  and  standirg  The 
best  strength  for  giving  a  fair  dose  of  ammonia  together 
with  its  emulsifying  properties  was  1  part  in  10. 

With  regard  to  the  ointments  of  the  B.P.,  he  suggested 
improvements  in  the  bases  of  ung.  resins  and  ung.  picis  liq. 
In  the  former,  substituting  soft  paraffin  for  the  simple  oint- 
ment and  almond  oil,  making  it  softer  and  better  for  keep- 
ing. The  present  form  of  ung.  picis.  liq  ,  he  said,  was 
rather  hard,  and  in  winter  almost  unuseable  as  an  ointment ; 
the  addition  of  soft  paraffin  to  the  B.P.  formula  obviated 
this  objection.  He  had  found  the  following  proportions 
make  a  very  good  ointment : —

CHEMISTS'  ASSISTANTS  ASSOCIATION. 
At  the  meeting  held  on  Thursday,  October  24,  Mr.  Fell 
tubmitted  the  following  short  note  on 

The  Estimation  of  Chlorine  in  Potable  Waters. 

In  a  paper  on  "The  Examination  of  Potable  Wafers." 
read  before  the  Association  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  {Proceed- 
ings, x.  p.  6),  he  recommended  that  210  c.c.  of  the  sample 
should  be  concentrated  to  30  c.c.  before  titrating  with  silver 
nitrate.  I  am  reported  to  have  said  "  that  I  had  never  found 
it  necessary  to  concentrate."  This  was  hardly  correct. 
What  I  really  did  say  was  "  that  I  had  never  heard  of  it 
before."  I,  however,  determined  to  test  the  matter  lor 
myself,  and  think  the  following  results  show  that  it  is  a 
waste  of  time : — ■

Mr.  Roe  drew  attention  to  an  ointment  he  had  successfully 
manipulated,  containing  §j,  of  glycerine  and  §  j  of  rosa- 
water  to  fj.  of  lanolin. 

Mr.  KouEhTS  gave  a  short  note  on  "Medicated  Gauzi?," 
drawing  special  attention  to  the  variability  of  iodolorm 


gauze,  many  samples  of  which  he  stated  are  coloured  with 
aniline  dyes. 

Mr.  Robbiks  gave  some  useful  hints  on  the  manufacture 
of  pastilles,  emphatically  condemning  the  present  flavouring- 
agent— viz  ,  orange-flower  water — and  suggesting  the  sub- 
stitution of  plum-juice.

LEEDS  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Church  Institute  on 
October  28,  Mr.  R  Reynolds,  President,  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  W.  D.  Pollitt,  Hon.  Secretary,  presented  the  following 

Annual  Report. 
The  Council  could  have  wished  to  report  more  movement 
duricg  the  past  year,  but  can  only  claim  to  have  maintained 
in  good  orcer  the  home  of  the  Society,  with  iis  library  and 
collection  of  materia  medica.  The  use  made  of  the  library 
by  members  atd  associates  has  been  steady,  acd  it  is  un- 
questionable tbat  it  supplied  a  real  want.  The  Council  are 
not  aware  of  the  present  existence  of  a  demand  for  class- 
teachirg  in  the  subject  of  materia  medica  sufficient  to 
justify  the  organisation  of  a  class.  In  the  subjects  of 
chemistry  and  botany  adequate  provision  is  already  made 
by  the  Yorkshire  College,  the  School  of  Science  and  Art, 
and  other  institutions.  In  the  absence  of  any  attempted 
legislation  bearing  specially  on  pharmacy  the  social  surface 
has  remained  calm;  but  the  sense  of  injustice  felt  by  the 
individual  pharmacist  was  probably  never  deeper.  It  follows 
that  our  organisations,  both  rational  and  local,  have  a  claim 
to  support  from  all  registered  chemists,  in  readiness  for 
combined  action  against  some  of  the  grosser  abuses  which 
the  law  now  permits.  The  Association  is  indebted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  for  copies  of  the  publications  issued  by  these 
societies  during  the  year.  The  Treasurer's  account  shows  a 
balance  in  hand  of  11.  10s.  lid.  Although  the  matter  has 
not  been  connected  with  the  Association,  it  is  noteworthy 
that  during  the  year  Mr.  E.  Yewdall,  Vice-President,  success- 
fully appealed  to  a  higher  authority  against  the  claim  of  a 
local  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  who  wished  to 
apply  the  city  stamp  to  even  the  smallest  of  grain  weights 
used  in  dispensing,  although  they  had  been  verified  and 
stamped  elsewhere.  We  record  with  regret  that  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Association,  Mr.  Edward  Thompson,  who 
evinced  his  interest  in  its  welfare  for  many  years,  has,  at  a 
venerable  age,  joined  the  majority. 

The  President  offered  a  few  remarks  on  the  Report.  He 
said  that  it  appeared  as  if  the  condition  of  "masterly 
inactivity,"  which  the  retiring  Council  frankly  admitted, 
had  come  to  an  end.  The  Trade  journals  had  informed  them 
of  the  visit  made  by  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutic.  1 
Society  to  the  West  of  England,  and  of  his  announcement 
that  the  Council's  Parliamentary  Committee  had  inhann  the 
draft  of  a  new  Bill.  The  indications  of  some  points  likely 
to  be  dealt  with  were  then  noticed. 

The  followiog  were  elected  Officers  and  Council  ftr 
the  ensuing  year: — President,  Mr.  George  Ward,  F.I  C. ; 
Vice  President,  Mr.  E.  Yewdall;  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr. 
P.  Jdfferson ;  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  D.  Pollitt. ;

as  the  outside,  so  that  if  the  catheter  is  placed  immediately 
after  use  in  a  bottle  of  boric  acid  solution,  there  is  no  chance 
of  it  becoming  septic.  We  also  observe  in  the  catheter  (a 
Condee)  sent  to  us,  that  the  orifice  is  made  smooth,  and  the 
end  beyond  it  is  solid,  whereby  there  is  no  possibility  of 
urine  collecting  there  and  decomposing.  The  necessity  for 
immediate  sterilisation  of  catheters  is  now  so  well  appreciated 
that  we  anticipate  for  these  catheters,  although  they  are 
higher  in  price,  immediate  recognition  by  medical  men  and 
their  patients.  It  cannot  be  too  well  forced  upon  the  latte? 
that  a  dirty  catheter  may  lead  to  that  most  serious  com- 
plaint— septic  inflammation  of  the  bladder.

Small  though  this  is,  the  pill  is  an  admirable  one  for  restoring 
the  bowels  to  that  condition  of  healthy  action  which  is  the 
surest  means  of  relieving  habitual  constipation.  Where  that 
condition  does  not  exist,  but  there  is  a  tendency  to  be 
"  liverish,"  a  single  pill  before  dinner  or  supper  suffices  to- 
induce  marked  peristaltic  action  and  relieve  the  biliary 
troub'.e.  There  are  two  other  combinations— pil  peristaltic* 
aparient  (milder  than  the  above)  and  pil.  peristaltic,  co. 
(containing  salol  and  ingluvin,  but  no  ipecac ).  Another 
pill  which  is  new  to  us  is  pil.  chalybeat.  comp. — a  combina- 
tion of  ferrous  carbonate  gr.  iiss.  with  ext.  cucis  vom.  gr.  ^

We  have  already 
had  the  opportunity  of  commenting  upon  the  new  edition, 
the  chief  features  of  which,  distinctive  from  previous 
editions,  being  that  the  pharmacopceial  references  are- 
brought  into  line  with  the  latest  edition  of  the  United  States. 
Pharmacopoeia,,  some  new  apparatus  is  illustrated  and 
described,  many  new  recipes  are  incorporated  in  the  formu- 
lary, and  a  complete  and  excellent  glossary  is  introductd. 
As  an  exposition  of  practical  pharmacy  this  work  stands  at 
the  head,  and  we  can  conscientiously  repeat  what  we  said 
ten  years  ago  in  reviewing  the  first  edition:  "There  is  no- 
other  work  on  modern  pharmacy  which  deals  so  compre- 
hensively with  the  details  of  the  pharmaceutic  art  ana  its 
appliances."  This  statement  has  been  repeatedly  endorsed, 
and  no  later  than  a  fortnight  ago  a  well-known  pharmacist 
wrote*  us  in  regard  to  Remington,  "  I  am  charmed  with  the 
work."  The  book  can  be  obtained  direct  from  Messrs. 
Burroughs-,  Wellcome  &  Co  ,  or  through  any  wholesale  bouse* 
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AT  the  ConferencB  on  the  Amendment  of  the  Companies 
Acts,  held  at  the  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants  on 
Wednesday,  October  30,  Mr.  William  Hayes,  of  Dablin, 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  dealt 
with  the  grievances  from  which  pharmacists  suffered  in 
•consequence  of  the  present  condition  of  the  law  relating  to 
limited-  liability  companies.  He  complained  that  the  Limited 
Liability  Companies  Acts  enabled  a  body  of  unqualified 
persons  to  do  that  which  the  Pharmacy  Acts  prohibited  the 
same  persons  from  doing  individually  or  collectively  as  an 
ordinary  company.  Having  detailed  the  circumstances 
which  led  to  the  passing  of  the  Irish  Apothecaries 
Act,  1791,  and  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland),  1875 
and  1890,  he  pointed  out  the  time,  money,  and  labour 
which  had  to  be  expended  to  enable  anyone  to  become 
a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  qualify 
for  the  profession.  But  now,  he  continued,  all  these 
qualifications  had  become  utterly  worthless.  Under  cover  cf 
the  Limited  Liability  Companies  acts  any  body  of  unquali- 
fied and  ignoiant  persons  could  engage  in  the  business  and 
perform  acts  which  as  individuals  they  dared  not  do.  The 
first  case  of  this  kind  that  came  up  was  that  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  v.  The  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  1879-80.  The  judgment 
■of  Chief  Justice  Cockburn  in  that  case  was  in  favour  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society;  and,  had  that  judgment  been 
allowed  to  stand,  it  would  have  saved  all  further  legislation 
•or  heartburnings.  It  was,  however,  reversed  by  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  and  the  reversal  was  confirmed  by  the  House  of 
Lords,  because  they  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  word 
"  person  "  could  not  be  considered  to  mean  "  corporation." 
Thus  individual  pharmaceutists,  who,  at  a  great  cost  of  time 
and  money,  had  obtained  what  they  thought  was  to  be  a 
privilege,  found  that  Jack,  Bill,  and  Harry,  ignorant  and  un- 
qualified, could  unite  with  four  others  of  the  same  class,  and 
do  the  same  thing,  and  have  the  same  privileges  as  men  who 
had  spent  at  least  four  years  and  3001.  in  money  in  order  to 
obtain  their  qualification.  If  this  went  on,  the  Society  must 
in  time  be  dissolved,  as  young  men  would  not  be  found  to 
spend  time  and  money  for  "that  which  was  not  meat." 
Though  in  Ireland  they  had  not  this  evil  carried  to  the  same 
■extent  as  it  was  in  England,  they  had  cause  enough  to 
judge  of  what  it  would  become  if  a  case  now  sub  jvdice  was 
given  against  the  Society.  What  the  Society  wished  to  do 
was  to  obtain  a  remedy,  which,  unfortunately,  their  own 
acts  did  not  give  thtm,  because  it  was  never  contem- 
plated that  a  body  of  unqualified  men  could  ao  acts  which 
their  Acts  prohibited  persons  from  doing  singly  or  indi- 
vidually. He  thought  the  Conference  would  agree  with  him 
•that  if  the  Limited  Liability  Companies  Acts  had  been 
the  cause  of  this  trouble  and  mischief  it  should  be  rectified 
jnow  that  there  was  an  opportunity  for  doing  so.  He  would 
suggest  a  substantive  clause  in  clauses  to  the  draft  Bill  pre- 
pared by  the  Board  of  Trade  Departmental  Committee.  If 
this  anomaly  was  not  rectified,  other  trades  and  professions 
aiight  also  be  similarly  affected.  The  clauses  he  proposed 
to  add  to  the  Bill  were  as  follows : — "  Nevertheless  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  number  of  persons  to  form  a  company 
or  corporation  under  the  Limited  Companies  Acts  to  engage 
in  any  business  or  profession  which  as  individuals  it  would 
be  unlawful  for  them  to  engage  in  " ;  and  "  Notwithstanding 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  duly  qualified  person  or  company 
of  duly  qualified  persons  who  are  in  business  and  carry- 
ing on  such  business  lawfully  under  Act  of  Parliament 
to  put  as  a  body  their  business  under  the  Limited 
•Liability  Companies  Acts,  provided  always  that  each  mem- 
ber of  the  directorate  and  the  managers  of  such  limited 
•companies  is  duly  qualified  to  carry  on  such  business  for 
himself  individually,  and  that  such  limited  company  shall 
retain  all  the  privileges  which  a  qualified  person  or  persons  pos- 
sessed before  putting  the  business  under  the  Companies  Act." 

Sir  A.  K.  Rollit,  M  P.,  who  presided,  thought  the  Con- 
ference was  indebted  to  Mr.  Hayes,  and  suggested  that  he 
should  hand  his  re;Olutions  and  papers  which  substantiated 
"them  to  the  secretary  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  consideration  by  that  body. 

This  course  was  agreed  to  and  the  proceedings  ■  then 
terminated.

Frequently  goods  must  be  picked  and 
sorted  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  retail  trade,  causing  much  labour  and 
the  accumulation  of  rejections  not  all  of  which  are  suitable  eten  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  Further  points  which  should  be  borne  in  mind 
are  that  distributor  generally  has  to  bear  the  bulk  of  the  freight-charges 
on  the  goods  on  their  way  from  the  producer  to  the  retailer,  and  that  for 
many  articles  the  range  of  quality  is  very  aide.

THE  week  under  review  has  been  a  rather  quiet  one, 
although  the  demand  for  general  consuming  purposes 
continues  very  good.  At  to-day's  auctions  a  much  larger 
proportion  than  usual  of  the  goods  offered  was  sold,  and 
this  accounted  for  the  late  hour  at  which  the  sales  termi- 
nated. The  fourteen  catalogues  aggregated  1.642  lots 
of  which  910  found  buyers.  The  tone  was  generally  fairly 
animated,  and  although  there  were  not  many  changes,  they 
were  mostly  towards  higher  prices,  which  in  many  instances 
were  freely  paid.  Aloes  i3  firm  for  all  varieties,  Zinzibirs, 
Soootrines  and  Curacaos  all  selling  vary  well.  Baoha-lea^es 
are  again  dearer,  while  for  croton-seed  and  for  cascarilla  ex- 
treme prices  were  paid.  Cascara  sagrada,  on  the  other 
hand,  remains  very  cheap,  and  cubebs  are  again  slightly 
easier.  Crude  camphor  is  dull  of  sale,  and  quoted  at 
slightly  easier  prices.  Turkish  colocynth  shows  a  slight 
decline.  Cardamoms  are  steady :  seed  Id.  dearer. 
Fine  dragon's-blood  sold  well  at  high  prices. 
The  demand  for  honey  is  good,  but  the  rates 
remain  low.  Gamboge,  on  the  other  hand,  is  firmly  held 
Jalap  showed  an  easier  tendency,  and  genuine  Jamaican, 
sarsaparilla  declined  about  3i.  per  lb  Rhubarb  dull  of  sale 
Siam  benzoin  in  demand  at  full  prices,  and  fine  Sumatra 
soarce.  Tinevelly  senna  sold  with  good  competition  at  steady 
rates.  Ordinary  Brazilian  ipecacuanha  is  rather  dearer  ;  other 
kinds  unchanged  Baeswax  sold  well  at  slightly  higher 
prices.  Kola- nuts  are  quoted  dearer,  and  for  vanilla 
extreme  rates  are  paid.  In  the  essential- oil  market  we 
have  to  report  a  good  demand  at  slightly  better  rates  for 
eucalyptus  oil.  Japanese  peppermint  oil  is  dearer,  and  for 
American  peppermint  better  rates  are  also  obtainable. 
Oils  of  star  anise  and  cassia  remain  firm,  with  a  ten- 
dency towards  higher  rates.  Menthol  has  advanced- 
In  fine  chemicals  changes  have  been  very  few. 
Carbolic  acid  is  firmer  ;  crude  has  been  advanced 
in  price,  and  crystals  are  in  demand.  Camphor  rather 
dull;  cream  of  tartar  slightly  easier;  citric  an  I  tartaric 
acids  are  dull  at  unchanged  rates ;  quinine  is  a  trifle 
firmer,  and  there  has  been  no  change  in  mercurials,  although 
Chinese  vermilion  is  higher.  In  heavy  chemicals  and  dry- 
salteries a  steady  market  prevails.  Chlorate  of  soda  is 
scarce  on  the  spot  ;  ammonia  alkali  in  good  de- 
mand at  firm  rates.  Tar  products  steady  all  round. 
Berzol  is  dearer,  and  a  little  more  attention 
has  been  paid  to  creasote.  Carbonate  and  caustic  potash 
have  been  in  strong  demand  recently.  Shellac  steady,  but 
rather  dull.    At  auction  button  lac  and  ordinary  orange 


were  lower.  Cochin  ginger  is  a  shilling  higher,  and  turmeric 
has  been  forced  off  at  lower  rates.  Clove3  unaltered; 
pimento  rather  easier ;  quicksilver  remains  unchanged ; 
glycerine  is  dearer.  Turpentine  and  petroleum  are  quiet. 
Solvent  naphtha  has  improved,  and  is  rather  firmer.  The 
Bmk-iate  remains  at  2  per  cent.,  and  bar  silver  is  quoted 
to-3ay  at  31d.  per  oz. 


"  What  l  another  big  lump  of  ambergris  1 "  will  be  the 
exclamation  of  most  perfume-dealers  upon  hearing  that  anew 
"  monster  find  "  has  been  secured  and  put  on 
LumStt>f    t*le  mar^et-    Such  is  the  case,  however.  In 
Ambergris.  ^mea  past,  indeed,  big  lumps  have  probably 
been  less  rare  than  most  people  think,  but, 
owing  to  the  deplorable  absence  of  tiade-journalism  in  the 
days  of  the  East  India  Company,  their  existence  was  not 
revealed  so  promptly  as  it  is  now.    The  illustration  below 
represents  a  fine  lump  of  ambergris  which  was  received  in 
consignment  from  Fiji  about  a  fortnight  ago  by  Mr.  R.  C. 
Treatt,  of  Dunster  House,  E.C.    It  measures  32  inches  in 
circumference  at  its  widest  part,  and  weighs  284  cz.  The 


bulk  of  the  piece  is  of  a  grey  colour,  the  tint  varying  from 
slaty  to  brownish  yellow.  The  lump  has  three  "  hearts"  of 
fine  pale-and-silver  grey  colour,  which  form  its  most  valuable 
portion.  The  whole  piece  is  valued  at  about  1,3502.,  and  we 
believe  that  it  has  been  sold  for  exportation  to  the  Conti- 
nent. At  present,  however,  it  is  at  Crutched  Friars  warehouse, 
and  Mr.  Treatt  will  no  doubt  be  pleased  to  allow  persons 
interested  in  it  to  inspect  it  there.  In  the  ambergris  busi- 
ness, as  elsewhere,  an  Amuradan  Amurad  succeeds,  although 
at  greater  and  irregular  intervals,  and  we  hope  that  the  con- 
signee of  the  next  "big  lump"  will  not  fail  to  keep  a  similar 
careful  record  of  its  appearance.  It  may  be  mentioned,  in 
connection  with  this  "  fkd,"  that  Mr  Treatt  had  a  consider- 
able share  in  the  disposal  of  the  big  piece  consigned  to- 
Messrs.  Hodgkinson,  Piestons  &  King  a  couple  of  years  ago, 
and  mentioned  by  us  at  the  time. 


An  American  correspondent  writes,  under  date  of 
October  21 : — "  Tartaric  acid  is,  and  has  been  for  the  past  year, 

quietly  exported  from  New  York  to  London. 
Tartap^Acid.  The  manufacture  of  this  article  in  the  States 

is  practically  controlled  by  two  firms  who 
prepare  baking-powder,  and  the  exports  to  London 
represent,  it  seems,  their  residual  stnck.  The  acid  is  sent 
over  by  the  American  Transport  Line  (ss.  Mississippi,  &c), 
and  is  consigned  invariably  as  '  chemicals.'  Thirty  barrel?, 
I  understand,  are  being  shipped  this  week,  and  the  total 
amount  forwarded  last  year  was  some  3C0  barrels  The 
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business  is  being  done  very  quietly,  so  as  not  to  affect  the 
market  either  here  or  on  the  other  side,  and  vjry  few 
persons  appear  to  know  of  it." 

Reports  are  current  that  the  American  oil- producers  have 
broken  their  agreement  for  restricting  the  sale  of  their  oil 
in  Scotland.  The  Americans  are  charged  with 
Combine  sending  overamuch  larger  quantity  of  oil  than 
they  are  entitled  to,  and  also  with  selling  at 
lower  rates  than  the  Scotch  companies.  The  Pumpherston  Oil 
Company  has  retaliate!  by  underselling  the  Americans  in 
the  Newcastle  district.  A  rupture  of  the  oil  agreement  is 
feared.

Acid  (Tartaric).— The  general  quotation  for  Foreign 
tartaric  acid  from  the  manufacturers'  agents  is  Is.  2d.  per  lb. 
for  delivery.  On  the  spot  one  would  probably  be  able  to  buy 
second-hand  lots  of  this  character  at  Is.

Alcohol — The  English  distillers  of  grain-spirit  have 
reduced  their  quotation  by  2d.  per  proof  gallon.  The 
reduction  took  effect  on  October  29. 

Aloes.— Several  parcels  of  Zanzibar  aloes.mostly  in  second- 
hand, have  been  raked  together  in  consequence  of  the  recent 
cornering  of  the  market  and  advance  in  price.  Among  the 
lots  offered  for  sale  to-day  was  one  of  23  casks  of  fine  bright 
hard  Socotrine  aloes  from  Bjmbay,  which  when  originally 
imported  in  1892,  during  another  period  of  scarcity,  sold  at 
prices  ranging  from  11.  up  to  12/  per  cwt.  The  bulk  of  this 
import  appears  to  have  long  gone  into  consumption,  baS  the 
present  parcel  has  been  kept  in  the  warehouse  up  to  now. 
Only  5  casks  of  it  sold  at  the  comparatively  high  price 
of  6/.  per  cwfc.  Of  42  packages  Zanzibar  3  found  buyers 
at  full  prices— good  brown,  of  good  flavour  (without  reserve), 
76s  ;  common  dark  to  medium,  from  31s.  to  40s  per  cwt. ; 
and  treacly  orange,  in  tins,  30s  per  cwt.  A  recent  arrival 
of  30  cases  Cape  aloes  sold  at  steady  prices— 23s.  for  fine, 
22s.  Qd.  for  good  bright  hard,  and  from  21s.  to  2ls.  Qd.  for 
fair,  partly  drossy.  There  has  been  another  arrival  of  18 
packages  to-day.  Of  Curacao  aloes  169  packages  were 
offered,  of  which  151  sold  at  good  prices — fair  brown  livery, 
45s.  to  50s. ;  dark  ditto,  32s.  to  36s. ;  capey,  14s.  to  18s. ;

Cnemists  and  Druggists  in  Ireland. 

Sm, — A  few  days  ago  a  gentleman  came  into  my  shop  and 
presented  what  purported  to  be  a  medical  prescription,  and 
requested  the  assistant  in  charge  to  £11  it.  The  prompt  reply 
he  got  was,  "  We  don't  fill  prescriptions.''  He  said,  "  Why 
not;  don't  you  sell  drugs  J  "  or  words  to  this  efiect.  '-Yes," 
my  assistant  replied,  "  but  we  are  not  licensed  to  fill  prescrip- 
tions.'' Yet  this  individual  still  persisted,  alleging  as  an 
inducement  that  he  could  get  it  filled  by  any  druggist,  and 
that  no  one  would  be  the  wiser,  or  hear  of  it  again.  The 
result,  of  course,  was  that  after  being  peremptorily  refused 
several  times  he  left  the  premises  evidently  much  dis- 
appointed. 

]f  this  person  had  left  when  he  got  an  emphatic  "  No  "  as 
an  answer  I  would  not  have  troubled  you  to  give  it  publicity  ; 
bat  when  a  persistent  attempt  is  made  to  induce  the  un- 
suspecting to  violate  the  law,  I  consider  it  an  imperative 
duty  to  expose  such  conduct. 

I  do  not  know  whether  this  individual  was  prompted  to 
act  in  this  way  by  any  member  of  the  Pnarmaceuticai 
Society,  but  I  can  scarcely  believe  that  any  private  person 
would  act  as  he  did,  unless  from  a  mercenary  motive.  In 
either  case,  I  must  say  such  conduct  is,  to  my  mind,  a 
centra vention  of  the  spirit  in  which  the  Pharmacy  Ac; 
should  be  carried  out.  The  Act  does  not  countenance 
such  a  proceeding,  otherwise  the  officers  of  the  law  would 
simply  rank  as  aiders  and  abettors  to  an  infringement  of 
its  provisions.  I  cannot  believe  that  the  Irish  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council,  as  such,  would  subsidise  such  conduct,  or 
encenrage  it.  I  am  intimately  acquainted  with  several 
members  of  the  Council,  and  from  what  I  know  of  them 
personally  I  should  believe  them  incapable  of  doing  anything 
which  savours  of  persecution  of  thsir  brethren  the  chemists 
and  druggists.  Union  should  be  the  motto,  not  estrange- 
ment, by  such  unnecessary  interference. 

I  may  mention  that  a  short  time  ago  a  respectable  druggist, 
a  personal  friend  of  my  own,  complained  to  me  of  a  similar 
proceeding  which  occurred  in  his  absence. 

My  chief  object  in  writing  is  to  elicit  an  expression  of  the 
opinion  of  the  trade  in  relation  to  this  matter.  I  have  kept 
the  law  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and,  with  the  aid  of 
reason,  I  hope  to  keep  it  to  the  end.

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre  end  The  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act. 

Sib, — In  your  article  of  last  week,  referring  to  the  recent 
.rweet  nitre  t  -^secutions,  it  is  stated,  near  the  beginning, 
that  a  conviction  was  the  last  thing  that  need  have  been  ex- 
pected, and  then  a  little  further  on,  "  First,  the  spirit  sold 
was  897,  therefore  it  was  not  sweet  spirit  of  nitre."  Do  not 
tbese  two  statements  clash  to  some  extent — i.e.,  although 
the  conviction  was  certainly  based  upon  false  grounds,  was 
it  not  justifiable,  inasmuch  as  the  article  sold  was  not  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre,  it  did  not  accord  with  the  P.L.  requirements 
either  in  quantity  of  ethyl  nitrite  or  of  alcohol  ? 

Would  any  similar  defence  (not  similarly  muddled)  avail 
unless  the  spiritdid  accord  with  tberequirernents  of  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia — e.g.,  in  the  case  of  an  article  having 
s.g.  850,  and  containing  between  land  18  per  cent,  ethyl 
nitrite?  Then,  agair,  accepting  and  maintaining  the  P.L. 
standard,  would  such  an  objection  as  the  following  be  likely 
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to  carry  any  weight  in  court :  viz.,  that  the  London  Pharma- 
copoeia is  obsolete — at  any  rate,  as  an  authority?  How 
might  such  an  objection  be  met  to  advantage?

Rupee  Salaries. 

.4  Victim  of  the  Is.  Hd.  Rupee  (180/65)  writes  a,  word  of 
warning  to  chemists,  &c.  From  time  to  time,  he  says,  ad- 
vertisements appear  in  jour  columns  for  young  men  to  take 
situations  in  India,  Ceylon,  and  elsewhere.  The  salaries 
when  put  down  on  paper  as  so  many  rupees  look  enticing,  and 
the  unwary  youth  jumps  at  the  opportunity.  His  hopes  fall 
after  the  first  month's  pay  is  drawn  and  sundry  bills  are  paid. 
It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  engagements  made  for 
payment  in  sterling.  The  salaries  for  chemists  range  from 
150  rupees  with  board  to  350  with  lodgings.  The  former 
are  generally  in  the  rural  districts  and  the  latter  in  the 
towns.  When  looked  at  in  sterling  these  figures  are  net  so 
enticing,  being  respectively  about  Ql  and  20/.  at  the  most. 
In  the  case  where  board  has  to  be  paid  for,  deduct  from  102. 
to  12Z.  ptr  month.  Clothing  and  other  items  taken  into  con- 
sideration reduce  the  balance  considerably,  and  if  it  is 
necessary  to  remit  anything  home  for  the  support  of  parents 
or  wife  and  family  there  is  no  balance  whatever,  and  when 
the  term  of  engagement  is  up  the  poor  unfortunate  is  pocrer 
than  the  day  he  landed. 

No  one,  says  our  correspondent,  ought  to  come  out  under 
157.  sterling  per  month  with  board,  or  25/.  with  lodgings  only. 
With  the  rate  of  exchange  at  Is.  \hl ,  he  says,  he  loses  2\d.  on 
the  rupee  as  represented  to  him  en  engaging,  which  unfor- 
tunately was  not  put  down  in  the  agreement.  In  ether 
words,  he  loses  16  per  cent,  sterling  on  his  salary.

175/46.  Fairplay. — The  time  for  an  engagement  to  end  is 
of  ccurse  the  end  of  the  business  day,  as  until  the  end  of  the 
day  the  term  is  not  complete  and  the  servant  has  not  earned 
his  money.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  month's 
salary  in  lieu  of  a  month's  notice,  we  think  from  the  facts 
stated  you  were  only  engaged  for  a  month  on  trial,  and  when 
that  month  expired  the  engagement  was  at  an  end.  You 
remained  on  for  a  day  or  two  without  any  terms  being  agreed 
upon  and  you  refused  the  terms  submitted,  so  that  we  do 
not  think  there  was  any  subsequent  formal  engagement: 
therefore  you  would  not  be  entitled  to  a  month's 
notice.  We  do  net  think  if  you  were  to  retain  the  balance 
of  the  month's  salary  you  could  be  held  liable  under  the 
Larceny  Act  if  you  show  the  exact  circumstance  in  your 
accounts,  but  we  would  not  advise  you  to  adopt  that  course.

It  is 
difficult  to  tell  with  the  finished  product,  ezcept  by  the 
water-test  suggested  by  Mr.  Gilmoui,  which,  however,  is 
only  applicable  to  the  fresh  tincture. 


170/22.  K.  F.  T. — Sulphate  of  Quinine  is  often  com- 
bined with  such  drugs  as  -butjl  chloral  hydrate  and 
phenacetin.  There  is  no  physiological  reason  why  this 
should  not  be  done.  Orange-wine. — Sugar,  56  lbs.;  'juice 
of  140  Seville  oranges  ;  parings  of  the  peel  of  same ;  water, 
15  gallons.  Ferment,  and  add  2  pints  of  brandy.  Should 
the  colour  not  be  sufficiently  dark,  add  burnt  sugar  to  give 
the  required  shade.    See  aiso  page  329,  March  3,  1394. 


170/43,  Subscriber. — To  Prevent  Fermentation  in  the 
Extract  cf  Herbs,  omit  the  treacle  from  your  formula  ; 
add  a  very  small  quantity  of  oil  of  winterg'reen,  which  is 
both  a  preservative  and  a  useful  aromatic,  and  use  1  gr. 
of  salicylic  acid  dissolved  in  a  little  rectified  spirit  to  each 
■ounce  of  extract,  in  place  of  the  boric  acid. 


171/1,  Devonia. — Elixir  of  Kola,— Make  an  extract, 
hy  maceration  and  percolation,  of  powdered  kola-nuts 
1  oz.  with  a  mixture  of  1  oz.  of  spirit,  ammon.  aromat.  and 
7  02.  of  water;  filter,  and  add  2  cz.  of  elixir  aromat ,  given  on 
page  21,  January  5, 1895.  Dose,  1  to  2  teaspoonf  als  in  water 
or  Eo&a-water.  For  Bed  sores. — There  are  various  pre- 
parations used— carbolised  oil  (1  in  40),  carbolised  resin 
ointment,  cr  carbolised  zinc  ointment.  A  most  valuable 
application  and  a  very  old  one,  although  it  smarts  a  little  on 
first  application  is  to  rub  up  1  oz.  of  spermaceti  with  the 
yolks  of  three  eggs  and  add  gradually  one  quartern  of  good 
rum.  Carron  oil  is  also  a  useful  application.  Salicylated 
tramaticin  should  be  used  as  soon  as  the  skin  becomes  tender. 


171/47.  Insulator. — Rubber  Varnish  — Indiarubber  cor- 
sists  of  two  resins,  OEe  being  soluble  in  such  solvents  as 
benzine  or  petroleum  spirit,  the  other  only  softening  and 
swelling"  up  but  not  going  into  solution ;  hence  your  difficulty. 
One  of  the  best  solvents  is  said  to  be  a  mixture  of  from  6  to  8 
parts  of  absolute  alcohol,  and  100  parts  of  bisulphide  of 
carbon.  Oil  of  caoutchouc,  obtained  by  dry  distillation  from 
indiarubber,  is  also  a  good  solvent,  and*  is  often  used  for  pre- 
paring varnishes,  either  by  dissolving  the  rubber  in  it  or  (for 
coarser  sorts)  by  dissolving  the  residue  from  the  retorts  after 
the  oil  has  been  distilled.

As  a  rale 
the  cheapest  plan  in  the  end  is  to  take  up  the  floor  entirely, 
have  new  "  deafening  "put  in,  and  the  apartments  thoroughly 
sterilised  with  burning  sulphur  before  the  new  floor  is  laid. 


177/10,  Yorkshire. — The  sample  of  preservative  Powder 
for  Milk,  Butter,  &c.  consists  of  borax  1  part  and  boric 
acid  2  parts. 


176/19.  Pomona. —  For  Preserving  Apple  juice  use 
either  salicylic  acid  or  bisulphite  of  lime.  This  latter  is 
used  frequently  by  cider-makers.  Bottling  and  aerating 
certainly  tend  to  check  fermentation.  But  why  not 
Pasteurise? — that  is,  heat  the  cider  to  160°  F.,  and  keep  it 
at  that  temperature  for  ten  minutes,  and  bottle  at  once  in 
scalded  bottles  after  adding  salicylic  acid  gr.  xv.  to  each 
gallon  of  cider. 


171/1.  Devonia. — Bath-salt  for  Softening  the  Water. — 
Dried  carbonate  of  soda,  perfumed  with  oil  of  bergamot  or 
any  other  suitable  perfume.    A  teaspoonful  to  each  bath. 


170/46.  Thymol. — The  sample  of  Throat -salt  'seems  to 
be  pure  chloride  of  sodium,  the  form  of  it  being  what  is 
described  in  the  B.P.  as  "transparent  cubical  crystals." 
Chloride  of  sodium  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  some  nasal 
and  laryngeal  affections,  and  is  used  as  a  douche. 


171/62.  Septimus  —  Canary- food. — A  similar  preparation 
to  sample : —

"  DntECTiONS  for  Use.— One  teaspoonful  for  eight  to  ten  full-grown  fowls 
and  chickens  proportionally,  to  be  given  three  to  fi7e  times  a  week  with  the 
morning  meal.  These  powders  will  also  be^fouud  beneficial  to  young  poultry, 
when  wanted  for  the  table  ,by  giving  then  a  keen  appetite.  Should  an  overdose 
be  given  it  will  not  injure  the  birds,  but  the  stated  quantity  is  best.  They 
help  the  fowis  to  produce  eggs  in  the  coldest  weather,  and  also  when  kept 
in  confinement  eggs  are  produced  in  abundance." 


177/40.  Chemicus.— Carbolised  Tow. — Make  a  solution 
of  tar  in  methylated  spirit ;  add  to  this  10  per  cent,  carbolic 
acid;  thoroughly  saturate  the  clean  tow  in  the  mixture  ;  dry 
in  a  current  of  warm,  dry  air,  and  afterwards  wrap  up  in  1-lb. 
parcels  in  waxed  or  parchment  paper. 


178/69,  Apple  juice. — The  Anti-ferment  for  Cider,  sold  at 
Is.  3d.  per  lb.,  is,  as  you  surmise,  commercial  bisulphite  of 
lime.  We  are  surprised  at  your  difficulty  in  obtaining  it. 
It  is  a  much-used  commercial  article,  and  any  obliging 
wholesale  house  should  get  it  for  yon  if  they  do  not  stock 
it.  The  principal  manufacturers  in  London  are  A,  Boake, 
Roberts  &  Co.,  Stratford. 


169/37.  Lancastrian. — (1)  The  Egg  powder  is  the  usual 
mixture  of  rice-flour  and  sugar  coloured  with  an  orange- 
yellow  aniline  dye — chrysoidine,  most  likely— but  there  is 
far  too  much  of  the  colour  in  the  sample.  (2)  The  Powder 
for  Influenza  in  Horses  seems  to  be: —

Roughly  bruise,  and  add  to  1  gallon  of  water  ;  boil,  and  allow  to  simmer 
for  some  hours  :  press  and  strain,  then  evaporate  to  about  30  oz. ;  add  the 
infusion  of  cubebs,  diluted  with  i  oz.  of  rectified  spirit,  and  filter. 

Use  this  a3  stock  solution,  to  be  added  to  any  of  the  usual 
sugar-pastes,  about  2  cs.  to  every  14  lbs.  of  finished  lozenges. 
A  good  plan  is  to  arrange  with  some  lozenge-maker  to  make 
and  stamp  the  lcoenges,  using  your  medicated  solution. 


177/1.  T.  J. — The  barometer  is  apparently  one  for  de- 
termining the  altitudes,  and  what  you  describe  as  a 
"  swivel  "  seems  to  be  a  vernier  for  measuring  the  fractions 
of  an  inch.  The  spirit-lamp  is  intended  to  boil  water,  so  as 
to  see  at  what  temperature  it  boils.  You  should  read  a  book 
on  elementary  physics, 
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176/25.  Dynamite. — Pipe-lighting  Fusee  — The  tip  con- 
sists of  a  mixture  of  phosphorus  oxide  of  lead  or  sulphuret 
of  antimony,  vermilion  or  Prussian-blue  being  used  to  give 
a  distinctive  colour.  The  dark  aromatic  portion  is  of  similar 
composition  to  fumigaticg-pastilles,  saltpetre  (sometimes  a 
little  black  oxide  of  manganese),  cascarilla,  orris,  benzoin, 
&c ,  glne,  or  tragacanth  being  used  as  a  binding-material. 
Each  maker  has  his  own  prcportiDns,  the  tendency  nowadays 
being  to  reduce  the  phosphorus  to  a  minimum. 


140/9.  '.4.  W. — The  Pill-coating  seems  to  be  a  pearl- 
coating  consisting  of  French  chalk,  starch-powder,  and  fine 
gum-arabic.  The  pills  have  first  been  varnished.  You 
ought  to  be  able  to  obtain  a  French  chalk  pure  white,  so  as 
to  give  yon  a  white  coating.  The  difficulty  which  you  have 
in  getting  a  pure-white  coating  may  be  the  result  of  inex- 
perience ;  for  you  must  understand  that  pill-  coating  is  an 
art  which  comparatively  few  know  thoroughly,  and  men  of 
experience  and  skill  are  eagerly  picked  up  by  wholesale 
houses. 


177/67.  Scratch. — Po-cltry-spic-a  for  fattening  and  in- 
creasing laying. — The  following  gives  a  similar  preparation 
to  what  you  send  : —

182/12.  Vernon. — It  is  bismuth  that  is  precipitated  from 
the  liquor.  You  will  find,  on  testing,  that  this  is  so.  The 
quantity  is  small,  and  you  should  ignore  it  rather  than 
tinker  with  zhe  formula,  which,  otherwise,  is  excellent.  It 
is  a  common  error  tr>  suppose  that  pepsin  preparations  must 
be  acid.  The  stomach  will  supply  sufficient  acid  to  start 
digestion,  and  you  mast  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  dose 
of  pepsin  is  intended  only  to  give  the  digestive  process  a 
start.    Nature  does  the  rest. 


173  65.  E  H.  B..—  Thanks  for  yours.  The  sample 
■which  you  send  us  is  essence  oE  lemon  consisting  of  a  solu- 
tion of  the  oil  in  rectified  spirit.  This  accounts  for  the 
separation  referred  to. 


143/38.  C.  B.—  (Y)  You  should  add  finings  to  the  orange 
wine — viz.,  the  white  of  one  egg — then  shake  well,  and  set 
aside  for  a  few  days.  Decant  the  clear  portion  of  the  wine, 
and  filter  the  ssdiment.  (2)  Add  ■§  oz.  of  fullers'  earth  to 
the  composition  essence ;  shake  well,  and  filter  through  a 
felt  or  flannel  bag,  returning  the  filtrate  until  it  comes 
through  clear. 


162/72.  Subscriber. — Probably  moustaches  are  not  heredi- 
tary in  your  family.  If  they  are,  use  tin  razor  every 
morning,  and  take  particular  care  to  lather  the  lip  well,  for 
there  is  nothing  equal  to  the  tickliog  of  the  brush  and  the 
soothing  influence  of  the  soap-lather  for  stimulating  the 
hairs  to  greater  effort.  Cantharidis  and  pilocarpine  are 
useless  in  such  cases.

183/7.  Erica. — Gnalacol  carbonate  is  apparently  in- 
tended.

183/63.  M.  -P.— Skeleton  Leaves  are  made  by  steeping 
the  leaves  for  several  weeks  in  a  weak  solution  of  chlorinated 
lime.  The  leaves  should  be  removed  every  day,  and  gently 
brushed  with  a  camel-hair  pencil  to  remove  the  cellular 
tissue.   The  lime  solution  should  be  occasionally  renewed. 


177/65.  Delta  — There  is  no  petroleum  spirit  which  mixes 
with  rectified  spirit. 

1E3/65.  Bat.—  The  solution  of  ammonia  to  be  used  for 
the  oleate  is  1  part  of  liq:  ammon.  fort,  and  1  part  of  water. 
We  have  twice  before  explained  ibis,  and  regret  that  you 

have  overlooked  the  notes.

Bee  farming  in  Servia.— It  is  proposed  to  introduce  a 
law  in  Servia  making  it  obligatory  upon  priests,  school- 
masters, and  other  persons  holding  Government  appoint- 
ments, to  keep  bees.  Bee-keeping  on  scientific  principles 
has  lately  been  introduced  into  the  country,  and  a  bee- farm 
has  been  slatted  at  Topschidere  by  the  "  Society  for  Bee  and 
Fiuit  Culture,"  where  200  bar- frame  hives  of  the  Dzierzon 
system  are  now  being  worked.  Each  hive  holds  about 
80  lbs.  of  honey  in  the  comb.  The  honey  is  extracted  by 
centrifugal  machine  and  finds  a  ready  sale  at  Q\d.  per  lb, 
while  the  wax  is  chiefly  uEed  for  the  manufacture  of  church 
candles,  and  realises  about  If.  3d.  per  lb.
